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MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


-Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Alde7'men, 

and  of  the  Common  CoiinciL 

We  have  assembled  this  morning  to  organize  the  municipal 
government  for  the  coming  year,  and  to  formally  accept  the  trust 
which  has  been  committed  into  our  hands  by  the  partiality  of 
our  fellow-citizens.  They  will  naturally  look  to  us  to  see  that 
the  varied  interests  of  the  city  are  faithfully  cared  for,  and  that 
the  laws  securing  individual  rights  and  privileges  as  well  as  the 
good  order  of  society  are  administered  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
accomplish  the  object  and  end  for  which  they  were  made.  Let 
us  proceed  to  execute  this  important  trust  cheerfully,  and  with  a 
firm  and  conscientious  purpose  so  to  perform  our  respective 
duties  as  to  meet  the  reasonable  demands  of  all  classes  of  our 
people.  A  broad  and  comprehensive  view  of  the  wants  of  the 
community  for  which  we  are  acting,  and  a  disposition  to  rise 
above  our  own  prejudices  and  selfishness,  should  be  expected  of 
us  all,  the  fact  being  constantly  borne  in  mind  that  we  are  not 
chosen  to  specially  guard  the  interests  of  any  particular  class  or 
to  carry  out  the  notions  of  any  particular  body  of  men. 

The  genius  and  spirit  of  our  republican  institutions  is  to  secure 
to  every  citizen  the  largest  possible  liberty  to  act  and  to  think  for 
himself  consistent  with  the  good  order  of  society.  There  are 
two  theories  of  government  current  in  the  world,  the  paternal 
and  the  individual,  the  former  insisting  that  we  should  have  every- 
thing done  for  us,  the  latter  that  we  should  do  it  for  ourselves. 
It  is  easy  enough  to  see  from  our  ov/n  experience  which  of  these 
two  systems  is  best  calculated  to  promote  that  intellectual  devel- 
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opment  upon  which  all  progress  must  depend.  Similar  theories 
are  in  vogue  wtth  reference  to  the  way  in  which  to  overcome 
and  subdue  evil  in  the  w^orld  ;  one  is  that  all  external  tempta- 
tions should  be  arbitrarily  removed ;  the  other  that  the  tempta- 
tions themselves  should  be  mastered.  It  ought  not  to  be  less 
easy  to  see  which  of  the  opposing  theories  does  most  to  develop 
that  individual  character  which  constitutes  the  basis  of  all  per- 
manent moral  improvement  in  society.  I  need  hardly  add  that, 
in  this  country,  where,  more  than  in  any  other,  legislators  are  the 
exponents  and  the  servants  of  the  popular  will,  the  progress 
toward  improvement  has,  on  this  account,  been  greater  than 
elsewhere.  The  world  hae  very  generally  recognized  the  great 
truth,  that  some  of  the  main  conditions  of  the  prosperity  of  a 
people  are  that  its  rulers  shall  have  very  little  power,  that  they 
shall  exercise  that  power  very  sparingly,  and  that  they  shall  by 
no  means  presume  to  constitute  themselves  supreme  judges  of 
the  common  good,  or  deem  themselves  authorized  to  defeat  the 
wishes  of  those  for  whose  benefit  alone  they  occupy  the  posts 
entrusted  to  them.  I  have  thought  it  not  improper  at  this  time 
to  thus  briefly  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  cardinal  prin- 
ciples of  government,  in  order  that  by  so  doing  we  may  draw 
inspiration  therefrom  in  the  administration  of  our  local  affairs. 

The  powers  conferred  upon  municipal  corporations  are  wisely 
limited.  Most  of  these  powers  are  embodied  in  our  charter  and 
also  in  sui"iidry  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  which  have  been 
printed  in  connection  with  the  newly  revised  ordinances,  and 
which  I  recommend  to  your  careful  perusal.  They  will  be  found 
useful  and  agreeable  reading,  and  to  the  younger  and  less  expe- 
rienced members  of  the  Council  the  study  of  them  will  be 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  intelligent  performance  of  their 
duties.  It  will  be  seen  that  our  duties  are  largely  administrative 
rather  than  legislative,  and  that  in  many  things  we  are  allowed 
great  latitude  of  opinion,  where  much  depends  upon  correct 
judgment  and  wise  action.  We  shall  often  be  called  upon  to 
decide  questions  of  great  importance  affecting  public  and  pri- 
vate interests  v.'here  there  is  no  special  rule  or  precedent  to 
guide  us,  and  it  is  in  matters  of  this  kind  that  our  powers  will  be 
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put  to  the  severest  test.  In  such  cases  an  opinion  formed  hastily, 
upon  insufificient  data,  or  without  proper  knowledge,  is  liable  to 
be  erroneous,  and  to  do  great  injustice  to  all  parties  concerned ; 
.and,  therefore,  it  behooves  us  to  deliberately  and  carefully  con- 
sider all  matters  presented  for  our  consideration,  to  the  end  that 
our  decision  may  be  wise  and  just. 

P^INANCES. 

During  the  financial  year,  ending  November  30,  1880,  the  net 
■city  indebtedness  was  reduced  from  $2,355,163.64,  in  1879,  to 
$2,265,914.50,  in  1880.  These  are  tl^e  lowest  figures  that  have 
been  reached  since  the  close  of  the  year  1870.  During  the  year 
1871,  as  will  be  remembered  by  many  of  our  citizens,  the  net 
city  debt  was  increased  by  more  than  half  a  million  dollars,  and, 
at  the  end  of  that  year,  amounted  to  $2,373,615.03.  It  reached 
its  maximum  amount,  viz.:  $2,616,920.03,  in  1873,  and,  since 
that  year,  it  has  been  reduced  about  three  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars — more  than  one-fourth  of  this  reduction  having 
been  made  in  1880. 

The  following  condensed  statement  will  show  the  principal 
changes  in  our  gross  bonded  indebtedness  during  the  last  finan- 
cial year :

Of  the  indebtedness  outstanding  Nov.  30,  1880,  the  sum  of 
$1,867,000  was  for  funded  city  loans,  $338,900  for  funded  sewer 
loans,  and  $374,300  for  funded  water  loans.  There  was  no  float- 
ing debt  outstanding  at  that  date. 

Of  the  $162,100  due  in  1880,  the  sum  of  22,100  was  paid,  in 
tcash,  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  sinking  funds,  and  the  balance, 
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$140,000,  from  the  proceeds  of  renewal  bonds  due  in  1005.  Of 
the  $200,000  new  bonds  and  renewals,  two  five  per  cent,  loans, 
of  $30,000  each,  were  taken  by  the  Commissioners,  early  in  the 
3'ear,  at  par,  these  loans  having  ten  and  twenty  years  to  run,  re- 
spectively. The  balance,  $140,000,  was  borrowed  on  a  twenty- 
five  years  four-and-one-half  per  cent,  loan,  and  was  placed  at  a 
premium  of  Gy^^o  above  par. 

Since  the  close  of  the  last  financial  year  another  portion  of 
our  old  six  per  cent,  indebtedness,  amounting  to  $500,000,  has 
.become  due,  and  been  paid  and  cancelled.  To  provide  the  funds 
needed  to  meet  this  indebtedness,  four  per  cent,  bonds,  due  April 
1, 1905,  were  issued,  under  authority  of  the  City  Council,  and  the 
whole  amount,  $500,000,  was  taken  at  the  satisfactory  premium

Further  contributions  to  the  different  funds,  comprising  certain 
unexpended  balances  of  appropriations,  the  proceeds  of  sundry 
assessments,  together  with  other  authorized  items  from  the  revenue 
of  1880,  and  amounting,  in  all,  to  $103,062,45,  have,  within  a  few 
days,  been  paid  over  to  the  Commissioners,  making  the  total 
amount  in  their  hands,  at  the  present  time,  $284,429.72.  In  con- 
sequence of  this  liberal  contribution,  $70,612.45  of  which  goes 
to  the  general  debt  sinking  fund  of  1875,  the  Commissioners  will 
doubtless  feel  warranted  in  paying,  at  maturity,  the  balance  of 
our  old  indebtedness  due  in  1881.  In  that  event,  no  further  renew- 
als of  the  old  debt  of  1875  will  become  necessary  for  several 
years  to  come — probably  not  before  the  first  of  July,  1885. 
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The  various  trust  funds  in  charge  of  the  City  Treasurer  have 
"been  increased  from  $8G/J51.62  on  the  first  day  of  December, 
1879,  to  $110,003.30  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November,  1880. 
It  will  hardly  be  necessary  for  me  to  do  more  than  call  attention 
to  this  very  gratifying  exhibit,  as  the  several  boards  and  officials 
having  the  management  of  these  funds  will,  in  their  annual 
reports  to  the  City  Council,  furnish  all  the  information  that  can 
be  required. 

In  closing  this  necessarily  very  brief  review  of  the  finances  of 
the  city,  I  will  simply  refer  you  for  further,  and,  of  course,  more 
minute  details,  to  the  annual  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor, 
both  of  which  will  shortly  be  laid  before  you  for  your  consider- 
ation. In  this  connection,  I  cannot  forbear  to  sa\^,  and,  from  m)' 
experience  during  the  past  year,  especially,  to  say  it  with  con- 
siderable emphasis,  that  to  the  officials  at  the  head  of  the 
important  department  of  finance,  as  well  as  to  the  several  officers, 
boardfi  and  committees  who  have  so  cordially  co-operated  with 
them  in  the  economical  management  of  the  various  interests 
committed  to  their  charge,  is  due,  to  a  far  greater  extent  than  the 
public  generally  is  aware,  the  high  financial  standing,  both  within 
and  without  this  Commonwealth,  which  the  City  of  Worcester 
now  enjoys. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  value  and  the  necessity  of  popular  education  being 
admitted  by  all,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  to  appropriate 
whatever  sum  is  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  on 
a  liberal  and  comprehensive  basis.  The  rapid  growth  of  the 
city  brings  a  large  yearly  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
attending  school.  On  the  first  of  October  last  there  were  actually 
in  school  some  eight  hundred  more  pupils  than  at  the  same  date 
the  year  before.  It  should  be  expected  that  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  schools  up  to  the  present  standard  will  be  correspond- 
ingly increased  from  year  to  year.  The  amount  appropriated 
for  school  purposes  last  year  was  $1 1(),000,  the  unexpended 
balance  of  which,  amounting  to  $1,972.03,  was  turned  over  to 
the  sinking  funds.    For  the  coming  year  the  committee  ask  for

$150,000  for  school  expenses.  This  request  should  be  care- 
fully considered  by  you,  and  if  that  amount  is  found  necessary^ 
it  should  be  cheerfully  furnished.  Besides  the  expenditures  for 
the  schools  it  will  be  necessary  to  erect  one  or  more  school- 
houses  during  the  present  year.  Already  there  is  a  demand 
from  the  neighborhood  of  the  Adriatic  Mills  and  also  at  New 
Worcester.  School-houses  should  be  built  whenever  and  wher- 
ever they  are  needed.  The  necessity  for  them  grows  out  of  the 
very  prosperity  of  the  city,  and  they  will  yield  a  good  return. 

During  the  last  year  an  enlargement  of  the  Oxford  street 
school-house  has  been  made  at  a  cost  of  $10,122.33,  including 
steam-heating  apparatus,  furniture,  etc.  The  four  new  rooms 
are  equal  to  a  new  house,  and  the  ward  room  finished  off  in  the 
basement  of  the  old  building  is  one  of  the  most  commodious  in 
the  city.  At  Edgeworth  street  school-house  a  similar  enlarge- 
ment of  three  rooms  has  been  made  at  a  cost  of  $5.535.02,. 
including  furniture.  Both  of  these  additions  have  been  substan- 
tially built,  without  unnecessary  ornamentation,  but  in  goodtaste^ 
and  are  thoroughly  convenient. 

After  the  necessary  appropriations  have  been  made  for  the 
schools  your  responsibility  for  them  ceases.  Their  conduct  and. 
internal  management  belong  to  the  School  Committee  ;  a  body 
which,  like  ours,  is  responsible  to  its  constituents.  As  parents 
and  citizens,  however,  we  all  have  a  deep  interest  therein,  meas- 
ured only  by  the  natural  affection  which  we  have  for  our 
children.  It  is  quite  likely  that  the  best  method  to  be  adopted 
in  regulating  the  expenditure  of  the  money  appropriated  for 
our  schools  has  not  yet  been  reached  ;  but  this  should  be  sought 
for  with  great  earnestness  until  found.  Instead  of  striving  for 
the  best  method  attainable  it  has  sometimes  seemed  to  me  that, 
there  was  manifested  in  the  school  board  a  spirit  of  dictation 
and  false  economy  which  worked  evil  to  our  schools,  and  especially 
to  the  High  School.  In  order  to  insure  the  greatest  efficiency 
in  our  High  School,  a  steady  policy,  securing  permanency  in  its 
corps  of  teachers,  is  absolutely  indispensable.  Two  principals,, 
each  excellent  in  his  way,  ha\-c  been  aHowcd  to  leave  the  school. 
Vv'ithin  a  sliorl  lime,  an^l  no  one  since  our  elegant  high  school- 
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house  was  built  has  been  retained  long  enough  to  see  a  class 
through  to  its  graduation. 

The  school-board,  in  my  ^judgment,  is  too  large,  and  its  selec- 
tion should  be  taken  wholly  out  of  politics.  Let  politics  have 
full  play,  if  need  be,  in  the  choice  of  Mayors, — a  matter  which 
is  of  far  less  consequence  than  the  selection  of  those  who  are 
to  have  charge  of  the  education  of  ten  thousand  of  our  children 
yearly.  I  believe  our  citizens  want  our  High  School  to  be  raised 
to  a  higher  standard,  and  to  be  made  capable  of  fitting  boys  and 
girls  for  the  best  colleges ;  and  they  are  willing  to  pay  a  fair 
price  for  such  a  school.  If  it  is  necessary  to  divide  it  into  two 
distinct  and  separate  departments,  the  one  classical  and  the  other 
English,  let  this  be  done.  The  practical  thing  to  do,  however, 
is  to  make  a  radical  change  in  the  school-board,  for,  so  long  as 
it  remains  organized  as  it  now  is,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  almost 
impossible  for  us  to  have  or  to  maintain  as  good  schools  as  we 
ought  to  have  in  this  city.  The  public  ought  to  be  satisfied 
with  nothing  short  of  the  very  best,  in  all  arrangements  affect- 
ing the  efficiency  of  our  schools,  and  should  see  to  it  that  none 
but  the  wisest  measures  are  adopted  in  their  behalf.

FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


The  free  public  library  is  one  of  the  important  educational 
institutions  of  our  city,  and  is  coming,  year  by  year,  to  be  more 
intimately  associated  with  our  public  school  instruction.  The 
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special  efforts  made  by  its  accomplished  librarian,  in  interesting 
the  teachers  and  puplis  in  the  library,  and  in  inducing  them  to 
avail  themselves  of  its  advantages,  »s  a  means  of  improving  the 
methods  of  education  in  the  schools,  have  already  met  with 
considerable  success. 

I  think  that  a  feeling  exists,  to  some  extent,  in  its  board  of 
management,  that  the  city  council  has  not,  in  times  past,  been 
as  liberal  in  behalf  of  the  library  as  it  should  be,  and  that  this 
feeling  is  shared  by  some  of  our  heaviest  tax  payers.  You 
should  carefully  consider  the  wants  and  needs  of  this  institution, 
and,  in  fixing  your  appropriation  for  its  support,  should  have  in 
view  a  just  and  equitable  taxation  of  the  people  for  this,  as  well 
as  for  other  demands  made  upon  them.  The  librarian  informs 
me  that  300  fewer  books  have  been  added  to  the  circulating  and 
intermediate  departments,  during  the  last  year,  than  in  the  year 
before,  and  that  9897  fewer  volumes  were  given  out  for  home 
use  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  books  purchased 
for  all  departments  was  1666  volumes.  The  total  net  accessions, 
last  year,  was  2103  volumes,  and  the  total  number  of  volumes 
now  in  the  library  is  49,624.  There  has  been  a  large  increase 
in  the  use  of  the  reference  library;  nearly  41,000  volumes  hav- 
ing been  used,  besides  those  to  which  readers  and  students  have 
helped  themselves. 

The  re-arrangement  of  books  in  the  Green  Library  has  pro- 
gressed during  the  year.  Considerable  progress  has  also  been 
made  in  preparing  a  catalogue  of  books  which  circulate,  and 
much  more  must  be  done  during  the  present  year  if  the  cata- 
logue is  to  be  printed  within  the  next  two  years.

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HIGHWAYS. 

There  have  been  fifteen  private  streets  made  pubhc  during  the 
past  year,  and  three  of  our  old  pubhc  streets  have  been  widened 
and  their  bounds  estabhshed.  Ouinsigamond  avenue  is  under 
contract  and  will  be  completed  before  the  time  expires  for  mak- 
ing the  assessments  for  betterments,  viz.  April  29th,  18<S1.  The 
land  damages  on  this  avenue  have  all  been  paid  with  a  single' 
exception.  The  contract  for  the  construction  of  this  avenue 
was  let  to  Kiernan  and  Maloney  of  Chelsea,  Mass.  ;  the  contract 
price  being  $26.80  per  lineal  rod,  amounting  in  all  to  $4,984.80. 
A  sum  sufficient  to  finish  the  avenue  has  been  reserved  from  the 
amount  raised  by  taxation  last  year  for  street  construction.  A 
new  street  running  through  the  Jaques  homestead  has  recently 
been  laid  out  and  partly  constructed.  It  is  estimated  that  it 
will  require  $1,000  to  finish  it.  Piedmont  street  has  been  re- 
graded  from  Chandler  street  to  Davis  street,  so  as  to  conform  to 
the  grade  of  the  new  street  leading  to  the  city  hospital,  and  has 
been  greatly  improved.  Park  avenue  has  been  widened  to 
eighty  feet  from  May  street  to  Mill  street,  the  old  lay-out  being 
only  sixty  feet,  and  an  order  was  passed  late  last  year  to  con- 
struct this  part  of  the  avenue  at  an  estimated  expense  of  $4,500. 
This  project  will  give  the  city  teams  and  permanent  men  of  the 
department  something  to  do  during  the  winter  months,  an 
arrangement  which  is  characteristic  of  the  foresight  of  the  com- 
mittee who  have  had  this  department  so  long  in  charge.  The 
■estimated  expense  of  grading  and  putting  in  good  order  all 
other  streets  made  public  during  the  past  year  is  $4,050. 

A  change  has  been  made  in  Milbury  street  near  its  junction 
with  Vernon  street.  It  was  made  more  especially  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  Washburn  and  Moen  Manufacturing  Company, 
who  desired  to  extend  their  yard  in  front  of  their  mill.  The 
whole  expense  of  this  change,  including  a  new  iron  bridge  in 
place  of  the  old  stone  arch,  is  borne  entirely  by  this  company- 
It  is  believed  that  the  new  location  will  prove  to  be  satisfactory 
to  the  public. 

A  petition,  numerously  signed  by  heavy  tax  payers,  has  been 
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pending  before  the  county  commissio^iers,  for  some  months  past, 
asking  that  Summer  street  be  straightened  and  widened  to  sixty  feet 
throughout  its  entire  length.  The  city  has  been  represented  at  the 
pubhc  hearings  in  regard  to  this  matter,  and  has  had  an  opportu- 
nity to  examine  the  plans  and  the  estimated  expense  of  the  work  aa 
presented  by  the  petitioners.  The  proposed  widening  and 
straightening  is  mostly  on  the  east  side  of  the  street,  and  con- 
templates taking  unoccupied  land  belonging  to  the  state,  county, 
and  city,  and  abutting  on  the  street  for  a  considerable  part  of 
the  entire  distance.  The  city  is  at  present  in  no  way  commit- 
ted to  the  project,  but,  at  the  several  hearings  with  reference: 
thereto,  has  been  treated  with  courtesy  and  proper  consideration 
by  both  the  commissioners  and  petitioners.  It  is  obvious  to. 
those  who  have  given  the  matter  attention  that  the  proposed 
change  would  be  a  great  public  improvement,  and  that  it  can 
be  made  now  at  a  much  less  expense  than  would  be  necessarily 
incurred  after  these  open  lands,  and  other  parts  of  the  street,, 
are  occupied  by  expensive  buildings,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  at 
any  time.  I  would  recommend,  therefore,  that  you  give  thia 
matter  your  immediate  attention,  and,  if  deemed  advisable,  that 
you  co-operate  with  the  petitioners  in  asking  for  such  legislation 
as  may  be  necessary  in  that  behalf. 

The  thirty-seven  bridges  in  the  city  are  reported  by  the 
engineer  to  be  in  good  repair  and  perfectly  safe. 

A  large  appropriation  is  needed  each  year  to  keep  the  high- 
ways in  good  repair,  and  the  best  material  for  this  purpose  and 
for  road  making  is  not  easily  to  be  found.  I  would  suggest  that 
search  be  made  outside  of  the  city  limits,  and  on  the  line  of  the 
railroads,  to  ascertain  whether  better  material  at  cheaper  rates 
cannot  be  found  for  use  on  our  highways.  I  would  also  suggest 
the  propriety  of  purchasing  some  more  modern  machinery  for 
use  in  this  department.  There  is  a  chance  for  great  improve- 
ment in  that  direction. 

The  city  has  recently  made  an  arrangement  with  the  Providence 
and  Worcester  railroad  company  by  which  the  company  is  to 
widen  their  bridge  at  Southbridgc  street,  to  conform  to  the  lay- 
out of  the  street  at  tiiat  [)oint,  and  the  city  is  to  contribute 
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$3,000  of  the  expense  thereof,  and  to  do  the  grading  in  the 
street.  This  important  improvement  is  now  in  progress,  and  is 
being  done  by  the  railroad  company  in  the  most  thorough  and 
substantial  manner.  The  bridge  will  be  of  iron  with  a  span  of 
eighty  feet. 

Great  improvements  in  Portland  street,  at  its  junction  with 
Madison  street,  and  also  in  Gold  street  at  its  junction  with 
Assonet  street,  could  now  be  made  at  small  expense,  and  should 
be  provided  for  at  an  early  day. 

STREET  PAVING. 

Park  street  has  been  paved  from  the  Catholic  church  to  Mairt 
street,  at  an  expense  of  $2,358.90,  and  Main  street  has  been 
paved  from  opposite  the  residence  of  Thomas  H.  Dodge,  Esq.,. 
on  the  westerly  side  of  the  horse  railroad,  to  May  street,  at  an 
expense  of  $(3,117.38.  In  the  interests  of  true  economy  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  paving  should  be  done  each  year.  I  would  rec- 
ommend that  the  following  streets  be  paved  in  the  near  future^ 
viz :  Front  street,  Union  street,  Trumbull  street,  and  also  Grove 
street  as  far  as  the  northerly  end  of  the  wire  mill.  P'ront  street 
should  be  repaired  from  Main  street  to  Church  street,  and  the 
old  blocks  could  then  be  used  in  paving  a  portion  of  Union 
street,  where  the  travel  is  mostly  heavy  trucking.  I  would 
advise  a  liberal  appropriation  for  this  kind  of  work,  and  you  will 
readily  select  the  streets  most  needing  it. 

SIDEWALKS. 

Decrees  have  been  adopted  locating  4:-i-o-Q  miles  of  sidewalks 
during  the  past  year.  The  policy  has  been  to  locate  the  side- 
walk grades  on  all  new  streets  at  the  time  the  street  is  located. 
There  have  been  17  sidewalks  constructed  during  the  past  year, 
covering  a  distance  of  Itoo  miles.  The  total  expense  to  the 
city  of  constructing  these  walks  has  been  $12,005.71.  This 
sum  includes  what  cross  walks  have  been  made.  In  constructing 
a  sidewalk  the  city  pays  for  the  gutter  and  the  curbstone  set, 
and  the  abutters  for  all  the  other  work. 
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SEWERS. 

The  last  section  of  the  main  Island  sewer  was  finished  August 
14th,  and  the  waters  of  Mill  Brook  turned  into  it  on  that  day. 
The  contract  for  building  the  six  feet  brick  and  stone  sewer 
from  Cambridge  street  to  Southbridge  street,  to  intersect  with 
the  Piedmont  sewer  at  that  point,  was  let  to  Kiernan  and  Malo- 
.  ney,  of  Chelsea,  Mass.  The  contract  price  was  about  $38,426.75, 
the  work  being  let  by  the  yard  and  foot,  so  that  only  an  approx- 
imate total  can  be  arrived  at,  at  this  time.  The  work  was  to 
have  been  completed  the  20th  day  of  December  last,  but,  owing 
to  the  difficulties  rnet  with  by  the  contractors,  it  will  not  be  fin- 
ished before  the  first  of  February.  The  work  has  been  carefully 
watched,  and  has  been  done  in  the  most  thorough  manner.  The 
sewer  from  Southbridge  street  to  Quinsigamond,  now  so  near 
completion,  forms  the  outlet  to  our  whole  system  of  sewerage, 
and  is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  constructed  sewers  in  the 
world.  A  new  sewer  in  Front  street  has  been  constructed  from 
the  main  sewer  at  the  viaduct  to  Salem  square.  Sewers  have 
also  been  constructed  in  Houghton  street  and  Penn  avenue,  and 
also  in  Elliott  and  P^dward  streets,  besides  small  sewers  in  Assonet 
and  Henchman  streets.  There  is  no  end  to  the  building  of 
sewers  so  long  as  the  city  continues  to  grow  and  extend  itself ; 
but  the  great  trunk  sewers  are  substantially  finished.  The  ex- 
pense of  building  the  smaller  sewers  is  largely  assessed  upon 
.abutters,  who  can  pay  their  assessments  in  instalments  if  they 
prefer  to  do  so. 

The  question  of  building  lateral  sewers  on  the  Lsland.  to  con- 
nect with  the  large  sewer  now  being  constructed,  will  engage  your 
attention  during  the  coming  year,  and  in  some  cases  action  should 
be  taken.  The  further  question  of  arching  Mill  Brook  sewer, 
from  the  Boston  and  Albany  railroad,  south,  to  Cambridge  street, 
will  undoubtedly  come  before  you  for  your  consideration.  1 
should  deem  it  good  policy  to  arch  a  small  section  of  this  sewer 
■each  year,  and  in  this  way  the  whole  work  could  be  done  gradu- 
ally with  but  slight  additional  expense  to  the  tax-payer  each  year. 
The  work  of  sewering  the  Pine  Meadow  district  can  be  deferred 
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for  many  years  to  come,  owing  to  the  work  now  being  done  in. 
clearing  out  the  ancient  water  course  through  it ;  this  work  hav- 
ing been  undertaken  by  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Co.,  the 
Washburn  Iron  Company  and  other  parties  who  had  allowed  it 
to  become  so  filled  up  as  to  obstruct  the  natural  drainage  of  that 
section.  This  work  is  being  done  by  order  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  and  wholly  without  expense  to  the  city. 

The  next  important  project  in  this  department  will  be  the  sew- 
erage of  the  Lincoln  Brook  district,  so-called,  which  embraces 
quite  a  large  portion  of  the  western  part  of  the  city  that  now 
has  no  sewerage.  Most  of  the  estates  in  this  section  drain  into 
Lincoln  Brook,  which  is  fast  becoming  a  nuisance.  A  large 
amount  of  work  has  been  done  the  past  year  in  this  department, 
and  you  will  undoubtedly  be  asked  to  do  much  this  year;  but 
petitioners  should  remember  that  the  larger  part  of  the  expense 
of  building  sewers  must  be  paid  for  by  themselves. 

WATER. 

The  supply  of  water  during  the  past  year  has  been  adequate 
to  the  demand,  notwithstanding  the  severe  drought  which  has 
prevailed.  This  gratifying  result  is  due  largely  to  the  prevention 
of  waste  by  metre  measurement.  During  the  past  year  333 
meters  have  been  added  to  the  works,  making  a  total  of  3,791 
now  in  use.  Their  general  adoption  should  be  urged  upon  con- 
sumers, as  it  will  undoubtedly  prove  mutually  advantageous  to 
the  city  and  the  water-takers. 

While  there  seems  to  be  no  occasion  for  immediate  alarm  as 
to  the  sufficiency  of  the  present  supply  of  water,  it  is  obvious  to 
every  one  who  has  given  the  subject  any  attention,  that,  as  the 
city  grows,  we  must  have  an  additional  water  supply  at  no  very 
distant  day.  The  government  of  last  year,  being  impressed  v/ith 
the  importance  of  the  subject,  more  particularly,  perhaps,  on 
account  of  the  general  drouth,  and  the  uneasiness  caused 
thereby,  late  in  the  fall  turned  its  attention  to  the  matter  of  a 
further  supply,  and  commenced  some  investigations  which  have 
not  as  yet  gone  far  enough  to  result  in  any  information  that 
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would  be  of  especial  interest  at  the  present  time.  I  would  rec- 
ommend, however,  that  you  push  these  investigations  early  in 
the  year,  and  endeavor  to  find  some  feasible  plan  for  supplying 
the  city  with  additional  water,  so  as  to  be  well  prepared,  when 
the  time  comes  for  action,  to  act  promptly  and  wisely. 

The  sum  appropriated  last  year  for  aqueduct  construction  was 
$27,000,  and  the  revenue  for  materials  sold,  and  for  labor,  $12,- 
671.56,  making  a  total  of  $39,671.56.  This  sum  was  all  ex- 
pended upon  the  work,  except  a  balance  left  over  of  $46.21. 
The  larger  part  of  it  was  spent  in  extending  street  mains  as 
follows :  — 

A  12-inch  iron  pipe  from  Cambridge  street  to  the  Quinsiga- 
mond  Iron  Works,  and  from  thence  a  6-inch  iron  pipe  through 
the  village  to  Greenwood  street,  at  a  cost  of  $13,677.33 ;  in 
Shrewsbury  street  1045  feet  of  cement  pipe,  costing  $4,244.63  ;  in 
Lincoln  street  1812  feet  of  8-inch  iron  pipe,  at  a  cost  of  $2,826.45  ; 
in  Gushing  and  Paine  streets  680  feet  of  6-inch  iron  pipe,  cost- 
ing $960.66  ;  on  Messinger  Hill  1079  feet  of  6-inch  and  435 
feet  of  4  inch  iron  pipe,  at  a  cost  of  $1,510.12;  in  Southgate 
street  614  feet  of  6-inch  iron  pipe,  costing  $683.60 ;  and  in 
Seymour  street  426  feet  of  4-inch  iron  pipe,  costing  $475.66 ; 
making  a  total  of  $24,378.45.  The  benefits  resulting  to  many 
oi  our  citizens  from  this  outlay  will  be  great,  and  a  fair  revenue 
will  come  to  the  city  from  the  additional  water  rates.  Indeed  no 
expenditure  or  investment  of  this  kind  fails  to  yield  a  reasona- 
ble return.  The  balance  of  the*  above  named  sum  was  judi- 
ciously expended  in  relaying  street  mains  and  putting  in  service 
pipe,  hydrants,  ga^.es,  stop  boxes,  etc.  The  aqueduct  is  in  good 
condition,  and  the  water  is  of  excellent  quality.  The  revenue 
from  water  rates,  and  metered  water  last  year,  was  $84,326.10  ; 
an  increase  of  $7,323.59  over  the  previous.  The  number  of 
gallons  of  metered  water  sold  was  328,572,351,  the  amount 
charged  therefor  being  $66,122.56.  The  amount  assessed  for 
annual  rates  was  $18,203.54,  For  more  detailed  information  I 
refer  you  to  the  annual  reports  of  the  officers  of  this  depart- 
ment, who  have  acquired  such  experience  and  skill  in  its  man- 
agement as  to  make  their  services  invaluable  to  the  city.  The

quantity  of  water  in  the  reservoirs  January  1st  was  estimated  to 
be  171,348,608  gallons,  or  about  30  days'  supply. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  fire  department  has  proved  itself  equal  to  every  emer- 
gency which  has  arisen  during  the  past  year,  and  has  maintained 
its  previous  high  reputation.  It  is  now  thoroughly  equipped 
with  every  modern  convenience.  In  past  years  it  has  received 
the  most  generous  support  from  the  City  Council ;  and  that 
support  should  be  continued  during  the  year  to  come.  I 
think,  however,  that  the  expenses  of  this  department  need  not 
be  increased,  and  that  it  may  be  possible  to  diminish  them  some- 
what without  detriment  to  its  efficiency.  The  new  ordinances 
provide  for  some  changes  in  the  method  of  its  organization, 
and  in  its  general  management,  which  it  is  believed  will  prove 
advantageous  to  all  concerned. 

The  number  of  fire  alarms,  of  all  kinds,  during  the  year,  was 
103;  bell  alarms,  29;  still  alarms,  53;  telephone  alarm.s,  21. 
There  have  been  four  fires  only,  during  the  past  year,  where  the 
respective  losses  were  over  $1,000  each.  The  estimated  total 
loss  by  fire  during  that  time  was  $35,831,  and  the  amount  of 
insurance  was  $456,854.  .  There  are  sixteen  horses  and  twelve 
permanent  men  connected  with  the  department,  who  are  kept 
constantly  on  duty,  so  as  to  be  able  to  instantly  respond  to 
alarms.  I  know  of  no  reason  why  some  of  these  men  and 
horses  could  not  be  detailed,  if  the  necessary  water  carts  were 
furnished,  to  do  duty  in  sprinkling  some  of  the  principal  streets 
and  squares  during  the  dusty  season,  and  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  they  be  so  employed. 

The  appropriation  for  the  fire  department  last  year  was  $40,- 
000,  the  revenue  $1,422.29,  and  the  amount  expended  $38,- 
893.95,  leaving  a  balance  of  $2,528.34  for  the  sinking  funds. 

POLICE. 

The  regular  police  force  last  year  consisted  of  a  chief  mar- 
shal, two  assistant  marshals,  one  captain  of  the  night  police  and 
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56  patrolmen.  A  special  officer  was  appointed  for  duty  at  the 
lake  during  the  summer  months,  and  extra  police  have  been  em- 
ployed as  needed  on  special  occasions  during  the. year,  and  paid 
for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  this  department.  Numerous, 
special  officers  have  been  appointed  to  do  duty  at  times  in  par- 
ticulai  localities,  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  marshal,, 
and  have  served  without  pay. 

The  city  has  been  singubrly  fortunate  the  past  year  in  its. 
freedom  from  large  fires,  burglaries,  robberies,  etc.  Notwith- 
standing the  unusual  influx  of  people  into  the  city  on  occasion 
of  the  New  England  fair  and  other  large  gatherings,  no  outbreak 
or  serious  disturbance  has  occurred,  and  our  citizens  generally 
have  had  reason  to  feel  great  security  in  their  persons,  property, 
and  homes.  The  conduct  of  the  members  of  the  force  has  been 
generally  commendable.  They  have  been  impressed  with  the 
necessity  of  discipline  and  obedience  to  orders,  in  order  to  pro- 
mote efficiency  and  harmony,  and  also  with  the  certainty  that 
the  tenure  of  their  office  would  depend  wholly  upon  the  faithful 
performance  of  duty,  and  loyalty  to  the  department,  and  not  at 
all  upon  politic£.l  service.  One  member  only  was  discharged 
for  cause,  during  the  year,  and  three  resigned,  one  of  whom  was, 
reappointed ;  and  there  was  one  death,  that  of  Mr.  Jaalam 
Gates,  an  old  and  highly  esteemed  officer.  Experience  confirms 
me  in  the  opinion,  expressed  a  year  ago,  that  appointments  in 
this  department  should  be  made  by  a  commission  and  continue 
during  good  behavior.  I  shall  recommend,  therefore,  only  such 
changes  in  the  force  as  seem  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  prin- 
ciples above  indicated. 

The  accommodation  for  this  department  of  the  city's  service, 
in  the  basement  of  the  city  hall,  have,  for  a  long  time,  been 
cramped,  inconvenient,  and  unhealthy,  and  in  every  way  unsuita- 
ble for  the  efficient  transaction  of  its  business.  I  would,  therefore^, 
recommend  that  you  consider  the  expediency  of  providing  other- 
quarters  for  the  police  department  during  the  present  year. 
What  is  needed  is  a  central  building  sufliciently  large  to  accom- 
modate the  larger  half  of  the  force,  and  also  the  police  court; 
and  two  out-stations,  each  large  enough  to  accommodate  10  ta 
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12  officers,  with  the  necessary  lock-ups, — one  to  be  situated  at 
the  north  end  of  the  city  and  the  other  at  the  south  end, — and 
each  to  be  in  charge  of  a  sergeant  of  poHce. 

LIGHTING  STREETS. 

The  expenditures  of  this  department  last  year  were  $28,-- 
786.91.  There  have  been  58  gasoline  and  4  gzs  lights  added 
to  the  system  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  814  gasoline 
and  694  gas  lamps  now  in  use.  The  property  owned  by  this 
department  is  valued  at  $781.24. 

A  new  contract  has  recently  been  made  with  the  gas  company 
which  will  prove  advantageous  both  to  the  city  and  the  citizens ; 
that  company  having  volunteered  to  make  a  large  reduction  in 
the  price  of  gas,  in  the  expectation  that  a  larger  amount  will  be 
called  for.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  already  many  of  our  mer- 
chants and  manufacturers  are  exchanging  the  poorer  and  more 
dangerous  lights  for  gas.  Many  complaints  have  been  made  by 
our  citizens  on  account  of  the  early  hour  at  which  the  street 
lights  are  extinguished,  leaving  the  streets  dark  and  dangerous 
for  travel.  I  would  recommend  that  the  streets  be  hereafter 
lighted  from  dark  to  daylight,  both  as  a  safeguard  against  acci- 
dents, and  in  the  interest  of  a  more  perfect  police  protection. 
With  the  present  facilities  of  the  gas  company  twice  as  much 
gas  as  is  now  used  can  be  furnished  for  a  comparatively  small 
additional  expense ;  and  therefore  the  way  to  have  cheap  gas 
is  to  use  more  of  it.  It  is  a  convenience  and  a  luxury  which 
should  be  within  the  reach  of  all.  It  makes  cur  city  appear 
more  attractive,  and  it  lightens  and  cheers  the  hearts  of  our  peo- 
ple during  the  sombre  hours  of  night. 

PUBLIC  GROUNDS  AND  SHADE  TREES. 

The  commissioners  of  public  grounds  and  shade  trees  have, 
for  a  number  of  years  past,  received  substantial  encouragement 
from  the  City  Council.    The  money  expended  in  making  the 
parks  attractive,  and  in  planting  shade  trees  upon  the  avenues 
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and  public  streets,  is  a  wise  and  judicious  investment.  Nothing 
adds  so  much  to  the  pleasure  of  the  people  as  these  open 
grounds,  and  the  beautiful  shade  trees,  with  which  our  city- 
abounds.  In  this  connection  I  cannot  but  commend  the  unself- 
ish and  painstaking  labor  of  the  chairman  of  the  commission, 
who,  for  years  past,  has  devoted  a  large  part  of  his  time  to  the 
interests  of  this  department,  with  no  hope  of  reward,  save  that 
which  comes  to  a  public  spirited  man  in  doing  his  best  to  con- 
tribute to  the  happiness  and  pleasure  of  others.  Such  a  course 
contrasts  favorably  with  that  of  a  man  who  only  seeks  to  hoard 
up  his  money  and  to  gratify  his  own  selfish  desires,  continuing, 
from  year  to  year,  to  complain  because  money  is  wasted  in  fool- 
ish ornamentation,  and  because  his  taxes  are  thereby  made 
higher  than  he  can  bear. 

CLAIMS  AGAINST  THE  CITY. 

The  city  solicitor  informs  me  that  there  are  still  pending  in  the 
supreme  judicial  court  several  suits  against  the  city  for  claims 
growing  out  of  the  Lynde  Brook  reservoir  disaster ;  also  the 
petition  of  Rice,  Barton  &  Fales  Machine  Co.,  for  a  writ  of 
mandamus,  requiring  the  city  to  re-construct  the  railroad  tracks 
in  the  Foster  street  extension  ;  and,  in  the  supreme  court,  twenty- 
two  suits  against  the  city  for  claims  growing  out  of  the  construc- 
tion of  Foster  street  and  Quinsigamond  avenue,  and  for  alleged 
damage  for  personal  injury  on  account  of  a  defective  highway. 

THE  NEW  ORDINANCES. 

You  will  find  upon  your  desk,  this  morning,  handsomely 
bound  copies  of  the  new  ordinances,  which  have  been  undergo- 
ing revision  for  the  past  two  years.  The  committee  having  this 
matter  in  charge,  has  labored  long  and  faithfully  to  accomplish 
this  difficult  task,  and  has  been  often  heard  to  exclaim :  Oh ! 
that  mine  enemy  had  a  book  to  write."  The  city  solicitor  and 
the  city  clerk  are  entitled  to  great  credit  for  much  labor  and 
valuable  assistance  in  their  preparation. 
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BOARD    OF  HEALTH. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  received  substantial  support  and 
encouragement  from  the  City  Council  during  the  past  year.  The 
city  auditor  was  appointed  to  the  board  early  in  the  year,  and 
-consented  to  serve,  refusing  extra  compensation  therefor.  The 
board  is  now  well  organized,  and  is  provided  with  an  office, 
books  of  entry  and  record,  and  all  the  appurtenances  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  its  work  systematically  and  in  an  efficient 
manner.  It  has  proceeded  in  its  work  with  such  caution  and 
discretion,  and  has  accomplished  so  much  good,  as  to  already 
commend  itself  to  public  favor.  Their  report  shows  that  550 
complaints  for  various  causes  have  been  received  by  them  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  that  they  have  required  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants of  25  estates  to  connect  them  with  the  public  sewers. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  last  year  was  $2,000, 
and  a  further  sum  of  $800  was  transferred  from  liquor  licenses.

THE  PUBLIC  CHARITIES. 

An  addition  was  made  to  the  alms-house,  last  year,  of  a  brick 
building,  61  feet  long,  31  feet  wide,  and  three  stories  high,  the 
same  being  located  in  the  rear,  and  at  a  right  angle  with  the  main 
central  building  adjoining  the  same.    It  was  constructed  in  a 
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plain  but  substantial  manner,  and  in  a  style  corresponding  with 
that  of  the  main  building.  As  completed,  it  contains  18  rooms 
for  the  occupation  of  the  inmates,  two  dining  rooms,  with  bath 
rooms  and  other  conveniences,  and  also  a  much  needed  extension 
of  the  kitchen  and  laundry,  together  with  a  cellar  under  the 
whole  structure.  It  cost  $8,200,  exclusive  of  heating  facilities. 
The  board  of  overseers  recommend  that  the  whole  establishment 
be  heated  by  steam,  and  will  call  your  attention  to  this  matter  in 
their  annual  report.

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It  will  be  seen  by  the  above  statement  that  the  net  expenses  of 
this  department  last  year  were  $25,337.95,  and  that  the  farming- 
department  is  not  especially  profitable.  Some  portions  of  the 
outlying  sprout  and  pasture  land  belonging  to  the  farm  have 
been  sold  off  during  the  year.  I  would  suggest  the  propriety 
of  selling  off  all  of  the  farm  land  that  cannot  be  cultivated  to 
advantage. 

The  largest  number  of  inmates  in  the  alms-house  at  any  one 
time  during  the  year  was  sixty-eight,  and  the  smallest  was  fifty- 
seven,  the  average  being  sixty-three.  The  number  of  insane 
persons  belonging  to  the  city,  and  provided  for  during  the  year 
at  the  several  insane  hospitals,  was  forty-one,  the  cost  of  their 
support  being  $6,677.87.  I  doubt  the  expediency  of  removing 
these  persons,  or  at  all  events  any  considerable  number  of  them^ 
to  the  alms-house.  They  can  be  taken  better  care  of  where 
they  now  are,  and  probably  at  not  much  greater  expense.  The 
policy  of  building  up  a  mammoth  alms-house,  furnished  with 
attractive  conveniences,  and  intended  to  accommodate  all  kinds 
of  paupers,  in  anticipation  of  its  being  filled  up,  is  liable  to  work 
evil  to  society. 

There  is  no  truth  better  established  than  this,  that  to  relieve 
poverty  tends  to  increase  it,  by  encouraging  improvidence ;  and 
it  is  also  true  that  pauperism,  like  disease,  is,  in  many  instances, 
both  contagious  and  hereditary.  The  problem  as  to  what  is  the 
best  method  of  bestowing  both  public  and  private  charity,  is 
one  which  remains  to  be  solved,  and  certainly  is  one  that  is  wor- 
thy of  the  careful  study  of  every  philanthropist  and  public 
spirited  citizen.  Aside  from  this,  however,  the  fact  remains  that 
the  natural  feelings  of  sympathy  will  always  prevail,  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent,  and  will,  in  some  cases,  operate  with  such  force  as 
to  inflict  evil  on  the  general  interests  of  society.  To  draw  the 
line,  and  to  determine  what  is  real  charity  in  all  cases  presented 
for  official  consideration,  is  a  difficult  and  delicate  duty.  I  bear 
cheerful  testimony  to  the  faithful  services  rendered  by  our  board 
of  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  its  experienced  and  efficient  clerk, 
in  that  behalf. 
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CITY  HOSPITAL. 

The  trustees  of  the  city  hospital,  in  their  tenth  annual  report, 
state  that  the  number  of  patients  cared  for,  during  the  past  year, 
and  the  general  work  of  this  institution,  have  been  quite  up  to 
the  average  of  previous  years,  and  that  as  much  has  been  done 
as  could  readily  be  attended  to  in  its  present  quarters.  This 
important  charity  was  founded  by  the  city,  nearly  ten  years  ago, 
under  authority  of  the  legislature,  to  care  for  only  a  certain  class 
of  cases,  and  it  has  been  supported  mainly  by  its  bounty  up  to 
the  present  time.  Its  facilities  have  always  been  temporary,  and 
its  history  largely  experimental.  Its  usefulness  and  its  necessity 
having  become  well  established,  it  has  already  attracted  the  at- 
tention of  quite  a  number  of  our  benevolent  and  public  spirited 
citizens,  who  have,  from  time  to  time,  come  to  its  aid  in  the  most 
substantial  manner.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  insti- 
tution is  in  no  sense  designed  as  a  home  for  the  hopeless  pauper, 
or  for  the  victim  of  vice  and  intemperance,  but  rather  a  place 
where  the  sick,  and  those  disabled  by  accident,  can  temporarily 
resort  for  care  and  treatment.  While  its  benefits  are  intended 
to  be  free  to  those  persons  of  industrious  habits,  who  require, 
that  care  and  attention  for  which  they  are  unable  to  pay,  yet,, 
when  those  aided  are  able  to  pay,  there  is  no  reason  why  a  just 
and  proper  amount  should  not  be  charged  them,  thus  contribu- 
ting toward  its  expenses.  Many  prefer  to  do  this  so  as  to  avoid 
the  feeling  that  they  are  objects  of  charity.  This  sentiment  of 
independence  is  strong  among  that  class  which  the  hospital  is 
designed  to  benefit,  and  it  is  one  which,  as  one  of  the  great  barriers, 
to  pauperism,  cannot  be  too  highly  commended  and  encouraged.. 

The  city  council  of  last  year,  early  in  the  year,  decided,  with 
great  unanimity,  to  erect  permanent  hospital  buildings,  upon  the 
site  on  Prince  street,  donated  by  the  late  George  Jaques,  for 
the  purpose,  and  to  carry  out  the  other  obligations  contained  in 
his  deed  of  gift.  The  matter  of  procuring  plans  and  estimates 
was  put  into  the  hands  of  the  committee  on  public  buildings, 
and,  about  the  first  of  April,  after  ample  time  and  opportunity 
for  criticism  had  been  given  to  the  physicians  and  the  public, 
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plans  were  adopted  by  the  city  government  and  by  the  trustees 
of  the  hospital.  The  estimated  expense  of  erecting  the  build- 
jngs,  in  accordance  with  these  plans,  was  $45,000,  and  that  sum 
was  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  The  work  was  immediately 
commenced  under  the  direction  of  the  same  committee,  and  has 
advanced  rapidly. 

The  central,  or  administration  building,  and  two  wards,  are 
now  enclosed,  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy,  probably  by  the 
first  of  July,  and,  when  completed,  will  accommodate  about  fifty 
patients.  In  excavating  for  the  foundation  very  little  rock  was 
found,  and  the  soil  proved  gravelly  and  of  an  absorbent  nature- 
The  facilities  for  drainage  will  be  excellent.  The  site  is  elevated, 
and  commands  one  of  the  finest  views  in  the  city.  The  new 
street,  to  be  constructed,  fifty  feet  wide,  through  the  Jaques 
homestead,  will  make  an  easy  and  direct  route  to  the  hospital 
from  the  central  parts  of  the  city.  There  was  a  general  feeling 
of  relief  on  the  part  of  many  of  our  citizens  when  the  vexed 
question  of  the  location  of  the  hospital  was  finally  settled,  and 
some,  who  had  doubts  as  to  the  expediency  of  building  on  this 
lot,  are  now  happily  disappointed,  and  begin  to  realize  the  wisdom 
of  the  choice. 

Our  citizens  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  prospect  of  hav- 
ing this  benevolent  and  useful  institution  permanently  located, 
and  supplied  with  modern  facilities  for  carrying  on  its  work,  and, 
also,  for  already  having  a  substantial  financial  foundation  for  its 
support.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
the  tax  payers  will  be  relieved  from  further  expenditures  on  its 
account,  by  the  generous  contributions  of  our  citizens. 

The  late  Joseph  A.  Tenney,  among  many  other  acts  of  benev- 
olence, bequeathed  to  the  hospital  the  sum  of  $5,000,  which  I  am 
informed  by  his  executors  will  probably  be  paid  over  to  the 
commissioners  sometime  during  the  present  year. 

Memorial  tablets  of  marble  should  be  placed  in  the  hall  of 
the  new  central  building,  whereon  should  be  inscribed  the  names 
of  those  who  have  contributed,  and  who  may  hereafter  contribute 
to  the  support  of  this  noble  charity,  to  the  end  that  they  may  be 
embalmed  in  the  memory  of  mcfi  long  after  their  bodies  shall 
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liave  mingled  with  their  mother  earth,  and  also  as  a  reminder 
"that  they  were  men  fit  to  enjoy  the  higher  life,  prepared  for 
them  by  the  same  wise  Creator,  who  metes  to  us  all,  only  what 
"we  deserve,  both  here  and  hereafter. 

The  report  of  the  trustees  contains  detailed  statements  of  the 
•doings  of  the  hospital,  during  the  past  year,  and  much  other 
Valuable  information  to  which  I  would  call  your  attention. 

I  think  I  may  be  allowed  to  say  that  the  commission,  having 
in  charge  the  Jaques  funds  and  other  funds  belonging  to  the 
t:ity  hospital,  have  been  faithful  and  unwearied  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duty.  When  the  large  landed  property,  left  by 
Mr.  Jaques,  came  into  the  hands  of  the  commissioners,  it  was 
yielding  but  a  small  amount  of  income,  yearly.  It  required  good 
judgment  and  experience  in  real  estate  values  to  dispose  of  it 
at  the  right  times,  and  to  the  best  advantage,  and  to  so  invest 
the  proceeds  thereof  that  a  larger  income  might  be  available  for 
the  support  of  the  hospital,  in  accordance  with  the  design  of  its 
benefactor.  Quite  large  sales  of  this  real  estate  have  been 
made,  during  the  past  three  years,  and,  in  consequence  thereof, 
the  fund  has  been  increased  more  than  thirty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars during  that  time.  The  credit  of  a  very  large  share  of  this 
success  is  due  to  my  excellent  associates  upon  the  commission. 
They  could  hardly  have  manifested  more  interest  in  this  important 
trust,'or  managed  it  more  efficiently,  if  the  property  had  been  their 
own.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  commission  to  dispose  of  the  balance 
of  this  great  estate,  —  the  most  valuable  part  of  which  remains  yet 
unsold,: — as  soon  as  the  lots  are  in  good  demand  ;  and,  when  sold, 
to  carefully  invest  the  proceeds  thereof,  so  as  to  add  largely  to  the 
current  income,  to  the  end  that  the  hospital  may  be  immediately 
benefitted  thereby. 

HOPE  CEMETERY. 

The  commissioners  of  Hope  Cemetery  asked  for  and  received 
from  the  City  Council,  last  year,  a  contribution  of  $500,  for  the 
purpose  of  grading  the  plot  of  land  set  apart  by  them  for  the 
interment  of  the  remains  which  had  been  removed  from  the 
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Mechanic  street  burial  ground.  A  visit  to  the  spot  selected  for 
this  purpose  will  convince  any  one  that  the  money  was  well  and 
judiciously  spent.  This  attractive  little  knoll  will  be  a  perpetual 
source  of  comfort  to  those  who  shall  hereafter  visit  the  grounds 
containing  the  remains  of  their  ancestors.  Another  contribu- 
tion should  be  made  to  improve  the  spot  where  lie  the  remains 
of  those  who  were  formerly  buried  in  the  old  pine  meadow 
grounds. 

The  question  of  purchasing  more  land  adjoining  this  cemetery 
in  the  rear,  while  it  can  be  had  for  a  small  outlay,  will  probably 
be  brought  to  your  attention  by  the  commissioners.  This  already^ 
beautiful  cemetery  is  being  improved,  year  by  year,  under  the 
faithful  management  of  its  able  board  of  commissioners,  every 
member  of  which  should  be  retained  in  office  so  long  as  he  ia 
willing  to  serve. 

PUBLIC  LANDS. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  city  is  in 
possession  of  quite  a  large  number  of  lots  of  unoccupied  land 
for  which  it  has  no  immediate  use.  As  a  matter  of  expediency, 
and  in  an  economical  point  of  view,  I  would  advise  that  all  of 
this  land  be  put  upon  the  market  and  sold  during  the  present 
year ;  the  proceeds  thereof,  as  provided  by  city  ordinance,  to  be 
added  to  the  general  sinking  fund.  I  would  also  recommend 
that  a  part,  at  least,  of  the  unoccupied  land  belonging  to  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Co.,  situated  between  Mechanic  and 
Foster  streets,  be  purchased  by  the  city,  provided  it  can  be  had 
at  a  reasonable  price.  A  part  of  this  land  could  be  profitably 
used  at  once  as  a  site  for  a  central  police  station,  and,  in  connec- 
tion with  it,  a  general  market  place,  where  farmers  and  others 
could  be  furnished  with  convenient  stands  for  wood,  hay,  and 
other  commodities  brought  by  them  to  the  city  for  sale.  This 
lot  of  land  is  central,  and  will  be  needed,  in  the  near  future,  for 
public  purposes.  It  may  be  necessary  to  apply  to  the  legisla- 
ture for  authority  to  make  this  purchase,  and,  if  so,  I  recommend 
that  application  be  made  at  an  early  day. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  permit  me  to  add,  that  it  has  been  my  purpose 
to  state  to  you,  at  this  time,  in  as  brief  and  concise  a  manner  as 
possible,  the  present  condition  of  our  municipal  affairs,  and  to 
indicate  to  you  some  of  the  more  important  business  that  will 
engage  your  attention  during  the  year  that  is  before  us.  I  have 
a  right  to  expect  your  hearty  co-operation  in  every  earnest  effort 
made  by  me  to  carry  into  successful  operation  whatever  may 
conduce  to  the  public  welfare.  With  the  aid  and  support  of  so 
large  and  intelligent  a  body  of  representative  men,  I  shall  pro- 
ceed to  the  performance  of  my  duty  with  courage  and  indepen- 
dence, and  with  a  firm  and  determined  purpose,  that,  so  far  as 
my  personal  influence  is  concerned,  no  public  enterprise  shall 
languish,  no  individual  right  shall  be  invaded,  and  no  harm  shall 
come  to  the  fair  fame  of  our  beloved  city,  during  the  year  that 
her  interests  are  entrusted  to  our  keeping. 

Many  things  conspire  to  make  the  future  of  our  beautiful 
inland  city  of  sixty  thousand  people  bright  and  prosperous. 
Let  us  rejoice  that  we  are  surrounded  by  a  cultivated  and  intel- 
ligent constituency,  and  that  our  lines  are  fallen  in  pleasant 
places ;  and,  in  so  doing,  let  us  strive  to  merit  the  honor  which, 
has  been  conferred  upon  us  by  a  confiding  people.

The  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Finance,  having  examined 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and  the  securities 
in  his  custody  belonging  to  the  city,  trust  funds  excepted,  beg 
leave  to  report : 

That  they  find  that  his  books  are  carefully  a;nd  correctly  kept, 
and  that  the  securities  are  properly  accounted  for. 

They  further  report,  that  it  appears  from  the 
books  of  the  Treasurer  that  his  cash  receipts, 
from  all  sources,  for  the  financial  year  end- 
ing Nov.  30,  1880,  were  $1,663,078  28 

To  which  add  cash  on  hand  Nov.  30,  1879,  139,207  57 


Making  a  total  of  $1,802,285  85 

And  that  his  cash  payments  were  1,618,494  09 


Leaving  a  balance,  Nov.  30,  1880,  of  $183,791  76 

Which  they  have  verified  by  actual  count,  and  by  an  examina- 
tion of  the  several  bank  balances  standing  to  the  credit  of  the 
city. 

They  further  report  that,  by  request  of  the  City  Treasurer, 
who  is  also  the  treasurer  of  the  city  sinking  funds,  a  simulta- 
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neous  examination  of  his  books  and  accounts,  pertaining  to 
those  funds,  was  made  by  the  commissioners,  Messrs.  Wood- 
ward, Davis  and  Bullock,  who  certify  to  this  committee  that  the 
several  investments  and  cash  balances  belonging  to  the  sinking 
funds,  on  the  30th  of  November,  1880,  amounted,  in  all,  to 
$181,367.27,  and  that  the  same  were  properly  accounted  for  by 
the  Treasurer.

The  CoMiMissiON  of  Public  Grounds,  as  required  by  the 
Twenty-first  Section  of  the  Municipal  Charter,  submit  a 
**  Report  of  their  acts  and  doings,  of  the  condition  of  the  Pub- 
lic Grounds  and  Shade  Trees  thereon  and  on  said  Streets  and 
Highways,  and  an  account  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures  for 
the  same,"  during  the  official  year  which  terminated  v/ith  the 
thirtieth  day  of  November,  A.  D.,  1880.

The  Common, — that  most  ancient  of  our  Public  GrotindSy 
has  been  maintained  in  its  usual  condition.  Until  Police-Officers 
can  be  detailed  to  the  especial  duty,  it  will  be  hopeless  to  ex- 
pect that  encroachment  upon  the  grass  lawns  can  be  prevented. 
That  encroachment  is  wanton,  as  any  one  can  see  for  himself, 
by  watching  the  devious  course  of  those  who  ordinarily  prac- 
tice it.  There  are  foot-paths  enough ;  and  a  vast  majority  of 
our  population  confine  themselves  therein,  in  their  daily  walks. 
Doing  so, — they  rely  upon  the  Police  to  constrain  others,  too 
perverse  or  mulish  to  go  aright,  in  the  way  that  they  should  go. 
The  decent  and  orderly,  who  love  neatness  and  beauty,  constit- 
uting as  they  do  the  bulk  of  the  comjiiunity,  have  a  right  to 
feel  aggrieved  when  the  mischievous,  or  reckless,  are  suffered  to 
disfigure  what  would  otherwise  be  a  tasteful  landscape.  A 
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lawn,  with  its  edges  frayed  and  ragged ;  whose  corners  and 
angles  are  worn  off  by  the  continual  trespass  of  the  heedless 
or  impatient ;  must  sooner  or  later  become  an  offence.  The 
Commission  of  Public  Grounds  renew  their  appeal  to  the 
public,  heretofore  often  urged,  to  insist  that  due  restraint  shall 
be  put  upon  those  who  constantly  mar  the  work  of  improve- 
ment ;  and  who,  if  left  unchecked,  will  speedily  reduce  the 
Common  to  its  former  condition,  when  its  very  mention  was  a 
by-word  and  a  reproach. 

Early  in  the  official  year,  petitions,  respectably  and  fully 
signed,  were  addressed  to  the  Hono7'able  Council,  asking  for 
Brick  or  Plank  Walks  along  and  across  the  COMMON.  These 
Were  referred  to  the  Highway  Committee,  by  which  they  were 
reported  back,  in  due  course,  with  the  recommendation  of  their 
reference  to  this  COMMISSION.  The  matter,  which  had  already 
occasioned  much  thought,  required  time  for  full  reflection,  now 
that  a  decision  was  invited.  After  the  COMMISSION  had  ma- 
tured their  judgment,  it  was  at  once  communicated  to  the 
Honorable  Council  As  the  consequent  construction  of  a  Brick 
Walk,  upon  the  North  front  of  the  Common,  became  a  theme 
for  grumbling,  at  the  last  Municipal  Election,  among  a  few 
chronic  malignants ;  and  because  this  COMMISSION  elect  to 
assume  the  entire  responsibility  that  may  properly  attach  to 
them ;  the  note  conveying  their  conclusion  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted for  wider  intelligence,  and  incorporated  in  this  Report:  — 

Commission  of  Public  Grounds, 

To  the  Honorable  City  Council, 

The  Commission  of  Public  Grounds,  to  whom  were  re- 
ferred the  Petitions  of  H.  G.  Taft,  et  als.,  for  a  sidewalk  upon 
the  North  side  of  the  COMMON  *  suitable  for  use  the  entire  year,' 
would  respectfully  report  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  request  is 
reasonable ;  asking  nothing  more  than  is  proper  under  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  case.  Thus  viewed, — the  COMMISSION  take  no 
exception  to  the  fact  that  the  Petitions  were  not  addressed  to 
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themselves,  as  in  strict  right  they  should  have  been.  The  Peti- 
tions state  that,  for  '  five '  [5]  months  of  the  year,  that  '  side- 
walk is  almost  impassable.'  Nothing  is  gained  by  exaggeration. 
The  last  winter  was  of  unusual  mildness,  so  that  the  frosts  of 
night  were  followed  by  the  thaws  of  noonday.  Ordinarily,  the 
ground,  once  frozen,  would  stay  so  ;  and  when  frozen,  the  Peti- 
tioners would  not,  in  all  likelihood,  claim  that  a  Brick,  or  Plank,. 
Walk  might  be  harder  or  better. 

Nevertheless  the  prayer  of  the  petition  is  reasonable ;  for 
what  has  been  may  recur,  and  no  orfe  can  predict  the  character 
of  the  seasons.  The  Petitioners  form  but  a  small  portion  of 
that  large  and  increasing  population  that  pass  to  and  from  the 
Union  Passenger  Station.  Were  it  merely  for  the  accommoda-  . 
tion  of  strangers,  it  would  be  a  sound  policy  to  supply  the  best 
facilities  for  access  to  our  marts  of  industry  and  merchandise. 
The  Commission  believe  that  the  Honoj-able  Council  will  yet  re- 
view their  action  of  former  years,  in  contracting  the  side-walk^ 
upon  the  North  side  of  Front  Street,  to  such  a  narrow  extreme. 
It  never  can  be  inopportune,  nor  too  late,  to  repair  the  error  of 
a  "  haste  that  made  waste,"  alike  of  the  shade-trees  of  the  city 
and  of  the  customary  ways  of  its  people.  That  side  will  ever 
be  warmer  in  winter,  and  of  course,  simply  from  that  fact,  can 
be  far  cheaper  and  easier  relieved  from  ice  and  snow.  Still,, 
that  is  no  reason  why  there  should  not  be  a  good  side-walk 
upon  the  Common.  And  such  a  walk  the  Commission  cannot 
promise  to  maintain,  no  matter  what  the  season,  by  the  mere 
use  of  gravel  or  sand,  as  heretofore. 

An  estimate,  from  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer,  puts  the  cost 
of  a  Brick  side-walk,  upon  the  North  side  of  the  Common,  at 
Five  Hundred  and  Seventy-six  Dollars,  [$576.00]  ;  of  Plank, 
at  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty-nine  Dollars,  [$259.00.]  A  walk  of 
Plank,  it  is  always  understood,  would  be  in  use  during  the  in- 
clement season,  to  be  carted,  put  down,  taken  up,  and  stored 
away,  involving  the  cost  and  trouble  of  cartage  with  occasional 
refitting  and  repair. 

As  granting  the  prayer  of  the  Petitions  will  necessitate  an 
appropriation  of  money,  the  whole  matter  is  returned  to  the 
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Honorable  Council  that  it  may  decide  whether  to  make  such 
appropriation,  or  not.  It  has  been  suggested  that  a  portion 
of  the  sum  derived  from  Hcensing  the  sale  of  liquors,  might  be 
thus  applied.  Perhaps  no  better  use  could  be  made  of  that 
money  than  with  it  to  stay  the  steps  of  the  unwary. 

The  Commission  have  also  considered  the  Petition  of  Baker 
^&  Ellis,  et  als.y  for  a  Plank-walk  over  the  Path  across  the 
'Common,  from  Salem  Square  to  the  City  Hall ;  and  find,  from 
figures  furnished  by  the  City  Engineer,  that  the  cost  of  such 
a  Walk  would  be  Two  Hundred  and  Ninety-Three  Dollars, 
[$293.00].  And  it  is  added,  for  the  information  of  the  Honor- 
,able  Council,  that  the  expense  of  a  Brick  Walk,  between  the 
^ame  points,  is  computed  at  Six  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars, 
[$650.00.]  The  Commission  hold  similar  opinions,  in  each  of 
these  cases,  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  requests.  But,  while 
.they  would  do,  or  say,  nothing  to  hinder  the  Honorable  Council 
from  appropriating  the  sums  needful  for  the  construction  of 
either,  or  both,  of  these  Side-Walks ;  they  do  not  refrain  from 
expressing  their  conviction  that  they  can  put,  and  keep,  the 
walk  across  the  Common  in  satisfactory  condition,  for  yet 
.another  year,  with  the  material  already  in  hand  and  designed  for 
that  purpose. 

The  Petitions  and  accompanying  papers,  in  each  of  the  cases, 
.are  herewith  returned.

In  all  work  upon  the  Public  Grounds,  one  fact  must  be  borne 
an  mind, — there  can  be  no  assessment  for  betterments.  The 
people  are  improving  their  own  property :  and  that  very  im- 
provement is  the  betterment.  That  fashionable  form  of  confis- 
cation, whereby  we  try  to  cheat  ourselves  into  the  faith  that  at 
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least  so  much  has  been  saved,  neither  has,  nor  can  be  made  to- 
have,  appHcation  to  our  Common  and  Park.  No  man  can  hft 
himself  by  his  waist-band,  in  the  Public  Grounds  of  Worcester. 

Should  Front  Street  be  paved,  as  advised  by  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  some  method  will  have  to  be  adopted  to  retain  the 
North  Walk  of  the  Common.  Then  would  seem  to  be  the  time 
to  put  down  the  kerb-stone  like  that  which  limits  and  adorns 
.  the  North  line  of  Park  Street.  The  old  kerb,  employed  else- 
where, would  by  so  much  reduce  the  cost  of  substitution. 

The  condition  of  Salem  Square,  legitimately  a  portion  of  the 
Common,  is  elsewhere  considered.  The  views  of  the  COM- 
MISSION cannot  be  misunderstood.  It  has  been  intimated  that,, 
were  Salem  Square,  so  called,  to  be  restored  to  the  Common, 
there  would  be  no  place  convenient  for  Artillery-salutes  that 
would  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,, 
or  of  the  Honorable  Council.  To  which  it  might  be  a  suffi- 
cient answer  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  history,  or  traditions,, 
of  the  Commission  of  Public  Grounds,  to  warrant  a  suspicion 
that  they  would  repress  the  manifestations  of  patriotism,  or 
even  its  exuberance.  Some  of  them  have  tested  their  pockets, 
at  times,  when  the  City  Council  inclined  to  consider  the  firing 
of  cannon,  upon  the  Fourth  of  July,  as  a  waste.  The  predic- 
tion of  John  Adams  will  ever  be  regarded  as  a  sacred  injunction, 
by  the  Commission  ;  recalling  with  fond  pride  that  he  was  a  fel- 
low-townsman, before  he  became  a  founder  of  the  Republic. 

The  Commission  have  formerly  suggested  the  construction- 
of  a  Jet  (V  Eau,  upon  the  Common, — transversely  on  a  line 
from  the  City  Hall  to  the  Union  Passenger  Station.  Recog- 
nizing the  deplorable  deficiency  of  Water ;  and  knowing  that 
such  an  improvement  can  await  the  completion  of  others  which 
are  more  urgent;  they  simply  refer  to  the  subject  now,  to  show 
that  it  has  not  been  forgotten.  Whensoever  the  Honorable 
Council  shall  determine,  by  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose,, 
that  the  time  has  arrived  for  the  construction  of  a  P'ountain,  or 
Jet  d'  Ran,  as  proposed,  the  COMMISSION  OF  PUBLIC  GROUNDS 
will  be  found  ready  to  avail  themselves  of  such  liberality. 
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Comparative  good  order  was  secured  upon  the  COMMON  and 
in  Elm  Park  throughout  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Turbu- 
lence and  occasional  violations  of  decency,  early  in  the  seasoji, 
obliged  the  COMMISSION  to  solicit  the  intervention  of  the  Mayor 
and  Aldermen : 

To  The  Honorable  Mayor  and  Aldermen: — 

The  provisions  of  the  charter,  which  confer  upon  the  COM- 
MISSION of  Public  Grounds  the  ''sole  care,  superintendence 
and  management"  of  the  Public  Grounds  belonging  to  ''said 
City  of  Worcester ;"  and  which  empower  the  COMMISSION  to 
"make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations  in  the  execution  of 
their  trust,"  etc.,  etc.,  fail  to  specify  or  supply  any  means  whereby 
such  "  by-laws  and  regulations"  may  be  enforced.  Complaint 
is  daily  brought  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Commission,  by  per- 
sons of  either  sex  and  of  every  age,  that  offences  against  decency, 
both  in  gesture  and  language,  have  become  so  frequent  and  rank 
as  to  prevent  people  of  ordinary  sensibility  from  crossing  or 
frequenting  the  Public  Grounds.  The  Commission  have  cher- 
ished a  persistent,  if  faint,  hope,  that  at  some  time,  whether  from 
a  diminution  of  offences  against  the  public  peace,  assumed  to 
be  of  greater  enormity,  or  because  of  an  increase  in  the  police 
force,  a  remedy  might  be  found  and  applied  to  this  disgraceful 
state  of  things.  The  police  force  has  been  increased,  and  a 
minimum  of  crime  requiring  repression,  or  punishment,  may 
reasonably  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  a  certain  proportion  of 
the  officers  are  weekly  furloughed.  It  appears,  therefore,  to  the 
Commission  of  Public  Grounds  to  be  a  fitting  time  to  ask 
that  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  will  be  pleased  to  direct  the  detail 
of  one  or  more  officers  to  each  of  the  COMMONS,  or  PARKS,  of 
the  city;  to  the  end  that  "  lewd  fellows  of  the  baser  sort,"  may 
no  longer  be  suffered  to  lie  prone  upon  the  seats,  or  ground,  of 
such  Commons  or  Park  ;  nor  allowed  to  taint  the  air  of  heaven, 
and  vex  the  ears  of  modesty  by  the  uninterrupted  belch  of  pro- 
fanity and  smut.  If  even  now,  with  augmented  numbers, ^the 
Police  are  not  sufficient  for  this  duty,  it  is  respectfully  submitted 
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that  extra  men  might  be  employed ;  their  compensation  to  be 
defrayed  from  the  sums  saved  to  the  City,  by  reason  of  the 
vacations  taken  by  the  existing  Force,  This  precise  time  is  just 
that  in  which  the  Commons  or  Parks  most  require  supervision. 
The  Commission  of  Public  Grounds,  who  cannot  find  leisure 
for  vacations,  believe  that  they  have  only  to  arrest  the  attention 
of  the  Honorable  Mayor  a7id  Aldermen  to  ensure  a  change 
for  the  better.  At  worst,  they  will  have  vindicated  themselves 
from  the  mistrust  of  those  of  their  fellow-citizens  who  are  prone 
to  suspect  that  if  there  was  a  will,  there  would  be  found  a  way, 
to  restrain  or  punish  obscenity,  whether  of  posture  or  utterance, 
within  the  Public  Grounds.  What  the  COMMISSION  can  do,  of 
their  own  volition  and  unassisted,  that  they  do  with  their  might. 
But  in  this  matter  they  are  powerless.

As  a  result  of  this  appeal  officers  were  detailed  to  preserve 
order  on  Sundays  and  holidays.  No  serious  trouble  is  knowa 
to  have  occurred,  or  been  threatened,  thereafter,  save  possibly  in 
a  single  instance  where  the  fortunate  presence  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Commission  frightened  a  young  scamp  from  further  in- 
sult. But,  with  the  increase  of  its  attractions,  and  in  propor- 
tion as  it  is  developed,  Elm  Park  becomes  more  and  more  a 
place  of  resort.  All  have  the  same  right  to  frequent  it ;  and  it 
is  inevitable  that  with  the  multitude  of  inoffensive  and  quiet 
citizens  here  and  there  will  intrude  the  disorderly  and  obscene. 
The  Commission  are  of  opinion  that  the  time  has  come  when  an 
officer  should  be  stationed,  constantly,  either  upon  the  Park  or 
within  close  hail  of  it;  in  order  that  women  and  children  may 
feel  as  safe  when  visiting  the  Public  Grounds  of  the  City,  as 
though  they  were  in  the  seclusion  of  their  own  homes.  The

^expense  would  not  be  great ;  but  whatever  it  might  be,  a  large 
■majority  of  the  tax-payers  will  insist  that  it  be  incurred. 

The  recent  Revision  of  the  Ordi^iances,  of  the  City,  so  openly 
-^and  widely  published  that  even  the  'Mame,  halt  and  blind"  might 
be  held  to  cognizance  of  them,  was  of  especial  moment  to  this 
Commission.  The  Paths,  or  Foot  Walks  of  the  Public  Grounds, 
"of  Elm  Park  in  particular,  were  devised  and  therefore  constructed 
for  the  accommodation  of  pedestrians  exclusively.  Surrounded 
as  that  Park  and  the  Common  are  by  roads  of  exceeding  width, 
there  was  no  evident  need  of  furnishing  a  way  for  persons  in 
carriages  or  mounted.  Yet  it  has  been  found  that  there  are 
sufficient  attractions  in  Elm  Park  to  induce  carelessness  or 
oblivion  of  Section  1,  Chapter  30,  of  that  Revision, — wherein  it 
is  "  Ordained  that  no  person  shall  ride,  lead,  or  drive  any  horse 
in  or  upon  any  inclosed  Public  Grounds  of  the  City  of  Wor- 
-^cester,  except  by  the  permission  of  the  Commission  of  Public 
<jrounds  and  Shade  Trees."  Conscious  of  the  actual  annoy- 
ance, and  desiring  to  remedy  it  while  there  was  yet  time,  the 
"Commission  sought  and  obtained  an  opinion  of  the  City  Solic- 
itor as  to  the  legal  effect  of  the  word  inclosed,"  just  cited. 
None  knew  better  than  themselves  that  to  the  Commission  had 
'the  Charter  entrusted  the  *'sole  care,  superintendence  and  man- 
agement of  the  Public  Grounds  belonging  to  said  City  of 
Worcester,"  But  the  Ordinances  of  the  City  Council  have  a 
■force  of  police  to  impart  to  them  a  persuasive  influence ;  while 
the  Rules"  that  the  Commission  are  empowered  to  establish 
must  depend,  largely,  for  acceptance  upon  a  general  faith  in  the 
muscle  of  the  COMMISSIONERS.  The  claim  to  co-ordinate  author 
ity  might  be  resisted,  when  necessary ;  until  it  grew  inconsistent 
'with  the  legitimate  functions  of  the  COMMISSION,  its  exercise 
was  of  positive  benefit.  And  the  Solicitor  was  clear  that  Elm 
Park,  for  example,  is  ''inclosed,"  within  the  intent  and  for  every 
ipurpose  of  the  Ordinance.  The  COMMISSION,  therefore,  give 
notice  that  strict  compliance  with  the  municipal  prohibition  will 
expected  and  required  for  these  adequate  reasons : 

1st,  because  it  is  civic  law ; 

^d,  because  the  paths  are  intended  and  reserved  for  pedestrians  ; 
l8 
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3d,  because  it  is  cleaner,  and  far  cheaper,  to  buy  manure  by  the: 
cord,  than  to  collect  it  with  a  post-hole  spoon  at  the  tail  of  every 
horse  that  may  be  driven  in,  fouling  the  walks ;  and 

4th,  and  finally,  for  the  reason  that  now,  as  of  old,  what  is. 
sauce  for  the  goose  is  sauce  for  the  gander ;  and  the  soundness, 
or  strength  of  a  principle  can  in  nowise  be  so  well  vindicated  as. 
by  its  impartial  application. 

Nor  is  Section  7,  Chapter  47,  of  inferior  interest,  or  less  direct 
bearing :  No  person  shall  dig  up,  injure  or  destroy  any  orna- 
mental or  shade  tree,  shrub  or  vine,  growing  and  being  in  any 
of  the  streets  or  highways,  or  on  any  of  the  Public  Lands  of 
said  City  without  the  consent  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Grounds  and  Shade  Trees,  first  obtained  therefor  in  writing." 
Ordinances  are  not  self-executing ;  and  long  before  the  Revision 
was  completed,  the  Commission  were  compelled  to  address  the 
City  Council : 

To  the  Honoj'able  City  Council : 

The  Commission  of  Public  Grounds  are  advised  by  the  City 
Solicitor  that  the  following  Order,"  unanimously  adopted  by 
the  City  Council  and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  A.  D.,  1877,  lapsec^ 
and  became  void  January  1,  A.  D.,  1878  : 

City  of  Worcester  :  In  City  Council,  May  7,  iSyj. 
Ordered: — ^That  the  Mayor  be,  and  he  hereby  is  authorized,  in  behalf  of  the  C  ity 
to  offer  a  reward  of  fifty  dollars  (^50)  to  any  party  or  parties  who  shall  furnish  the 
evidence  which  shall  lead  to  the  conviction  of  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  will- 
fully mutilate  or  destroy  any  shade  tree  planted  by  the  City  or  individuals  upon  any 
of  the  public  streets  or  grounds,  thereof. 

May  9,  1877.    Approved.  CHAS.  B.  PRATT,

The  evil  practices  which  that  order  was  designed  to  meet^ 
check,  and  if  possible  remedy,  were  never  more  rampant  thai> 
now.  Complaints  have  reached  this  COMMISSION,  and  causes  of 
complaint  are  notorious  to  some  of  the  Honorable  Council. 
Wherefore  it  is  respectfully  suggested,  should  it  commend  itself 
to  your  better  judgment,  that  the  order  of  A.  D.  1877,  be  re- 
vived. And,  if  thought  expedient,  this  COMMISSION  would  be 
gratified  were  the  scope  of  the  order  extended,  so  as  to  include- 
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all  those  who  mutilate,  destroy,  take  up  or  carry  away  any  orna- 
mental or  flowering  shrub,  plant  or  vine,  or  any  part  of  the  same, 
etc.,  etc.  For,  and  in  behalf  of  the  COMMISSION  OF  PUBLIC 
Grounds.

That  order  has  not  yet  emptied  the  City  Treasury,  although 
the  lively  jack-knife  of  the  mischievous  lad  vies  with  the  ravening 
jaws  attached  to  the  market  or  milk  wagon.  Many  well-founded 
complaints  were  lodged  in  the  proper  quarters  ;  but,  so  far,  none 
have  got  before  the  District  Court.  The  most  recent  instance 
of  damage  to  trees  and  shrubs  within  Elm  Park  is  purposely 
left  in  suspense  by  order  of  the  Commission.  The  culprits  are 
known,  have  been  scared  half  out  of  their  reckless  wits,  and 
seem  to  realize  the  character  and  extent  of  their  oftence.  There 
was  no  apparent  benefit,  whether  to  the  City  or  individuals,  in 
exacting  the  infliction  of  a  fine  which  must  be  collected,  ulti- 
mately, from  innocent  parents.* 

There  is,  however,  a  system  of  petty  thieving  from  Elm  Park 
prevalent  among  a  class  of  persons  who  should  and  doubtless 
do  know  better,  that  cannot  be  longer  tolerated.  Too  many 
door-yards  and  gardens  are  stocked  by  their  owners  or  lessees 
with  plants  that  were  but  just  set  out  by  the  Commission.  This 
sort  of  larceny  has  grown  so  inveterate  that  it  excites  deep 
thankfulness  when,  from  any  cause,  such  depredations  are  less 
than  ordinarily  rapacious.  A  chance  geranium  or  petunia  may 
perhaps  suffice  in  the  Spring.  But  with  the  first  fall  of  the  leaf 
commences  the  aggressive  inroad  which  devastates  everything, 
sparing  nothing  in  its  ruthless  greed.  The  City  has  no  rights 
to  be  respected ;  and  no  choice  flower  or  seed  is  secure  from 
the  covetousness  of  those  who  are  sure  that  a  frost  is  just  about 


*  Since  the  text  was  written  there  has  been  complaint  of  mutilation  upon  several 
streets,  and  sad  traces  of  it  may  be  seen  in  Elm  Park,  at  the  foot  of  the  terrace  by 
Newton  Hill.  E.  W.  L. 
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to  kill  the  public  plants,  and  would  fain  save  them  harmless  by — 
appropriating  them!  Cannot  this  be  prevented?  Judge  of 
the  dif¥iculty  !  It  is  no  crime  to  stoop  over  a  flower ;  innocent 
admiration  often  takes  that  form.  The  CJiairman  of  the  Com- 
3IISSION,  or  the  workmen  in  the  Park,  may  observe  the  attitude 
sometimes  with  suspicion.  But  it  is  not  till  they  have  gone  to 
the  spot  that  they  notice  the  absence  of  a  plant  and  the 
freshly  disturbed  earth.  The  paper  bag  forrris  a  handy  recep- 
tacle, and  the  customary  shawl  a  ready  covering.  The  moon 
does  not  always  afford  her  light,  nor  has  the  sun  usually  appeared 
above  the  horizon,  when  the  adept  at  floral  larceny  salutes  the 
-early  bird — hail  fellow,  well  met ! 

One  audacious  plunderer  must  have  worked  both  early  and 
late.  The  Chairman  had  often  noticed,  as  he  came  upon  the 
•ground,  mornings,  that  the  young  grass  in  Elm  Park  had  been 
■newly  cut.  None  of  the  workmen  had  been  directed  to  do  it; 
and,  at  first,  it  was  not  supposed  that  any  one  would  dare  to 
trespass  in  a  place  that  is  so  public.  A  close  watch  by  Mr. 
Pike,  to  whom  the  grass  had  been  bartered,  tended  to  alter  that 
opinion,  and  to  confirm  the  old  adage  that  ''while  the  cat's 
away,  the  mice  will  play."  He  was  not  caught  mowing,  nor 
was  he  seen  to  load  up.  But, — it  was  four  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing,— grass  was  gone  that  was  there  at  sundown — and  his  loaded 
wagon  was  but  vanishing  in  the  distance.  It  will  be  unwhole- 
some to  repeat  such  operations  in  the  coming  year.  Better  far 
that  the  Park  should  be  depastured;  since  some  manure  would 
be  left;  than  to  suffer  its  aftermath  to  be  skinned  so  closely. 
The  Commission  never  allow  their  lawn-mowers  to  be  used  much 
after  the  last  week  of  August.  The  later,  close  herbage  is  the 
best  protection  that  the  roots  can  have  throughout  the  Winter, 
and  they  seem  to  absorb  it  as  Spring  approaches.  If  a  man 
has  beasts  which  he  cannot  feed  without  robbing  the  Public 
•Grounds,  he  would  do  well  to  get  rid  of  them  at  once.  Let  this 
kindly  warning  suffice  ! 

Neither  is  it  the  green  things  of  the  earth  only  that  are  cov- 
■eted.  The  very. bolts  and  nuts  have  been  stolen  from  the  pump 
on  the  Common,  rendering  it  useless ;  and  thereby  affording  a 
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pretext  for  carping  at  the  Commission  who  had  innocently- 
assumed,  from  the  proximity  of  PoHce  Headquarters,  that  they 
might  at  least  enjoy  immunity  from  junk  thieves.  The  motives 
of  their  censors  are  veiled  in  obscurity.  They  could  not  have 
been  troubled  because  they  found  no  water — to  drink  !  And^ 
although  it  is  true  that  the  element  enters  into  the  manufacture 
of  lager  beer,  there  has  been  no  hint  that  any  one  connected 
with  the  newspaper  press,  whether  local  editor  or  metropolitan 
correspondent,  ever  went  thirsty  of  that  pleasant  beverage  be- 
cause the  old  town  pump  got  crippled. 

Scarcely  had  the  Report  of  the  Commission  for  A.  D.,  1879, 
been  transmitted  to  the  Honorable  Council  than  complaint  was 
made  that  the  shade  trees  along  the  causeway  which  spans  and 
spoils  Lake  Quinsigamond,  were  wantonly  mutilated.  Having: 
no  force  available  to  avert  or  arrest  damage,  the  subjoined  appeal 
was  addressed  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor :

To  His  Honor  Mayor  F.  H  Kelley : 

Dear  Sir — I  am  informed  upon  the  best  of  authority*  that 
the  agents  of  a  Telephone  Company,  in  the  act  of  connecting^ 
Worcester  with  Boston,  have  been  (perhaps  now  are)  cutting- 
down  shade  trees  where  their  convenience  is  interfered  with. 
This  was  especially  the  case  along  the  causeway.  This  Com- 
mission cannot  protect  the  public  property.  Possibly  the  Exec- 
utive Authority  of  the  City  may  suffice  to  teach  that  corporation 
that,  whatsoever  privileges  it  may  extract  from  the  General 
Court,  it  cannot  obtain  immunity  for  lawless  mischief.

*Mr.  George  S.  Coe  of  Grafton. 
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In  the  issue  of  the  Daily  Spy  for  August  28,  A.  D.,  1880,  it  is 
stated  that  the  Canadian  Courts  have  decided  that  Telegraph 
Companies  have  no  power  to  destroy  or  injure  Shade  Trees. 
The  euiployes  of  the  Dominion  Telegraph  Company  have  been 
fined  for  such  offences."  Of  course  no  other  decision  could  be 
rendered  by  an  honest  tribunal.  But  the  hired  servants  of  a  rich 
or  overgrown  corporation,  are  apt  to  share  the  faults  of  those 
by  whom  they  are  paid.  If  the  monopoly  imagines  that  it  owns 
the  Legislature  it  is  not  so  strange  that  the  men  in  its  employ- 
ment should  delude  themselves  with  the  idea  that  they  are  above 
the  law.  Now,  as  the  Honorable  Council  have  just  given  per- 
mission for  additional  wires  to  be  strung  along  the  streets,  it  ap- 
pears to  the  Commission  of  Public  Grounds  but  simple  justice 
to  caution  the  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Companies,  in  advance 
of  actual  mischief.* 

The  Shade  Trees  of  the  City  have  been  largely  increased  in 
numbers  during  the  past  year.  Latterly  the  Commission  have 
adopted,  as  a  fixed  policy,  the  practice  of  taking  a  single  impor- 
tant Street,  with  its  more  salient  branches  or  feeders,  and  setting 
it  with  trees  throughout  its  entire  course.  In  this  way  it  be- 
comes possible  to  pursue  a  consistent  system,  and  so  to  plant 
that  what  is  done  is  not  only  obvious  to  the  eye,  but  palpable  to 
the  sense  of  comfort.  The  old  system  of  granting  individual 
requests  to  have  trees  set  here  and  there,  one  in  one  place,  and 
a  half  dozen  a  quarter  of  a  mile  away,  neither  satisfied  the 
applicants  nor  benefited  the  public.  Under  the  more  recent 
practice  it  is  apparent  to  the  most  careless  observer  that  only 
time  will  be  wanting  to  render  the  whole  street  shaded  ;  and  that 
he  will  not  have  to  endure  a  fervid  sun,  when  he  steps  from  under 
the  branches  of  trees  that  he  alone  had  the  forethought  to  pro- 
vide.   The  vision  of  the  Commission  is  keen  enough ;  only 


♦This  particular  caution  will  not  restore  the  limbs  to  the  Shade  Trees  down  by  the 
Poor  Farm,  that  Mr.  Parkhurst  says  were  cut  off  by  the  agents  of  such  a  corpora- 
tion, nor  heal  their  wounds.  But,  if  improved  upon  by  a  vigilant  Police,  it  may  lead 
to  the  application  of  some  of  that  wholesome  instruction  so  shrewdly  taught  by 
Judge  Williams  in  his  normal  school  for  beginners.  E.  W.  L. 
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their  purse  is  not  like  that  of  Fortunatus.  At  the  very  time 
^hen  these  critics  were  denouncing  the  Commission  for  neg- 
lect of  Belmont  Street  for  instance,  Mr.  James  Draper  had  been 
ivaiting,  for  weeks,  for  the  disappearance  of  the  frost,  in  order  to 
plant  along  that  Street,  in  accordance  with  his  contract.  It 
would  have  been  a  sufficient  answer,  in  deprecation  or  denial, 
that  Ward  Two  (2)  had  already  more  than  a  proportionate  share 
•of  Shade  Trees.  Yet  such  answer  could  not  emanate  from  the 
Commission,  who  knew,  from  painful  experience,  what  the  sun 
can  do  on  Belmont  Street  when  Sirius  is  in  the  ascendant. 

A  serious  trouble,  wherewith  the  Commission  has  to  contend, 
'is  found  in  the  indifference  or  wantonness  of  the  ruder  labor 
employed  by  the  Highway  Department.  Oft-times  the  men 
-engaged  in  excavating  for  a  kerbstone  hack  mercilessly  at  what- 
'Cver  impedes  their  way ;  reckless  if  it  be  the  roots  upon  which 
^  Shade  Tree  depends  for  stability  and  support.  One  case  was 
^so  flagrant  that  the  Chairman,  under  whose  direct  observation 
it  fell,  was  constrained  to  address  a  note  upon  the  subject, 
whereof  a  copy  is  subjoined  in  fuller  explanation : 

Commission  of  Public  Grounds. 
Worcester,  May  17, 1880. 

To  Alderman  George  P.  Kendrick, 

Chairman  of  Highivay  Committee  : 

Dear  Sir — I  came  up  Elm  Street,  after  leaving  you  this  A.  M., 
and,  as  I  passed  the  estate  of  Mr.  Jonas  H.  Clark,  found  men  in 
the  employ  of  the  Highway  Department  busied  hacking  off  the 
roots  of  some  of  the  finest  Shade  Trees  on  that  street.  Their 
•excuse  will  be  that  they  wished  to  run  a  kerbstone  without 
interruption.  Waiving  the  question  whether  even  the  Highway 
Department  is  authorized  to  mutilate  the  branches  or  roots  of  the 
Shade  Trees ;  (and  the  City  Council  have  just  attempted  to 
stop  this  evil  by  offering  a  large  reward),  I  contend  that  the 
damage  is  wanton.  Stop  your  kerbstone  one  foot  each  side  of 
a  tree,  allowing  also  a  foot  for  the  growth  of  the  tree,  and  the 
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City  saves  one  yard  of  kerb  for  each  tree.  The  roots  of  \ht: 
tree  will  hold  the  walk  better  than  any  kerb  that  can  be  piit; 
down. 

At  any  rate  I  wish  to  deny  the  right  of  any  man  or  men,  im 
the  service  of  the  City,  without  the  consent  of  this  Commission*^ 
to  prune,  mutilate,  cut  down,  destroy,  or  remove  any  Shade  or 
Ornamental  Tree  planted  along  the  Public  Streets  of  this  City.^

It  is  not  intended  to  convey  an  impression  that  the  Highwa^r 
Committee  authorize — much  more,  direct,  such  wholesale  ex- 
cision. But  if  the  laborers,  who  are  ignorant  that  the  branches, 
of  a  tree  are  in  exact  ratio  to  its  roots,  were  simply  not  sufifereti^ 
to  extirpate,  more  trees  would  survive  to  attest  their  forbear- 
ance. Were  the  kerbstone  to  be  omitted  where  and  when  trees?, 
occur,  enough  saving  would  inure  to  the  City  to  justify  this; 
Commission  in  encircling  each  tree  with  an  adequate  safeguard.. 
As  stated  in  the  note  to  Alderman  Kendrick,  from  two  to  three^ 
feet  of  kerb  might  be  dispensed  with,  easily.  Its  cost  would  be„- 
saved,  the  roots  would  retain  their  place,  and  no  one  would  suf- 
fer unless  there  were,  mayhap,  some  corner  or  crookedness  \Vh 
the  kerbstone  market. 

The  demand  for  Shade  Trees  grows  continually  more  importu- 
nate. Each  applicant,  feeling  his  own  need,  inclines  to  magnif}^ 
the  importance  of  the  Street  that  excites  his  present  interest ; 
and  to  blame  the  Commission  when  his  request  is  not  met  with, 
what  he  regards  as  sufficient  promptness.  But  there  are  some' 
things  which  the  individual  citizen  is  too  apt  to  overlook.  And 
the  most  essential  of  these,  overruling  indeed  in  its  influence,  isss 
the  imperative  necessity  of  following,  rather  than  preceding  the: 
Highway  Department.  There  is  nothing  gained,  as  heretofore 
explained  at  length,  by  planting  Shade  Trees  along  streets  where 
the  gutter  and  side-walk  have  yet  to  be  laid  down.  Tliis. 
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should  not  be ;  for  Time  subtracts  from  our  lives  and  reduces 
our  energy.  But  facts  are  tolerably  stubborn.  Wherever  it  was 
practicable,  and  just  as  rapidly  as  their  means  permitted,  the 
Commission  have  striven  to  meet,  if  possible  anticipate,  the 
demand  for  Shade  Trees.  Our  City  possesses  such  an  exten- 
sive territory,  that  few  can  realize  the  amount  of  work  of  this 
nature  that  has  been  achieved.  When  the  trees  that  have  been 
planted  within  the  last  few  years  shall  have  attained  size,  so  as 
to  afford  shade,  the  Commission  will  be  justified  by  the  result. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  cost  of  suitable  guards  for  the 
Shade  Trees  that  are  set  out,  puts  a  supply  of  them  wholly  out 
of  the  question.  Indeed,  the  Commission  are  aware  of  no  guard 
that  could  be  furnished  at  a  reasonable  expense,  which  is  at  all 
fit  for  the  purpose.  Individuals  must  do  something;  and,  as 
they  supply  the  bricks  after  the  City  has  put  down  a  kerb,  so 
may  they  properly  shield,  from  casual  or  malicious  harm,  the 
Shade  Trees  wherewith  they  are  supplied  at  the  public  cost. 

During  the  coming  season,  it  is  hoped  to  commence  and 
complete  the  planting  of  Grafton  Street  and  Park  Avenue; 
either  being  of  pressing  consequence  that  cannot  longer  be 
overlooked. 

There  are  many  parcels  of  land, — not  always  gores  according 
to  the  dictionary ;  since  their  shape  partakes  largely  of  the  hap- 
hazard that  compelled,  rather  than  invited,  their  formation ; 
at  the  intersection  of  important  streets,  now  unimproved  and 
waste;  but  which,  at  a  moderate  expense,  might  be  made  pleas- 
ant to  the  casual  glance  and  a  source  of  comfort  to  the  whole 
vicinage.  Under  whose  jurisdiction  they  would  be  found,  after 
legal  inquiry,  it  is  impossible  to.  say.  The  Highway  Depart- 
ment, having  neglected  them  so  far,  must  be  of  the  opinion 
that  the  case  lies  within  some  other  purview.  The  Commission 
-OF  Public  Grounds,  mindful  of  the  advice  of  the  City  Solicitor 
that  the  old  Burial  Ground,  along  Mechanic  Street,  could  not  be 
considered  a  Public  Ground,  have  been  cautious,  ever  since, 
lest  they  might  intrude  upon  some  province  of  their  fellow-citi- 
zens,— inanimate  or  otherwise.  Yet  their  deliberate  judge- 
ment has  been  expressed,  often  enough, — ;that  progressive  im-

provement  should  be  the  rule  of  the  city; — neither  an  excep- 
tion nor  a  spasm.  It  will  require  money,  which  is  sometimes 
granted  reluctantly ;  it  will  exact  time,  which  is  yielded  with 
more  or  less  willingness,  according  to  the  disposition  of  those 
who  have  it  to  spare ;  but,  more  than  aught  else,  must  it  have, 
what  it  cannot  in  fact  do  without,  taste  to  discriminate,  tact  to 
apply,  and  zeal  to  magnify  the  occasion. 

Many  of  these  parcels  of  land  are  too  small  to  admit  of 
much  development.  Where  the}'  chance  to  be  of  adequate 
size, — should  the  Honorable  Council  feel  unusually  lavish, — it 
would  be  practicable  and  might,  once  and  seldom,  be  expedient 
to  lay  them  down  to  grass,  with  here  and  there  an  occasional 
tree  for  shade.  The  obvious  difficulty  .will  be, — that  the^  grass 
must  be  constantly  cared  for  to  be  kept  green,  since,  if  not  green, 
it  will  look  homely  enough  ;  and  how  to  keep  it  green  will  be  an  ever 
present  problem.  If  the  dust  upon  the  streets  is  kept  down 
there  need  be  no  trouble.  But,  as  a  rule,  the  outer-lying  streets 
are  not,  nor  are  they  likely  to  be,  watered ;  and,  as  a  conse- 
quence, dust  will  fly  and  be  deposited,  until  it  might  require  the 
keen  vision  of  an  Arab  to  determine  which  was  desert, — which 
oasis  !  The  tribes  of  the  Sahara  are  not  easily  accessible  ;  and 
our  own  Arabs  are  not  experts  in  anything  green. 

Yet,  it  occurs  to  the  COiMMlSSION,  that  the  best  and  most 
sensible  mode  of  improvement  would  be, — to  erect  fountains; 
improved  upon  the  style  of  those  in  the  yard  of  the  High-School, 
for  which  the  City  is  indebted  to  private  liberality.  The  flow 
and  sheen  of  water  is  ever  grateful  to  the  eye ;  its  draught 
never  unwelcome  to  the  tired  wayfarer,  or  weary  beast,  from 
whom  the  natural  water-courses  have  been  abstracted,  or  per- 
verted into  sources  of  offence.  Grass  plots  can  be  added,  if 
deemed  advisable, ;  but  for  the  maintenance  of  their  freshness, 
water  would  always  be  indispensable.  And, — the  Jet  Eau 
is,  in  itself,  a  thing  of  beauty ;  none  the  less  charming  that, 
quenching  thirst  and  allaying  fatigue,  it  blends  utile  cum  ciulci, 
after  the  fashion  of  those  grand  old  Romans.*    In  winter,  when 

*0f  their  work  !  Whithersoever  Water  could  be  led,  to  fall,  thither  was  it  conduc- 
ted.   Where,  rtiul  at  wh.it  time,  Koads  Vere  needed,  there  and  upon  the  instant 
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grass  would  be  withered  and  dead,  the  fountain,  if  not  in  con- 
tinuous flow,  might  be  transmuted  into  any  fanciful  or  weird 
shape  that  ingenuity  could  devise ;  or  a  liquid  element,  under 
-extremity  of  frost,  be  constrained  to  assume. 

Without  attempting  to  enumerate  the  many  points  where,  by 
the  intersection  of  streets,  more  or  less  vacant  space  is  left,  that 
should  be  cared  for  and  improved  ;  this  COMMISSION  would  call 
the  attention  of  the  Honorable  City  Council  to  a  few  which  are 
too  conspicuous  to  be  left  neglected. 

COES  Square : — At  the  junction  of  Park  Avenue  with  Beaver 
and  \^o\€\\.  Streets,  The  widening  of  Park  Avemiey  just  or- 
dered, must  materially  reduce  the  area  of  the  Square :  but  the 
land  will  remain  in  the  Avenue,  where  it  will  be  of  the  most  use. 

Webster  Square  : — so  well  provided  for,  at  present,  and  with 
such  prospects  in  a  not  remote  future,  that  it  can  well  afford  to 
be  a  patient  waiter. 

Whitney  Space  \ — Where  Cambridge  and  Millbury  Streets 
lock  horns  with  the  new  Ouinsigamond  Avenue, 

Vernon  Space : — at  the  intersection  of  Green,  Millbury,  Ver- 
non, and  Water  Streets^  whereof  the  importance  can  be  better 
appreciated,  by  him  who  sees  the  continuous  development 
southward,  and  throughout  the  Island  District;"  inevitable 
upon  that  grand  improvement  initiated  by  Stephen  Salisbury, 
£t  als,  when  they  petitioned  for  the  widening  of  Summer  Street. 

Grafton  Space : — ^Where  Grafton  and  Providence,  conjointly 
with  Water  and  Winter  Streets,  invite  and  facilitate  access  and 
intercourse  to  and  from  the  eastern  and  western  sides  of  Wor- 
cester. 

Separate  and  distinct  mention  should  be  made  of  the  plot, 
or  tract,  of  land,  now  designated  Elm  Square,'  that  is  under- 
stood to  be  given  to  the  city  by  Benjamin  Thayer  and  Darius 
Rice,  two  of  our  oldest  and  worthy  citizens.  But  this  COM- 
MISSION have  no  official  knowledge  of  a  conveyance,  to  whom 

were  they  made.  Their  substance  may  be  found  to  this  day.  '  The  legionaries  were 
the  Highway  Department.  Might  we  not  learn  a  profitable  lesson,  graven  indelibly 
upon  the  very  face  of  the  earth,  by  the  graduates  of  that  oldest  of  all  Normal 
Schools. —  Senatus  Populus-que  Romanus? 
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made  and  by  whom  accepted ;  with  its  quahfying  conditions 
if  any ;  nor  of  a  formal  dedication  to  pubhc  uses.  In  utter  ig- 
norance if  this  particular  plot  is  comprised  within  the  Public 
Grounds  ;  they  can  only  advise  the  cordial  acceptance  of  all 
gifts  of  land,  unincumbered  with  onerous  conditions,  which, 
naturally  capable  of  improvement,  may  be  developed  as  the 
state  of  the  treasury  and  the  convenience  of  the  COMMISSION 
shall  allow. 

Then  there  are  Washington,  Salem  and  Lincoln  Squares. 
As  regards  Salem  Square,  the  opinion  of  this  Commission  has 
been  expressed  too  often,  to  require  statement  anew.  In  their 
Report  for  A.  D.,  1879,  it  was  plainly  intimated  that  Salem 
Square  should  not  longer  be  tolerated  as  a  public  eye-sore.  A 
decent  regard  should  be  had  for  simple  appearance,  and  some 
consideration  manifested  for  the  very  respectable  religious 
societies  which  have  there  planted  their  houses  of  worship. 
Has  not  the  time  come  to  stop  the  wood  and  hay, — matters  of 
indispensable  necessity  but  yet  susceptible  of  regulation, — upon 
the  outskirts  of  the  city;  at  Lincoln  and  Webster  Squares,  for 
instance,  where  facilities  for  measuring  and  weighing  already 
exist.  The?i,  a  sufficient  Screet  being  left  open,  the  remainder 
of  the  Square  could  be  restored  to  the  COMMON,  from  which  it 
was  needlessly  wrested,"  &c.,  &c. 

Section  1,  Chapter  45,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  provides 
that  the  "Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  appoint  a  suitable  place 
or  places  in  the  Streets  and  Squares  in  the  City  of  Worcester 
as  a  stand  or  stands  for  the  measurement,  weight,  and  sale,  of 
Hay,  Straw,  Wood,  Bark,  and  Charcoal." 

There  may  be  sound  reasons  why  provision  shall  be  made  for 
such  merchandize  rather  than  for  sugar,  or  strawberries,  apples,- 
or  geese.  Yet  the  inquiry  arises,  and  will  not  down  at  the  first 
casual  bidding: — Is  SalExM  Square  now,  if  it  ever  was,  that 
suitable  place?"  By  dedication  ;  through  imprescriptible  use  : 
and  in  law,  beyond  question  ;  it  is,  as  it  was  ever,  a  portion  of 
the  Old  Common  and  Training  Field.  Why  not  hearken 
to  the  remonstrances  of  the  Religious  Societies,  which  object 
4;hat  the  senses  shall  be  offended  no  longer ;  and  protest  that 
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this  tract  af  land,  if  neglected  as  Common,  should  not  be  clier- 
ished  as  unclean?  The  recent  petition  of  George  C.  Whitney. 
Francis  A.  Gaskill,  et  als.y  brings  this  subject  before  you,  in  all 
its  relations.  Hay  is  largely  baled,  in  these  latter  days.  Why 
then  tolerate  loose  loads  of  it,  in  the  heart  of  the  City?  Wood, 
and  Coal  are  dealt  in  by  the  same  persons.  Yet  no  coal-dealer 
has  sought  to  become  a  civic  dead-head.  But,  why  not !  The 
plain  truth  is,  that  Worcester  has  outgrown  swaddling-clothes; 
and  is  only  chafed  by  each  new  attempt  to  put  it  in  diapers. 
Hay,  Straw,  W^ood,  &c.,  have  no  proper  locus  standi;  so  long 
as  there  is  even  a  pretence  of  establishing  Fire  Limits.  A 
Street, — fifty  or  sixty  feet  wide,  in  front  of  the  Meeting-Houses, 
would  afford  ample  room  for  traffic  or  travel.  The  remainder 
of  that  waste,  restored  to  the  COMMON,  would  still  remain  con- 
venient for  public  gatherings,  artillery  salutes,  and  possibly 
even  for  a  dress  parade  of  our  excellent  Light  Battery.  And  it 
is  the  deliberate  opinon  of  the  Ckainnan  of  the  COMMISSION 
OF  Public  Grounds,  that  there  can  be  found  nowhere  a  better, 
or  more  admirable  site  for  a  new  Gun- House. 

Let  us  leave  Washington  and  Lincoln  Squares,  where 
they  can  be  trusted  safely  enough,  in  the  hands  that  have  done 
so  much  for  them  in  the  past.  For  the  former,  there  is  the 
growth  assured  from  its  present  momentum,  and  bright  antici- 
pations from  the  prospective  Summer  Street.  Of  the  latter, — 
if  the  Messrs.  Salisbury  cannot  say  of  it  as  did  Augustus  with 
regard  to  Rome — that  they  found  it  of  brick  and  left  it  of  mar- 
ble— they  may  at  least  point  to  the  massive  structures  which  go 
so  far  to  encompass  it ;  and  whereon  the  legend  will  be  em- 
blazoned, to  their  honor, — ^"Edificaverunt.  Either  of  those 
Squares  is  worthy  of  a  noble  fountain. 

Crossing  from  BURNCOAT  Space  where  there  is  a  useful,  if  not 
particularly  ornamental  watering-trough ;  crossing  too,  by  a 
street  which  should  be  presented  by  the  Grand  Jury,  for  its 
perilous  character ;  we  find  broad,  open  plots,  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  West  Boylston,  with  Holden,  Streets'^  as  well  as  farther 
South,  where  Grove  Street  joins  PARK  AvENUE.  The  merger 
of  Forest  Street  in  the  Holden  Road  is  not  forgotten.    Nor  is  it 
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deemed  worth  while  to  dwell  upon  the  opportunities  for  im-^ 
provement,  by  the  authority  to  which  it  may  pertain,  that  are 
offered  where  Highland,  or  Pleasant,  Streets,  severally  cross 
Park  Avenue.  Along  this  whole  periphery,  and  it  surrounds 
the  City,  there  may  be  discovered,  here  and  there,  at  intervals 
of  miles,  a  watering-trough  for  beasts.  If  the  owner  of  an  an- 
imal would  quench  his  thirst,  he  is  presumed  to  be  able  to  find 
a  Beer  Saloon  or  a  Rum  Shop.  Suppose,  however,  that  it  is 
Winter  as  now,  when  everything  is  frozen  solid ;  and  that  there 
is  a  rigid  law  of  prohibition — enforced  !  The  human  being 
may  be  trusted  to  endure — or  evade  !  although  thirst  is  tor- 
ture. But  to  the  dumb  and  helpless  animal,  a  similar  depriva- 
tion, protracted  too  long,  is  surely  death.  What  more  is  needed 
to  demonstrate  the  imperative  want  of  an  adequate  supply  of 
Public  Water, — to  which  easy  and  free  access  may  be  furnished, 
along  our  thoroughfares ;  and  also  copious  enough  for  every 
purpose  and  application  of  beauty. 

The  Commission  have  never  ceased  urging  upon  the  Honor- 
able CoiDicil  the  construction  of  a  broad  Avenue  that  should 
encircle  the  City.  All  the  Reports  prepared  by  the  CJiairmaUy 
during  the  last  decade,  have  concurred  to  impress  upon  the 
popular  mind  the  permanent  benefits  of  such  a  far-reaching 
policy.  But  three  years  ago,  revealing  the  hopes  of  the 
Commission,  he  was  frank  to  confess  that  their  fancy  pictured  the 
City  environed  with  a  broad  Avenue,  convenient  for  traffic  and 
pleasant  for  travel — from  which  the  whole  community  should 
derive  advantage,  and  by  whose  use  a  keener  zest  of  enjoyment 
and  health  should  inure  to  those  in  possession  of  sufficient  lei- 
sure. '  It  is  given  unto  men  to  see  visions  and  to  dream  dreams  ; 
yet  it  is  vouchsafed  to  few  to  behold  their  realization.  But  the 
Commission,  from  their  constant  engagement  upon  the  PUBLIC 
Grounds,  have  been  permitted  to  look  upon  the  line  of  traction, 
prolonged  over  PARK  AvENUE,  as  its  facilities  for  the  passage 
of  heavy  freight  became  better  understood.  To  the  man  con- 
fined rigidly  to  Main  Street,  who  can  take  no  cognizance  of  any- 
thing that  transpires  off  that  great  thoroughfare,  this  AvENUE, 
may  appear  but  an  unprofitable  investment.    To  that  same 
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man,  after  the  cares  of  the  day  are  over,  that  AvENUE  will  afford 
new  life  as,  in  due  pro{)ortion,  he  inhales  the  exhilaration  of 
motion  and  the  oxygen  of  the  atmosphere.  Built  wide,  for 
common  convenience;  thoroughly  built,  for  public  comfort; 
built  as  flat  as  might  be  and  allow  the  flow  of  surface  water, 
nor  spoiled,  as  are  too  many  road-beds,  by  the  conceited  igno- 
rance which  would  substitute  the  hemisphere  for  its  plane ;  it 
stretches  out  along  the  western  edge  of  the  City, — a  constant 
pleasure  to  its  original  advocates  and  a  singular  fascination  for 
its  irrational  foes.  Its  immediate  extension  to  the  intersection 
of  Leicester,  with  Staftbrd,  Streets ^  is  a  measure  of  public  pol- 
icy which  should  be  conceded  to  that  numerous  body  of  peti- 
tioners who  so  fully  represent  the  wealth  and  intellgence  of 
Webster  Square.  The  route  is  short; — the  materials  are  upon 
the  spot ;  the  labor  is  waiting.  The  time  to  do  a  thing  which 
is  inevitable,  is  that  time  \  'hen  it  can  be  done  to  the  best  advan- 
tage. And  the  completion  of  a  work  that  is  both  inevitable 
and  expedient,  cannot  be  delayed  long  without  incurring  a  re- 
sponsibility that  no  servant  of  the  People  should  covet.' 

When,  therefore,  opportunity  for  action  offered,  the  COMMIS- 
SION could  not  be  expected  to  show  themselves  dilatory. 
There  was  a  chance  of  opening-up  and  beautifying  the  larger 
moiety  of  the  city ;  a  reasonable  prospect  of  carrying  out  a 
plan  that  had  been  their  dearest  wish,  for  years.  Actuated  by 
such  feelings  the  Chairman  'evolved  from  his  inner  conscious- 
ness' an  argument  in  behalf  of  the  petition  of  John  T>Q?in,  et  als., 
which  is  here  inserted ;  partly,  because  of  requests  to  that  ef- 
fect ;  but  more, — since  it  met  with  favor,  at  the  time ;  and  is 
reputed  to  have  had  decisive  weight  in  influencing  the  final 
decision. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  ALDERMEN. 

Indulge  me  in  a  prelude,  after  a  recent  fashion  ? 

It  is  sometimes  objected  to  petitions  for  the  construction  or 
extension  of  roads,  whereof  Park  Avenue  is  but  a  single,  if 
marked,  feature,  that  they  are  but  the  request  of  those  who  own 
horses ! 
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Most  assuredly  such  persons  are  likely  to  make  use  of  the 
Public  Streets :  an  easement,  however,  which  by  no  means  pre- 
cludes their  enjoyment  by  asses.  But  the  law  does  not  yet 
prohibit  the  ownership  of  a  horse,  nor  make  the  fact  a  misde- 
meanor. And  the  idea  has  even  occurred  to  the  writer  that^ 
were  the  property  of  those  who  own,  or  use  horses,  to  be  elimi- 
nated, an  assessment  upon  the  remaining  valuation  would  yield 
but  a  scant  revenue  for  ordinary  purposes,  and  certainly  not 
warrant  the  luxury  of  ample  Turtle  for  this  Honorable  Board. 

And  now,  let  me  ask  His  Honor  and  the  Aldermen  to  examine 
with  me,  a  map  of  the  City.  Here  is  Main  Street,  at  Lincoln 
Square,  To  the  west  Harvard  Street,  commencing  from  High- 
land, is  lost  in  a  right  angle  at  Bowdoin  ;  or,  under  the  alias  of 
Chestnut,  comes  to  an  abrupt  end  at  Pleasant  Street.  Farther 
on.  West  Street,  beginning  from  Salisbury,  descends  a  difficult 
hill;  and  closes  a  profitable  course,  also  at  Pleasant 5/';r<:'A  Still 
farther — Fruit,  and  Sever — of  goodly  proportions  and  promise 
from  Highland  to  P21m  ;  narrow  thenceforward  and  get  a  devious 
outlet  through  Chandler  or  Piedmont  Streets.  And  then  Agri- 
cultural Street,  last  of  all,  commencing  at  Sunnysidc  and  running 
south;  here  thirty  (30)  feet,  there  eighty  (80)  or,  at  Russell, 
but  forty  (40)  ;  and  finally  stopped  short  in  that  pestilential 
district,  whose  deadly  miasma  has  not  ceased  to  envelope  the 
Jaques  Hospital-lot  si^iee  that  philanthropist  died  ! 

Not  one  of  those  Streets  is  direct ;  not  one  that  does  not  trend 
east  of  south  as  it  nears  its  termination.  They  supply  a  useful 
narrow-guage  for  local  convenience.  But,  for  the  future  Wor- 
cester, something  more  capacious  and  direct  is  imperatively 
required. 

In  the  boyhood  of  him  who  now  asks  your  attention  to  a  mat- 
ter, in  his  judgment  of  vital  consequence  to  the  permanent  wel- 
fare of  Worcester,  the  travelled  way  of  Main  Street  was  equal  in 
width  to  the  strip  of  greensward  that  extended  throughout  its 
entire  length  upon  either  side.  Over  that  travelled  way  the 
Boston  and  Hartford  stage-coaches ;  the  meat-cart  of  Capt. 
Burnett;  or  the  occasional  load  of  wood  brought  in  by  some 
farmer  to  exchange  with  Deacon  Butman  for  rum  and  molasses; 
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.sufficed  to  denote  that  a  right  of  passage  existed,  and  that  it 
^as  used.  Otherwise  the  Street  was  surrendered  to  those  of  us 
who  were  interested  in  games  of  tag  or  single  cat;  with  the 
unwritten,  but  yet  recognized,  law  that  we  must  keep  out  of  the 
'way  of  Di\  Green's  gig,  when  bearing  that  most  excellent  physi- 
-cian  on  his  missions  in  aid  of  the  village  census.  At  that  time 
Main  Street  understood  to  be  six  (G)  rods  wide;  although, 
"(as  subsequently  learned)  no  metes  and  bounds  existed  to  indi- 
*c:ate  such  limits.  To  what  degree  that  breadth  has  been  re- 
•duced,  by  encroachments  or  otherwise,  this  Ho7iorable  Board 
is  painfully  aware.  That  the  roadwa\'  is  none  too  spacious 
the  City  Hall ;  and  becomes  wholly  inadequate  above 
Franklin  Square ;  you  do  not  now  learn  for  the  first  time. 
The  trouble  must  increase  with  the  growth  of  the  City. 
What  possible  relief  can  be  devised,  save  that  which  is  obvi- 
■oiis,  in  the  diversion  from  Main  Street  of  all  travel  and  transit 
^at  does  not  belong  to  it,  and  only  seeks  it  of  necessity. 

Fifty  years  ago  it  was  commonly  assumed  that  the  distance 
between  the  Salisbury  mansion  and  the  old  red  farm  house,  due 
"west;  as  also  between  Judge  Faine's  house,  at  the  foot  of  Pleas- 
^ant  Street  and  the  old  red  gate  at  the  southeasterly  declivity  of 
Newton  Hill,  was,  in  either  case,  a  mile.    Throughout  that  entire 
territory,  from  Northville  to  New  Worcester,  there  was  not,  until 
^he  construction  of  Park  Avenue,  any  way  of  getting  through 
the  City,  from  north  to  south,  save  by  Main  Street.     Of  slight 
^consequence  once,  can  you  not  realize  of  what  serious  inconven- 
.  ience  this  difficulty  of  transit  has  become,  to  that  great  and  grow- 
ing population  upon  and  beyond  the  ridge  west  of  Main  Street? 
It  is  like  telling  us  to  double  our  journey,  to  send  us  to  Web- 
Tster  Square,  or  Northville,  through  Main  Street.    And  besides, — 
Main  Street  suffers  from  the  encumbrance  of  a  Horse  Railway, 
"with  its  tracks  and  switches.    Looking  back  to  note  the  encroach- 
ments that  have  so  restiicted  our  chief  thoroughfare,  I  come 
tiere,  with  the  other  Petitioners,  to  ask  you  to  continue  Park 
Avenue  of  uniform  width,  throughout  its  entire  length;  in  the 
^rm  belief  that  you.can,sin  no  other  way,  so  cheaply  and  clTcct- 
«ually  promote  the  best  interests  of  Worcester. 
20 
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You  may  object  that  the  road-way  need  not  be  so  wide.  But 
it  is  ever  excess  for  which  the  wise  legislator  must  provide,  and 
whose  exigencies  he  must,  if  possible,  anticipate.  The  dani< 
that  will  not  resist  a  flood,  is  useless ;  no  matter  how  effectually- 
it  may  restrain  the  water  at  its  usual  stage.  It  is  not  sufficient 
that  the  arch  should  allow  the  passage  of  a  stream,  if  it  obstructs 
that  stream  when  swollen  into  a  torrent.  March  the  General  of 
the  Army,  and  the  Vice-President  of  the  Republic,  around  that 
way  to  the  Agricultural  Grounds,  next  September,  and  see  if 
sixty  (<)0)  feet  between  kerbs  is  extravagant! 

Or,  it  may  be  urged  against  the  prayer  of  the  Petition,  that 
there  need  be  no  hurry.  That  there  are  other  matters  of  more- 
pressing  public  moment ;  and  that  when  the  crowd  blocks  the  way- 
will  be  the  time  to  provide  more  room.  But,  as  in  the  flagrant 
case  of  Main  Street,  metes  and  bounds  get  effaced  or  lost.  En- 
croachments contract  the  actual  road-way,  and  usurp  sanction,  by 
the  lapse  of  years  and  memory.  Abutters  take  possession  of 
ground  that  has  awaited  your  tardy  action  to  be  included  within 
the  street.  So  that  when  delay  becomes  no  longer  tolerable ; 
you  are  confronted  by  an  array  of  opponents,  and  a  schedule  of 
prospective  damages,  that  may  well  exact  hesitation  or  denial.. 
No!  in  the  terse  phrase  of  Methodism,  ;/(^ze'  is  the  accepted 
time  !  Adopt  your  Decree  !  and,  for  its  execution,  avail  your- 
selves of  the  forces  of  the  Highway  Department,  at  its  conven-. 
ience,  and  when  disengaged.  Construct  it, — after  the  decree, — 
in  summer  or  winter;  when  no  other  work  oppresses;  when  it 
can  be  done  cheapest,  because  you  have  nothing  else  to  do  ;  and 
done  best,  because  labor  would  otherwise  be  idle. 

The  Petitioners  are  neither  enemies  to  Worcester  nor  foes  ta 
her  growth.  Some  of  them  have  watched  the  expansion  of  a, 
small  country  village  into  a  city,  whose  prominence  is  not  the- 
least  significant  sign  in  the  development  of  a  model  Common- 
wealth. With  few  natural  advantages,  at  the  outset;  with  none^ 
but  that  of  a  central  location,  that  were  not  immeasurably  sur- 
passed by  those  of  her  more  rerjiote  or  immediate  rivals  withint 
the  County ;  we  enjoy  the  Worcester  of  to-day,  as  she  has  beea 
fashioned  by  the  wit  of  man.    And  there  is  pith  in  the  old  say-. 
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ing, — What  man  has  done,  man  may  do  !  What  our  fathers 
achieved  in  the  green  tree,  we,  unless  we  confess  to  degeneracy, 
can  continue  and  fulfill  in  the  dry. 

In  this  particular  matter,  so  much  having  been  accomplished, 
it  is  only  an  ordinary  assumption  that  the  work  should  be  fin- 
ished ;  in  due  time,  and  with  all  proper  regard  for  economy. 
For  nothing  can  thrive  that  is  left  at  loose  ends.  The  value  of 
a  work,  two-thirds  executed,  may  be  largely  contingent  upon  its 
absolute  completion.  This  is  especially  true  of  a  thoroughfare, 
whereof  use  is  an  essential  feature.  And  the  use  of  Park 
Avenue,  in  its  present  disrupted  state,  is  nevertheless  such  as  to 
demand  its  ultimate  construction, — southerly — in  behalf  of  a 
public  interest  that  will  not,  and  ought  not  to  be,  denied. 

Sought  patiently  and  urged  persisten*;ly,  that  extension  of 
Park  Avenue  is  at  last  decreed  ;  work  upon  it  having  even  been 
begun.  Decried,  vilified  indeed,  by  the  niggardly  and  short- 
sighted ;  it  will  endure,  to  bless  generations  that  play  upon  the 
unheeded  graves  of  those  who  sneered  at  its  bare  suggestion. 
And  foremost  among  the  names  that  should  be  inscribed  upon 
the  handsome  stones  which  private  liberality  ought  to  erect;  to 
mark  the  measures  of  distance  and  indicate  the  speed  of  ani- 
mals ;  in  partial  recognition  of  their  judicious  and  sure  action 
in  the  premises ;  are  those  of  George  P.  Kendrick  and  George 
R.  Spurr. 

Once  at  Mill  Street, — and  the  completion  to  the  intersection 
of  Stafford,  with  Leicester,  StreetSy  will  not  be  long  delayed. 

And — for  the  North  !  Shall  there  be  no  way  of  getting  from 
East  to  W^est,  between  Highland  Street  and  the  Five  Points, 
except  we  expose  our  lives  to  ever-imminent  peril  at  the  cross- 
ing of  Mill  Brook,  near  the  Tan-yard?  A  people  flourish  in 
proportion  to  their  facilities  of  intercommunication.  Living 
strangers  to  each  other,  they  feel  as  though  they  had  no  interests 
in  common ;  and  incline  to  oppose  a  measure  that  will  benefit 
the  man  just  across  the  ridge,  because  they  cannot  see  any 
possible  advantage  it  may  be  to  themselves.  But  the  construc- 
tion of  a  Street,  of  the  character  and  dimensions  of  Park 
Avenue,  which  shall  afford  an  easy  and  safe  passage  from  West 
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Boylston  on  the  West;  to  Lincoln  Street  on  the  East; 

would  be  a  pubHc  improvement  so  obviously  useful ;  which  is 
even  now  almost  indispensable ;  that  the  most  inveterate  grum- 
bler would  be  stricken  dumb.  The  faith  of  the  COMMISSION  in 
the  ultimate  good  sense  of  their  fellow-citizens  has  never 
wavered.  They  feel  as  well  assured  now,  of  the  construction  of 
the  proposed  AvENUE ;  from  West  to  East,  in  North  Wor- 
cester ;  as  the)'  were  ever,  when  ridicule  assailed  its  earliest 
mention  by  them,  that  the  superb  Street  along  the  western  side, 
which  now  finds  universal  acceptance,  would  be  imperatively 
demanded  and  certainly  built.  And,  indeed,  there  can  be  no 
alternative.  A  single  broad  Avenue  will  suffice  :  supplying  the 
place  of  a  multitude  of  cow-paths  and  lanes;  giving  character 
to  the  entire  section ;  and  affording  the  local  population  full 
assurance  that  they  are  valued  for  other  reasons  than  because 
they  pay  a  certain  sum  in  taxes.  The  municipal  government 
should  be  blessed  as  a  general  benefit:  not  endured  as  a  local 
burden  that  cannot  be  thrown  off. 

The  development  of  Elm  Park  has  progressed  steadily. 
The  task  of  excavating  an  additional  and  final  Pool,  towards  the 
Northern  end  of  the  territory;  commenced  in  the  mild  spell  of 
weather  that  succeeded  the  first  snow-fall ;  greatly  to  the  surprise 
•of  the  Commission  was  at  no  time  prevented, — scarcely  even 
interrupted  by  cold  or  storm.  The  ground  itself  offered  unusual 
facilities  for  working.  Drainage  already  existed,  along  the  course 
of  the  artificial  outlet ;  and  the  soil  needed  neither  to  be  paved 
nor  puddled,  to  furnish  a  solid  bottom.  Large  amounts  of 
fairly  good  earth  became  available,  wherewith  to  grade  the  plots 
beside  Highland  and  Agricultural  Streets)  which,  if  compelled 
to  await  the  purchase  of  dirt,  might  be  unfilled  to  this  day.  The 
Highland  .SV/r^*/ plot  met  an  imperative  need.  The  COMMISSION 
have  kept  pretty  close  watch  of  the  improvements  upon  the 
'•'Island;"  so-called,  it  is  presumed,  because,  when  not  sur- 
rounded by  water,  it  is  submerged.  They  had  bargained  for 
-one  thousand  Norway  Maples :  designing  them,  when  sufficiently 
grown,  for  Millbury,  Ouinsigamond,  and  Vernon  Avenues,  with 
their  direct  affluents.    Those  maples  were  delivered  just  after  a 
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snow  storm,  in  the  latter  part  of  March,  had  covered  what  frost 
still  remained  in  the  earth.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  loose  deposit 
already  specified,  there  would  have  been  difficulty  enough,  if  not 
even  distrust  or  hopelessness,  o^"  saving  such  untimely  stock. 
As  it  happened,  they  could  be  heeled  in: — and  very  shortly 
thereafter,  in  the  advancing  Spring,  they  could  be  planted  out. 
Owing  to  the  care  and  skill  of  Mr.  Charles  Madaus,  in  whose 
charge  they  were,  so  few  perished  that  the  COMMISSION  have 
not  computed  the  percentage.  They  grew  well,  appeared  thor- 
oughly rooted  and  thrifty  in  the  Autumn,  and  should  be  fit  for 
their  intended  location,  some  while  before  that  is  hkely  to  be  fit 
for  them. 

The  new,  or  Angular  Pool,  (arbitrary  names  answer  as  well 
as  others  for  simple  designation),  occupies  an  area  of  thirty-six 
thousand  four  hundred  and  four  (36,404)  square  feet — more  or 
less — according  to  the  precision  with  which  its  retaining  walls 
were  "built.  Those  walls,  strongly  laid  by  J/r.  Steven  Rowe ; 
who  has  constructed  so  much  of  the  dry  masonry  within  the 
limits  of  the  PARK;  were  so  planned  that  when  finished,  they 
should  afford  a  foot-walk  three  feet  wide  throughout.  Carefully 
and  solidly  built  of  heavy  stone ;  built,  too,  against  a  bank  of 
stiff  clay,  or  bog-iron  ore;  it  is  unlikely  that  they  will  need  re- 
pair soon,  if  ever.  The  COMMISSION  have  leariied,  from  dire 
experience  of  the  soil  wherewith  they  have  to.  deal  in  Elm  Park^ 
that  it  can  be  treated  in  but  one  way: — it  must  be  mastered! 
Here,  you  can  strike  fire  with  a  pick  axe  as  from  flint;  but  a  few- 
rods  off,  possibly  yards,  thirty  feet  of  gas  pipe  will  pierce  the  peat 
as-  if  it  were  so  much  butter.  And  yet,  the  COMMISSION  would 
have  been  obliged  to  relinquish  their  task,  long  since,  but  for 
that  very  diversity.  The  bog-iron  ore  crumbled  into  a  nice  red 
gravel,  that  supplied  finer  materials  for  Paths  than  money  could 
buy.  The  soft  peat,  mixed  with  manure  and  turned  over  as- 
compost,  formed  those  mounds  and  pits  which  were  such 
attractive  and  congenial  homes  for  the  Geranium  or  lY^tunia;: 
thereafter  yielding  suitable  and  ripe  food,  or  shelter,  for  the  Lily^ 
Pa^ony,  or  Tulip.  Homely  proverbs  are  but  the  echo,  or  tradi^ 
tions,of  household  truth.    And  so,  one  hand  was  made  to  wash

the  other.  It  is  not  so  very  long — say  a  twelvemonth — since  a 
writer  in  a  local  newspaper  contrasted  the  work  that  had  been 
done  upon  the  Public  Grounds  of  Worcester  to  its  disadvantage, 
with  what  he  had  been  pleased  to  observe  in  and  about  the  Pub- 
lic Garden  of  Boston.  None  are  better  aware  than  this  COM- 
MISSION of  the  natural  drawbacks  under  which  they  labor. 
Born  in  Worcester,  they  cannot  help  being  rustics.  The  good 
old  town  begets  Governors ;  supplies  Senators ;  adapts  law  to 
the  Federal  exigencies;  and  has  even  been  sought  to  fill  vacan- 
cies upon  the  Judicial  bench,  when  the  Commonwealth  knew  not 
where  else  to  turn.  But,  in  a  matter  of  taste,  faugh  !  set  up  her 
ebenezer  against  aesthetic  Athens  ! 

Nevertheless, — the  Commission  of  Public  Grounds,  of  the 
City  of  Worcester,  dare  to  attempt  the  shield  of  the  Templar. 
Organized  as  at  present; — within  the  last  ten  years  they  have 
taken  the  COMMON,  theretofore  formless  and  void  ; — have  filled 
it,  raised  it  to  a  proper  grade  and,  in  fact,  constructed  it  anew. 
Its  Paths  have  been  laid  out;  its  Gutters  paved  with  ocean- 
washed  stone ;  its  lawns  leveled,  sown  to  grass,  and  transformed 
from  an  eyesore  to  a  pleasant  landscape.  Elm  Park  was  taken 
in  hand — only  within  the  last  six  (6)  years  :  the  results  are  open 
for  inspection.  Much  that  was  acccomplishcd  during  the  first 
three  (3)  years,  can  never  be  retraced  upon  the  chart;  and 
endures  fresh  in  but  few  memories.  The  almost  hopeless  exca- 
vations in  bottomless  ooze — with  hands  stiffened  by  frost  as  the 
sun  $et,  or  feet  drenched  in  water  as  he  rose ;  the  treachery  of 
the  soil,  where  dykes  slid  in  upon  the  workman,  whose  sole 
chance  of  progress  was  to  mine  by  a  system  of  segments  as 
from  a  honey  comb;  with  no  foundation  whereon  to  build  but 
unfathomable  mud ;  and  which  yet,  from  being  fathomless 
seemed  to  be  rendered  buoyant,  as  even  the  specific  gravity  of 
a  stone  is  counterpoised  in  water.  A  neat  and  substantial  bridge 
built,  where  thirty  (30)  feet  of  boring-rod  detected  no  hard 
bottom  ;  yet  built  to  endure — without  piles  !  The  earth  needed 
to  be  reconstructed,  so  to  speak.  And  the  COMMLSSION  know, 
whether  others  see  it  or  not,  that  the  arduous  task  has  been  per- 
formed thoroughly  and  economically. 
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XTonsider  now,  the  Public  Garden  of  Boston,  which  excites  so 
tnuch  admiration  among  a  class  of  people  who  are  fond  of  eat- 
ing their  cake  and — keeping  it !  and  who  seldom  realize,  until 
too  late,  that  ''far-fetched  is  dear  bought!"  The  very  territory, 
-early  granted  by  the  Town  of  Boston  as  the  site  for  a  Rope- 
Walk,  was  subsequently  re-purchased,  during  the  Mayoralty  of 
Josiah  Quincy,  Senior,  for  the  sum  of  fifty-four  thousand  dollars, 
($54,000).  Years  afterwards,  an  Iron  Fence  was  built  around 
it  at  a  cost  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  ($25,000).  Flower 
beds  and  Paths  were  laid  out,  from  time  to  time,  and  five  (5) 
:^ranite  basins  with  fountains  constructed :  the  expense,  doubt- 
less large,  not  being  specified  in  the  somewhat  minute  article 
from  which  these  facts  are  condensed.  Add  to  all  this  the 
massive  Bridge,  whose  construction  must  have  required  a  pretty 
Vpenny ;  and  we  come  down  to  a  date  at  which  exact  figures 
abegin  to  confront  the  modern  Athenian.  The  following  state- 
ment shows  the  cost  for  the  past  eleven  seasons ; — the  financial 
year  of  Boston  beginning  May  1st,  and  ending  on  the  30th  of 
April,  subsequent:

The  cost  for  the  season  ending  April  80,  a.  d.,  1881,  was 
Toughly  computed  at  from  $12,000  to  $15,000.  And  every 
-cent  of  this  expenditure,  mind  you  !  upon  the  Public  Garden, 
only, — twenty-four  and  one-quarter  (24^)  acres  of  land.  Our 
own  Elm  Park  comprises  an  area,  larger  by  three  and  one- 
-quarter  (3i)  acres.  Upon  it  nothing  was  done,  or  attempted, 
suntil  the  winter  of  1874; — when,  in  consequence  of  the  dis- 
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tress  assumed  to  prevail  from  lack  of  employment,  the  City 
Council  adopted  the  following: 

Ordered, — that  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Highways  be,  and  they  hereby- 
are,  authorised,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Commission  of  Public  Grounds,  tttv 
cause  the  earth  to  be  excavated  and  spread,  in  Elm  Park,  in  such  places  and  Xxa, 
svich  extent  as  said  Commission  shatl  direct:  the  expense  not  to  exceed  Two  Thoiia- 
sand  Dollars  ($2,000:)  and  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Shade  Trees  an^J^ 
Public  Grounds,  when  such  appropriation  shall  be  made." 

Such  eleemosynary  labor  was  not  likely  to  tire  itself;  and  it: 
easily  wearied  in  well-doing.  However,  a  great  pile  of  dirt  was. 
heaped  up,  which  this  COMMISSION  had  to  spread,  subsequently^ 
at  considerable  extra  cost.  The  sum  charged,  to  the  COMMIS- 
SION for  that  out-door  Relief  was  $1867.76:  to  which  shouldv 
be  added  $134.00,  the  amount  spent  for  Plank  and  Wheel- 
barrows ;  all  which  were  finally  carted  to  the  City  Barn^  audi 
so  forever  lost  to  the  Public  Grounds.  But  the  excavation  re- 
mained;  and,  enlarged  as  it  has  been,  subsequently,  from  year- 
to  year,  became  agreeably  manifest  in  the  Pools:  whose  waters^. 
sparkle  in  the  Summer  sun;  or,  frozen,  yield  convenient  and. 
safe  skating  throughout  the  Winter.  The  Pond,  in  the  Public 
Garden  of  Boston,  is  represented  as  measuring  Three  and  One-> 
Quarter  (oj)  acres.  The  Pools  in  Elm  Park  are  somewhat  xYh 
excess  of  Three  and  One-Half  (oj)  Acres,  and  lack  something^ 
like  a  half  acre  of  their  proposed  dimensions.  Of  course, — 
no  contrast  is  intended  between  that  elaborate  Garden  and  owr 
own  unpretending  Park.  It  was  considered  pertinent  to  shoikir 
what  had  to  be  done,  in  either  case;  and  to  indicate,  in  soiiiQ 
faint  degree,  the  proportion  of  achievement  to  available  meaiis.^ 
The  appropriation  for  this  Commission,  are  meant  to  be  ap- 
plied to  its  entire  work.  The  development  of  Elm  Park  can- 
not be  allowed  to  absorb  the  whole  sum,  whatever  that  may  be.. 
The  planting  and  care  of  Shade-Trees ;  with  incessant  if  irreg- 
idar  charges  for  pruning  decayed  or  dangerous  limbs;  ini-s 
poses  a  sure  and  inevitable  burden.  The  proper  care  of  the- 
Common,  occupies  the  time  of  one  man,  at  least,  whose  labor- 
must  be  paid  for.  At  this  present  writing,  all  the  workmen  iitv 
the  service  of  the  COMMISSION  are  engaged,  and  bid  fair  to  he;  : 
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for  a  while,  in  rendering  the  Walks  merely  practicable.  These 
are  constant  expenses,  petty  in  detail,  yet  combining  to  foot  up 
a  large  aggregate,  that  can  never  be  estimated  in  advance. 
Theft  and  damage  occasioned  an  outlay  of  nearly  Thirty  Dol- 
lars ($30)  in  a  single  year,  upon  the  Pumps  on  the  COMMON 
and  in  Elm  Park.  Add,  to  all  this,  the  purchase  and  setting- 
out  of  Shade-Trees  along  our  principal  thoroughfares,  for  an 
indefinite  amount  of  which  expenditure  the  COMMISSION  esti- 
mate and  allow  annually ;  and  it  will  be  evident  that  there  is 
not  much  opportunity  for  extravagance.  Indeed, — the  COM- 
MISSION, resolute  not  to  exceed  their  appropriation,  often  find 
themselves  constrained  to  the  practice  of  a  frugality,  that  is  only 
not  parsimony,  because  there  is  in  it  no  taint  of  meanness.  The 
cost  of  their  every  plan  of  ornamentation  could  not  be  more 
painfully  studied,  had  they  reason  to  believe  that  each  dollar 
would  be  their  last.  Thus  harshly  cramped,  it  is  only  astonish- 
ing that  their  landscape  has  not  approved  itself  more  inflexible 
than  the  stiffest  outlines  of  Le  Notre. 

The  Commission  have  possessed  neither  hot-bed  nor  cold 
frame.  What  bulbs  or  cuttings  the  Chairman  could  preserve 
in  his  own  cellar,  or  multiply,  in  the  little  conservatory  attached 
to  his  own  home ;  have  been  so  kept  and  propagated  with  the 
seedlings  which  he  was  always  glad  to  start.  Every  Aquilegia 
in  Elm  Park,  during  the  past  two  years,  was  thus  originated. 
Of  course,  there  need  be  no  other  limit  to  the  quantity  of 
plants  in  the  Public  Garden,  of  Boston,  than  what  can  be  de- 
rived from  the  Hot  or  Cold  Houses  and  the  force  employed  in 
them  and  always  within  call.*  Bulbs  are  cheap  enough,  when 
there  are  no  strings  to  the  purse ;  and  a  brilliant  temporary  dis- 
play, whether  of  the  Tulip,  or  Gladiolus,  is  much  more  a  mat- 
ter of  dollars  and  cents  than  a  test  of  proficiency  in  Floricul- 
ture. This  Commission,  being  in  hearty  accord  with  the  recent 
Floral  Renaissance,  have  striven  chiefly  to  collect  and  establish 


*The  average  number  of  men  employed  upon  the  "Common  and  Public  Grounds," 
of  Boston,  for  ten  (10)  months  ending  January  20,  1880,  was  Five  Hundred  and 
Forty-Five  (646)  ! !  upon  the  Public  Grounds  of  Worcester,  Five !

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a  full  and  thrifty  growth  of  the  newer  flowering  Shrubs  that 
have  been  found  suited  to  our  climate ;  and  a  display,  as  com- 
plete as  possible,  of  those  herbaceous  biennials,  or  perennials, 
which  constituted  the  charms  of  our  older  Gardens  ;  and  which, 
in  their  manifold  varieties  ;  cross-bred  or  sports  ;  will  combine 
to  impart  such  glowing  attractions  in  this  present  year  of  our 
Lord.  Aqiiilegia,  and  DiantJms ;  Lilium  and  Pceonia;  Delphin- 
ium and  Phlox ;  precede  or  follow  in  showy  succession :  while 
Lilac y  and  Deutzia;  Weigela,  and  Rhododendron  ;  Althea,  and 
Azalea;  develop  with  a  grand  magnificence  that  immeasurably 
surpasses  all  their  floriage.  The  Commission  will  continue  in 
the  path  marked  out  hitherto ;  not  forgetting  that  tastes  differ 
and  fashions  change ;  and  that  the  merely  cunning  trick  of 
carpet  bedding  would  doubtless  find  favor  with  some,  although 
the  barbarous  practice  is  rapidly  declining.  But,  Beauty  itself 
is  of,  and  for,  all  time  ;  and  they  can  never  go  far  amiss,  who 
love  it  for  its  own  fair  sake.  Nevertheless,  it  is  as  true  now, 
as  of  yore, — in  floriculture  as  in  war; — ''Let  not  him  that 
girdeth  on  his  harness  boast  himself  as  he  that  putteth  it  off!" 
Those  who  put  in  honest  work,  with  sincere  aims,  whether  in 
Boston  or  Worcester,  will,  in  all  likelihood,  achieve  most  and 
best.  After  so  much  accomplishment,  the  querulous  carping  of 
grumblers  and  criticasters  must  needs  merit  and  receive  slight 
attention. 

The  entire  appropriation  for  the  Public  Grounds  and  Shade- 
Trees,  during  the  last  Seven  (7)  years;  within  which  period 
has  been  achieved  all  that  has  been  done  upon  Elm  Park ;  were 
as  follows  :  —

"And  brought  forth  fruit — some  an  hundred  fold." 

It  is  with  inexpressible  satisfaction  that  the  COMMISSION  have 
noticed  the  rapid  spread  of  the  gospel  heretofore  expounded  in 
these  Reports.  Part  of  the  seed  fell  by  the  wayside,  and  lost 
its  vitality  under  harsh  exposure.  But  other  some  was  sown 
by  Sir  Arthur  Helps:  and  being  incorporated  in  Hudson's 
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Reader^  it  may  be  hoped,  ordinary  luck  attending  it,  that  it  will 
take  root  and  flourish  in  our  High  School.  How  true  is  it,  in 
this  as  in  so  many  other  cases  that  it  was  ''builded  wiser  than 
they  knew!"  There  may  have  been  good  reasons  for  rejecting 
the  stone :  nevertheless,  had  there  been  a  serious  flaw  in  it,  it 
would  never  have  become  the  '*  head  of  the  corner."  Now,  let 
the  whole  body  of  Tax  Payers  profit  by  the  instruction  com- 
mended to  our  advanced  youth  ! 

''It  must  not  be  supposed  that  works  of  Art  are  the  only,  or 
the  chief,  public  improvements  needed  in  any  country.  Where- 
ever  men  congregate,  the  elements  become  scarce.  The  sup- 
ply of  Air,  Light,  and  Water,  is  then  a  matter  of  the  highest 
public  importance ;  and  the  magnificent  utilitarianism  of  the 
Romans  should  precede  the  nice  sense  of  beauty  of  the  Greeks. 
Or  rather,  the  former  should  be  worked  out  in  the  latter. 

"In  fine,  the  substantial  improvement,  and  even  the  embel- 
lishment, of  towns,  is  a  work  which  both  the  central  and  local 
governing  bodies  in  a  country  should  keep  a  steady  hand  upon. 
It  especially  concerns  them.  What  are  they  there  for,  but  to 
do  that  which  individuals  cannot  do.  It  concerns  them,  too,  as 
it  tells  upon  the  health,  morals,  education,  and  refined  pleasures 
of  the  people  they  govern.  In  doing  it,  they  should  avoid 
pedantry,  parsimony,  and  favoritism ;  and  their  mode  of  action 
should  be  large,  considerate,  and  farseeing.  Large ;  inasmuch 
as  they  must  not  easily  be  contented  with  the  second-best  in 
apy  of  their  projects.  Considerate  ;  inasmuch  as  they  have  to 
think  what  their  people  need  most,  not  what  will  make  most 
show.  And  therefore  they  should  be  contented,  for  instance, 
at  their  work  going  on  under  ground,  for  a  time,  or  in  by-ways, 
if  needful ;  the  best  charity  in  public  works,  as  in  private,  being 
often  that  which  courts  least  notice.  Lastly,  —  their  works 
should  be  with  foresight;  recollecting  that  cities  grow  up  about 
us,  like  young  people,  before  we  are  aware  of  it." 

The  Laureate  of  England  indulged,  long  ago,  in  a  "Dream 
of  Fair  Women."  Hard-headed  Yankee  publishers  have  lately 
clothed  that  dream  in  fitting  illusion  ;  and  placed  it,  in  an  cditicni 
de  luxe,  before  the  disciples  of  Calvin  and  Edwards.    The  sue- 
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cess  of  the  venture  might  well  be  predestined ;  for  there  are 
weak  spots  in  the  Thirty-Nine  Articles,  and  diamonds  in  the 
desert.  The  writer  has  dreamed  dreams  of  municipal  improve- 
ment, whereof  many  are  realized ;  and  more  are  likely  to  be ; 
notwithstanding  he  was  denounced,  by  men  who  cumber  the 
earth,  as  a  reckless  spendthrift.  Let  him,  in  addition  to  his 
former  fancies,  see  once  more,  in  visions,  the  future  Worcester ! 
Future — in  the  sense  that  inexorable  necessity  will  compel ; 
immediate  or  more  remote,  as  pinching  parsimony  or  stolid 
unthrift  may  retard  its  progress.  At  his  age — reverting  to  the 
beginning,  and  being  able  to  recall  the  intervals  of  enforced 
stagnation ;  until  now  he  witnesses  a  general  revival  and 
activity  to  which  counting-room,  and  easy  chair,  seem  attentive 
only  as  it  affects  themselves  individually ;  it  is  hard  to  withhold 
the  utterance  of  indignant  comment  upon  that  ignorance,  or 
selfishness,  which  would  cripple  or  mislead.  On  all  sides — the 
hammer  and  trowel ;  constantly  a  centrifugal  motion  from  the 
heart  of  the  town  to  its  suburbs.  The  collective  man,  alone;  — 
the  legal  citizen,  registered  upon  the  voting  list  and  represented 
at  the  City  Hall ;  is  all  that  admits  ineptitude ;  cannot  take  the 
tide  at  its  flood ;  and,  stamping  his  foot  upon  the  hole  in  the 
earth  wherein  his  talent  lies  buried,  congratulates  himself,  poor 
fool !  that  so  much  is  secure  !  But  meanwhile,  in  an  age  of 
struggle  for  precedence,  he  has  lost  the  race  ! 

Yet  the  possible  city  of  the  future  is  beheld,  not  "through  a 
hole  in  the  wall,"  but  with  merely  human  prescience,  in  this 
valley  of  the  Upper  Blackstone  ;  at  the  foot  of  the  same  symmet- 
rical hills ;  but  how  changed  !  That  Avenue,  so  long  hoped 
for,  at  last  completed,  fulfills  every  promise  of  its  projectors, 
even  the  most  sanguine.  And,  furnishing  a  ready  way  for 
traffic  or  transit,  it  reminds  those  who  are  in  the  constant  enjoy- 
ment of  its  facilities,  how  much  they  owe  to  the  prophets  who 
never  saw  the  promised  land  but  in  moments  of  rapt  inspira- 
tion. ICncompassing  the  whole  territory,  its  scope  suffices  for 
the  most  ambitious  expansion  ;  nor  yet,  in  direction,  or  radius, 
fails  to  meet,  or  even  anticipate,  all  possible  wants  of  generations 
to  come.    Along,  over,  and  across  it,  are  borne  the  throngs  that 
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would  fain  reach  the  Lake,  in  season  for  the  first  race  in  the 
pending  Regatta.  For,  by  that  time,  the  Causeway  has  been 
pierced  with  the  series  of  Inverted  Arches,  so  often  advocated 
in  these  Reports ;  and  the  Athletes  of  the  whole  Republic  are 
eager  to  test  sinew  and  skill  over  a  course,  whose  fame  has 
grown  world-wide,  and  wherefrom  chicanery  and  fraud  are  sternly 
and  rigidly  excluded.  The  Lake-sides  are  crowned  with  the 
homes  of  a  happy  population,  to  whom  the  aspect  of  Nature, 
in  her  brightest  loveliness,  is  a  common  and  continual  enjoy- 
ment. As  by  the  Lakes  in  Central  New  York,  the  slopes  are 
covered  with  vineyards ;  persistence  having  developed  varieties 
sure  to  perfect  their  fruit,  in  similar  exposures ;  and  the  keen 
aptness  of  our  people  not  suffering  the  lesson  to  be  lost.  The 
Peach — of  yore  so  prolific  in  all  the  lacustrine  towns,  again 
affords  the  harvest  for  which  Grafton  and  Shrewsbury,  scarcely 
knowing  why,  were  always  noted.  Access  was  rendered  easy ; 
and  man  entered  in  and  possessed  the  land,  before  surrendered 
to  the  huckleberry  and  white  birch.  The  valley  hitherward  may 
be  darkened  by  the  smoke  of  a  hundred  furnaces ;  but,  over  by 
the  Lake,  the  sun  shall  lighten  up  a  landscape  dotted  with  the 
picturesque  dwellings  of  a  community  that  first  found  out,  and 
thereafter  profited  by  the  knowledge,  that  it  is  not  all  of  life  to 
live.  That  there  are  amenities  and  pleasures  to  be  experienced, 
while  life  is  fleeting ;  which,  like  the  silver  lining  to  the  cloud 
will,  if  welcomed,  irradiate  the  darkest  gloom. 

And  the  Seer  notes,  also,  that  in  such,  not  remote,  future,  the 
Law  of  Eminent  Domain  has  received  a  new  and  enlightened 
application.  Whereby  large  and  pure  streams  of  water  are  no 
longer  suffered  to  run  to  waste  over  mill-wheels,  but  are  stored 
up  and  retained  for  the  myriad  domestic  uses  of  the  great  com- 
munities that  have  hived  along  their  course.  The  superior 
necessity  dominates  the  less.  The  factory  must  avail  itself  of 
the  more  modern  power  of  steam.  For  the  aggregated  inhabi- 
tants, the  people,  cannot  consent  to  be  fleeced,  in  a  perennial 
tribute,  for  every  drop  of  an  indispensable  element  that  shall, 
can,  or  ever  may,  fall  from  propitious  skies.  Some  rights  or 
titles  are  concessions — vested  indeed,  and  properly  enough  niat- 
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ters  of  bargain  and  sale :  being  also  contingent  upon  bank- 
ruptcy. Other  some  are  imprescriptible ;  a  portion  of  the 
popular  prerogative,  or  sovereignty  ;  and  therefore,  if  ever  alien- 
ated, lapsed,  or  derogated  from,  liable  to  be  resumed  at  will. 
And,  of  these  latter,  is  the  title  to  the  waters  of  the  Blackstone ; 
which,  finding  their  sources  in  the  pellucid  fountains  that  flow 
from  Asnebumskit,  at  an  elevation  commensurate  with  our 
necessities,  descend  a  gentle  but  continuous  declivity,  to  mingle 
with  the  village  excrement  and  wool-yelk  held  in  solution  by 
Kettle  Brook. 

When  the  acquisition  of  Newton  Hill  was  first  recommended 
by  this  Commission,  a.  D.,  1871,  the  following  argument  was 
advanced : 

"  If  the  entire,  or  even  a  major  part,  of  the  water  supply  of 
the  City  is  to  be  derived  from  Leicester,  that  Hill  must  be  inval- 
uable in  the  immediate  future,  as  the  site  for  a  Reservoir  which 
shall  hold  a  temporary  store  against  emergencies,  and  also  aid 
in  equalizing  the  pressure  throughout  that  broad  arc  in  which 
the  western  suburbs  are  comprised,  and  in  the  chord  subtending 
which  it  is  the  most  salient  feature." 

With  how  much  greater  force  does  this  reasoning  apply,  now 
that  it  becomes  so  plainly  evident  that  the  future  ample  supply 
of  pure  water  must  be  sought,  where  it  was  always  to  be  found, 
between  Holden  and  Paxton,  at  the  fountains  of  the  Blackstone, 
on  the  north  eastern  slopes  of  Asnebumskit.  Gravitation  deliv- 
ers that  water,  sparkling  from  its  untainted  sources,  upon  the 
top  of  Newton  Hill — six  hundred  and  seventy-two  and  twenty- 
nine  one-hundredths  (672f(fo)  ^eet  above  tide  water;  or  five 
and  seventy-nine  one-hundredths  feet  above  high  water 

at  Bell  Pond.  The  Reservoir,  so  often  predicted,  has  been  con- 
sructed  upon  the  summit  of  that  Hill.  Massive  enough  to  en- 
dure pressure  and  sufficiently  large  for  its  special  needs.  Mains  ex- 
tend from  it  through  Park  Avenue,  North  and  South,  while  east- 
ward, conducting  pipes  radiate  throughout  every  street,  perfect- 
ing the  circulation  and  imparting  a  sense  of  actual  security  from 
fire,  hitherto  a  stranger.  The  Seer  of  to-day  does  not  repeat 
himself,  although  reaffirming  every  prediction  of  old.  Adown 
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that  eminence,  thus  crowned  with  a  distributing  Reservoir,  will 
flow  steady  streams  adequate  whether  for  ornament  or  use ; 
convenient  for  the  Jets  in  the  Park  ;  or  ready,  upon  the  instant, 
to  suppress  an  incipient  conflagration. 

'This  Commission  has  indulged  in  no  visions  to  mislead  the 
unwary.  Its  suggestions  have  ever  been  the  fruit  of  the  most 
mature  deliberation.  Proposing  only  improvements  of  a  mate- 
rial and  substantial  character,  it  has  justified  its  action  by 
explaining  their  close  connection  with  the  appearance  of  the 
Worcester  of  the  future.' 

Those  remarks,  expressed  in  their  Annual  Report,  A.  D.,  1874, 
are  reiterated  all  the  more  confidently,  that  Time  has  tested 
their  truth. 

The  present  generation  has  been  largely  true  to  its  opportu- 
nities. So  far  as  this  Commission  has  felt  free  to  make 
suggestions,  it  has  found  them  adopted  and  carried  out  with 
singular  frequency.  It  cherishes  abiding  faith  that,  as  it  is  now, 
so  shall  it  be,  ever.  And,  in  such  conviction;  that  Worcester 
will  neither  falter  nor  recede,  as  long  as  the  heart  is  borne  so 
proudly  upon  her  escutcheon,  as  her  civic  emblem ;  the  head 
may  well  acquiesce  and  rest  content.

JOINT  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

ON  W^ATER. 


To  ike  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester. 

In  conformity  with  an  Orclinance  of  the  City,  the  Joint  Staiid" 
ing  Committee  on  Water  submit  their  Report,  with  those  of  the 
Water  Commissioner,  Water  Registrar,  and  City  Engineer  for 
the  year  ending  November  30th,  1880. 

Water  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  the  past  year  has  been  ample  and  of 
excellent  quality,  and  in  consideration  of  the  unusual  drought 
the  past  season,  a  state  of  things  not  enjoyed  by  many  towns 
and  cities  in  New  England  ;  and  our  city  is  fortunate  in  not 
being  forced  to  resort  to  other  than  our  regular  sources.  The 
constant  increase  in  the  number  of  water  takers,  and  the 
demands  which  are  continually  arising  for  the  consumption  of 
water,  warns  us  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  a  greater 
supply  will  be  needed.  An  order  was  passed  by  the  City 
Council  authorizing  their  committee  to  investigate  and  report

upon  an  additional  water  supply,  and  you  were  invited  to 
accompany  them  to  the  various  sources  from  which  such  supply 
might  be  obtained.  The  visit  was  made  November  12th,  and 
was  fruitful  in  many  respects,  and  better  information  as  to  the 
character  and  extent  of  the  different  water  sources  was  derived 
than  otherwise  wouy  have  been  obtained.  In  compliance  with 
the  order,  the  Committee  will  submit  a  report  to  the  Council 
as  early  as  practicable. 

The  Reservoirs. 

The  condition  of  Lynde  Brook  and  Hunt  Reservoirs  is  satis- 
factory, and  great  improvements  have  been  made  at  the  former 
by  removing  accumulations  of  various  natures,  burning  over  the 
ground  and  grubbing  around  the  shores.  The  channel  lately 
completed  below  the  road  under  the  direction  of  the  Commis- 
sioner, will  prove  a  benefit  in  several  ways,  and  is  more  pleasing 
to  the  eye  than  the  irregular  brook  of  former  days. 

Bell  Pond  'Reservoir  needs  attention,  and  should  more  vege- 
table matter  be  removed,  the  quality  of  the  water  would  be 
better  than  at  present.  The  Lunatic  Hospital  derives  a  sole 
supply  from  this  source,  and  the  objectionable  state  of  the 
water  for  a  short  period  this  season  was  a  serious  inconvenience. 
A  temporary  line  of  pipe  was  laid  on  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
through  which  water  was  furnished  from  the  high  service  in  sub- 
stitution, but  ov/ing  to  the  pressure  being  too  powerful  for  the 
plumbing  in  the  Hospital,  was  used  but  little. 

The  Department. 

The  affairs  of  the  Department  have  been  managed  satisfacto- 
rily, and  for  details  we  refer  to  the  reports  of  the  Commissioner 
and  Registrar.  The  introduction  of  water  to  Quinsigamond, 
the  extension  of  pipes  on  Lincoln  and  Shrewsbury  Streets,  and 
also  on  Messenger's  Hill,  were  operations  which  drew  largely 
from  the  Appropriation  for  Construction,  but  will  eventually 
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prove  a  great  benefit  to  the  city  as  well  as  an  addition  to  the 
revenue. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  Sinking  Funds  from  the  re- 
ceipts for  water  rates  the  past  year,  was  $43,371.62.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

WATER  COMMISSIONER. 


To  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water. 

I  respectfully  present  the  annual  report  of  the  Commissioner 
for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1880. 

The  clearing  of  the  reservoir  and  land  surrounding  it,  haS' 
been  continued  as  in  previous  years  so  far  as  could  be  done 
with  the  help  employed. 

The  rain  fall  at  the  reservoir  as  recorded  is  thirty-nine  and 
nine-tenths  (39.9)  inches. 

Bell  Pond 

has  not  been  used  in  the  city,  but  has  supplied  the  Lunatic 
Hospital  as  formerly.  In  September  the  color,  odor  and  taste 
of  the  v^ater  was  so  offensive  that  the  Trustees  requested  some 
measures  be  taken  to  give  them  a  different  supply  until  a  change 
should  occur  in  the  water.  A.  temporary  connection  was  made 
by  la3.qng  pipe  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  reservoir,  connecting 
with  the  sixteen-inch  pipe  from  Eastern  Avenue  and  the  twelve- 
inch  in  Belmont  street,  to  furnish  water  from  the  high  service. 
This  pressure  proved  too  severe  for  the  plumbing  in  the  Hospi-^ 
tal,  and  the  sixteen-inch  cement  pipe  required  so  much  repairing 
that  this  pressure  was  notusedbut  about  one  day,  when  their  sup- 
ply was  again  taken  from  Bell  Pond,  except  for  drinking  pur- 
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poses.  This  experiment  shows  that  to  use  the  pipe  from  Bell 
Pond  to  Eastern  avenue  for  more  pressure  than  that  of  Bell 
Pond  it  will  require  extensive  repairs  the  entire  length  or  be  re- 
placed by  a  new  line  of  pipe.

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There  was  laid  in  seventeen  different  streets  four  thousand 
five  hundred  and  one  (4,501)  feet  of  one-inch,  and  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty-nine  (359)  feet  of  two-inch  pipe  for  temporary 
mains,  the  parties  supplied  paying  for  the  labor.

All  of  the  hydrants  have  received  the  usual  care.  Nineteen 
have  been  taken  out  and  replaced  with  new.  Forty-five  (45)  hy- 
drant boxes,  fifty-four  (54)  gate  boxes  and  sixty-three  (63)  stop 
boxes  have  been  replaced. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (229)  services  have  been  put 
in.  Amount  of  pipe  laid,  eleven  thousand  three  hundred  and 
seventy  and  forty-one  hundredths  (11,370.41)  feet,  or  two  and 
fifteen  hundredths  (2.15)  miles.    Five  thousand  two  hundred 
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thirty-seven  and  five  tenths  (5,237.5)  feet  at  the  expense  of  the 
city,  and  six  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  and  ninety- 
one  hundredths  (6,132.91)  feet  paid  for  by  individuals. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  (158)  services  have  been  cleaned 
out. 

The  pump  house  at  New  Worcester  was  partially  burned  June 
25,  and  would  have  been  entirely  destroyed  but  for  the  timely 
discovery  of  the  fire  by  the  watchman  at  the  works  of  L.  Goes 
&  Co.,  who  gave  the  alarm.  The  injury  to  the  pumps  was 
slight.  The  building  was  repaired  at  a  cost  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy  and  ninety  one-hundredths  ($170.90)  dollars.  Number 
of  meters  set,  three  hundred  thirty-three  (333)  ;  whole  number 
now  in  use,  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one  (3791). 

Eighty-six  leaks  have  been  repaired.  On  iron  pipe  eleven, 
viz. :  joints,  ten ;  plug,  one.  The  joints  were  repaired  by 
redriving  the  lead,  and  a  new  plug  was  used  in  place  of  wood. 
These  leaks  were  small,  and  most  of  them  repaired  without 
depriving  any  one  of  water.  On  cement-lined  pipe,  fifty-two, 
viz.:  joints,  fifteen  ;  rust,  thirty -seven.  Fifteen  new  joints  were 
made  and  in  thirty-three  cases  of  rust  nev/  cast-iron  pipe  was 
used.  The  cost  of  repairs  upon  the  cement  pipe  is  largely  in 
excess  of  that  on  cast-iron,  the  extra  time  required  to  do  the 
work,  the  expense  of  repairing  streets,  and  the  damage  done  to 
private  property,  are  items  of  considerable  expense,  while  it 
often  happens  that  manufacturing  and  business  interests  suffer 
in  consequence  of  the  repairs.  The  frequency  and  extent  of  re- 
pairs upon  this  pipe  increase  the  longer  it  is  in  use,  and  it  may 
be  necessary  before  long  to  relay  some  of  the  streets  with  new 
pipe.  On  service  pipe  eighteen  :  lead  connection,  twelve  ;  split, 
two;  thimble  coupling,  stop,  rust  and  union,  one  each.  The 
value  of  stock  and  tools  on  hand  November  30  is  twenty-four 
thousand  one  hundred  twenty-four  and  forty-one  hundredths 
dollars. 

The  four-inch  pipe  in  Summer  street  from  J^elmont  to  Pros- 
pect street;  in  Exchange  street  from  Main  to  Union;  and  in 
Mechanic  street  from  Main  to  Church  street,  is  badly  filled  up, 
so  as  to  seriously  affect  the  pressure  at  the  hydrants  in  case  of 
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fire,  and  two  or  more  hydrants  should  be  in  use  at  the  same 
time.  It  would  be  best  to  relay  these  streets  with  a  pipe  of 
larger  size ;  when  Exchange  street  is  relaid  the  pipe  should  be 
extended  from  Union  street  to  Blackstone  street.  The  six-inch 
pipe  in  Vine  street  should  be  extended  from  Foundry  to  Frank- 
iin  street. 

The  extension  of  mains  to  Fairmount  or  Messenger  Hill,  and 
increased  consumption  of  water  in  the  north  part  of  the  city, 
now  supplied  by  the  four-inch  pipe  in  Prescott  street,  reduces 
the  pressure  so  much  that  a  larger  pipe  will  have  to  be  laid  in 
Prescott  street,  or  the  main  in  Grove  street  extended  about 
fifteen  hundred  (1500)  feet.  At  a  fire  on  Grove  street  last  sum- 
iner  only  one  hydrant  could  be  used. 

A  new  pipe  should  be  laid  in  Hanover  street  from  Belmont  to 
Glen  street  this  next  season. 

A  part  of  Piedmont  street  has  been  raised,  so  the  water  pipe 
is,  in  some  places,  about  twelve  feet  below  the  grade  of  the 
street.  The  close  proximit)^  of  the  water  pipe  and  sewer  might 
allow  a  leak  to  remain  a  long  time  without  being  discovered.

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To  the  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Water, 

Gentlemen  :— In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
II,  Chapter  68,  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  City — -the  following 
report  is  subniitted  :  — 

The  water  in  the  Lynde  Brook  reservoir,  December  1st  of 
the  present  year,  stood  lOx^oiy  feet  below  the  roUway  ;  this  would 
give  a  depth  of  water  in  the  reservoir  of  21yo%  feet,  represent- 
ing a  capacity  of  222,103,588  gallons,  or  74  days'  supply,  call- 
ing the  rate  of  consumption  3,000,000  gallons  per  day.  The 
water  in  the  reservoir,  December  1st,  1879,  stood  10.08  feet 
below  the  rollway,  or  5.56  feet  higher  than  at  the  same  date 
of  this  year.  The  highest  point  reached  b}^  the  water  during; 
the  year  was  on  May  4th,  when  it  stood  .58  feet  beloiv  the  roil- 
v/ay;  it  remained  at  this  height  until  May  6th,  when  it  com- 
menced to  fall  and  das  contituied  to  do  so  up  to  the  present 
time. 

The  amount  of  rain  fall  during  the  year  ending  December 
1st,  1880,  has  been  somewhat  larger  than  the  rain  fall  of  1871). 
The  greatest  amount  of  rain  fall  in  any  one  month  v/as  in  July, 
when  8i\-  inches  of  rain  is  recorded  for  the  month.  The  total 
amount  of  rain  fall  during  the  year  was  38.1)  inches;  tota! 
amount  in  1879  was  35.96  inches.  The  reservoirs  and  dams  have- 
been  examined  by  me  regularly  during  the  year  and  everything 
found  in  satisf^xtory  condition. 
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On  the  15th  of  November  I  received  instructions  from  your 
Committee  "to  make  a  survey  of  the  valley  of  Lynde  Brook 
above  the  present  ressrvoir,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if 
the  waters  of  Kettle  Brook  could  not  be  turned  into  a  reservoir 
above  our  present  storage  basin,  and  also  to  locate  a  basin  if 
possible,  to  store  the  waste  waters  of  Lynde  Brook.  Careful 
surveys  have  been  commenced  and  the  result  will  be  reported 
to  you  as  soon  as  they  are  finished.  As  the  question  of  an 
additional  supply  of  water  is  now  being  considered  by  you,  and 
inasmuch  as  this  question  is  to  be  made  the  subject  of  a  report 
to  the  City  Council  at  some  future  date,  it  would  not  seem  to  be 
advisable  for  me  to  express  my  views  upon  the  subject  in  this 
report.  The  accompanying  table  gives  the  condition  of  the 
supply  in  the  Lynde  Brook  reservoir  for  each  day  in  the  year 
ending  December  1st,  1880.

Gentlemen: — I  respectfully  present  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  November  30th,  1880. 

There  were  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  (234)  applications 
for  water  received  during  the  past  year,  of  which  number  all 
but  one  were  granted  and  the  service  pipes  laid. 

I  rendered  to  the  City  Treasurer  for  collection,  water  bills  as 
follows : 

For  Metered  Water,        7,163,  amounting  to  $66,122  26 

Annual  Rates,  2,358,         -         "  $18,203  54 

Total,  9,521,         -  $84,325  80 

The  water  was  shut  off  from  the  premises  of  thirty-one  (31) 
takers,  on  account  of  over-due  unpaid  bills  for  water,  fixtures 
and  labor  furnished,  and  immediately  turned  on  in  cases  of  set- 
tlement. The  number  of  places  from  which  water  remains  shut 
off  is  three. 

Abatements  amountimg  to  $2,587.50  were  made,  owing  to 
change  of  bills  from  rate  to  meter,  on  account  of  vacant  tene- 
ments, for  correction  of  assessment,  and  for  transfer,  and  in 
accordance  with  orders  of  the  Committee.

The  moderate  price  at  which  meters  are  now  furnished  induces 
nearly  every  applicant  for  water  to  order  one  attached  to  his 
fixtures.  It  was  once  thought  that  the  adjustment  of  water  bills 
by  meter  measurement  would  be  less  difficult  than  otherwise, 
but  on  the  contrary  it  is  attended  with  less  satisfaction,  for  when 
any  inquiry  is  broached  as  to  where  or  how  a  certain  quantity 
of  water  is  used,  the  officials  must  admit  ignorance,  which  inva- 
riably leads  the  inquirer  to  imagine  that  the  meter  is  wrong, 
and  that  he  is  right. 

Experience,  however,  is  a  good  teacher,  and  after  the  pay- 
ment of  one  or  more  excessive  bills  caused  by  carelessness  or 
defective  fixtures,  the  water  taker  learns  that  the  meter  is  his 
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friend  instead  of  his  enemy.  There  is  not  a  meter  in  the  city 
which  will  register  more  water  than  it  delivers,  and  many  per- 
sons who  have  asserted  the  case  to  be  otherwise,  invariably  ad- 
mit their  error  after  an  investigation.  Meters  like  any  other 
machines  are  subject  to  repairs,  and  often  will  cease  registering, 
and  at  the  same  time  deliver  water  to  the  owner  free  of  charge. 
When  this  fact  is  obvious  to  the  department,  the  meter  is  re- 
moved and  repaired,  sometimes  to  the  apparent  surprise  of  the 
possessor,  whose  love  for  the  machine  weakens  as  he  liquidates 
a  bill  for  the  maintenance  thereof  There  is  no  question  but 
that  a  meter  is  an  advantage  to  the  water  taker  as  well  as  to  the 
city,  and  I  consider  the  payment  of  water  bills  by  meter  meas- 
urement to  be  the  most  equitable  mode  of  assessment.

Extract  from  the  Mayor's  Inaugural  Address. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  value  and  the  necessity  of  popular  education  being 
admitted  by  all,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  City  Council  to  appropriate 
whatever  sum  is  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  on 
a  liberal  and  comprehensive  basis.  The  rapid  growth  of  the 
city  brings  a  large  yearly  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
attending  school.  On  the  first  of  October  last  there  were  actually 
in  school  some  eight  hundred  more  pupils  than  at  the  same  date 
the  year  before.  It  should  be  expected  that  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  schools  up  to  the  present  standard  will  be  correspond- 
ingly increased  from  year  to  year.  The  amount  appropriated 
for  school  purposes  last  year  was  $146,000,  the  unexpended 
balance  of  which,  amounting  to  $1,972.03,  was  turned  over  to 
the  sinking  funds.  For  the  coming  year  the  committee  ask  for 
$150,000  for  school  expenses.  This  request  should  be  care- 
fully considered  by  you,  and  if  that  amount  is  found  necessary 
it  should  be  cheerfully  furnished.  Besides  the  expenditures  for 
the  schools  it  will  be  necessary  to  erect  one  or  more  school- 
houses  during  the  present  year.  Already  there  is  a  demand 
from  the  neighborhood  of  the  Adriatic  Mills  and  also  at  New 
Worcester.  School-houses  should  be  built  whenever  and  wher- 
ever they  are  needed.  The  necessity  for  them  grows  out  of  the 
very  prosperity  of  the  city,  and  they  will  yield  a  good  return. 
25 
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During  the  last  year  an  enlargement  of  the  Oxford  street" 
school-house  has  been  made  at  a  cost  of  $16,122.33,  including: 
^team-heating  apparatus,  furniture,  etc.  The  four  new  rooms- 
are  equal  to  a  new  house,  and  the  ward  room  finished  off  in  the: 
basement  of  the  old  building  is  one  of  the  most  commodious  in- 
the  city.  At  Edgeworth  street  school-house  a  similar  enlarge- 
ment of  three  rooms  has  been  made  at  a  cost  of  $5.535.02,,. 
including  furniture.  Both  of  these  additions  have  been  substan- 
tially built,  without  unnecessary  ornamentation,  but  in  good  taste,., 
and  are  thoroughly  convenient. 

After  the  necessary  appropriations  have  been  made  for  the 
schools  your  responsibility  for  them  ceases.  Their  conduct  and" 
internal  management  belong  to  the  School  Committee ;  a  body 
which,  like  ours,  is  responsible  to  its  constituents.  As  parents 
and  citizens,  however,  we  all  have  a  deep  interest  therein,  meas- 
ured only  by  the  natural  affection  which  we  have  for  our 
children.  It  is  quite  likely  that  the  best  method  to  be  adopted 
in  regulating  the  expenditure  of  the  money  appropriated  for 
our  schools  has  not  yet  been  reached  ;  but  this  should  be  sought 
for  with,  great  earnestness  until  found.  Instead  of  striving  for" 
the  best  method  attainable  it  has  sometimes  seemed  to  me  that- 
thcre  was  manifested  in  the  school  board  a  spirit  of  dictation., 
and  false  economy  which  worked  evil  to  our  schools,  and  especially 
to  the  High  School.  In  order  to  insure  the  greatest  efficiency 
in  our  High  School,  a  steady  policy,  securing  permanency  in  its. 
corps  of  teachers,  is  absolutely  indispensable.  Two  principals,, 
each  excellent  in  his  way,  have  been  allowed  to  leave  the  schooL 
within  a  short  time,  and  no  one  since  our  elegant  high  school- 
house  was  built  has  been  retained  long  enough  to  see  a  class- 
through  to  its  graduation. 

The  school-board,  in  my  judgment,  is  too  large,  and  its  selec- 
tion should  be  taken  wholly  out  of  politics.  Let  politics  have' 
full  play,  if  need  be,  in  the  choice  of  Mayors, — a  matter  which, 
is  of  far  less  consequence  than  the  selection  of  those  who  are 
to  have  charge  of  the  education  of  ten  thousand  of  our  children 
yearly.  I  believe  our  citizens  want  our  High  School  to  be  raised 
to  a  higher  standard,  and  to  be  made  capable  of  fitting  boys  and' 
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girls  for  the  best  colleges ;  and  they  are  willing  to  pay  a  fair 
price  for  such  a  school.  If  it  is  necessary  to  divide  it  into  two 
distinct  and  separate  departments,  the  one  classical  andtheotlier 
English,  let  this  be  done.  The  practical  thing  to  do,  however, 
is  to  make  a  radical  change  in  the  school-board,  for,  so  long  as 
it  remains  organized  as  it  now  is,  it  seems  to  me  to  be  almost 
impossible  for  us  to  have  or  to  maintain  as  good  school?  as  we 
ought  to  have  in  this  city.  The  public  ought  to  be  satisfied 
with  nothing  short  of  the  very  best,  in  all  arrangements  aiTect- 
ing  the  efficiency  of  our  schools,  and  should  see  to  it  that  none 
but  the  wisest  measures  are  adopted  in  their  behalf.

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FREE  EVENING  DRAWING  SCHOOLS. 

The  classes  opened  in  the  rooms  on  Walnut  St.  this  year  are 
five  in  number,  the  same  as  last  year.  Beginners  and  advanced 
classes  in  free  hand  drawing;  and  beginners  and  two  ad- 
vanced classes  in  instrumental  drawing.  The  pupils  of  the 
advanced  classes  are  largely  from  the  classes  of  previous  years ; 
the  interest  is  steady  and  continuous  and  the  progress  of  the 
classes  as  a  whole  is  very  satisfactory.  The  advanced  class  has 
had  lessons  in  perspective  and  in  drawing  from  life. 

These  classes  are  open  for  persons  over  15  years  of  age,  and 
not  attending  school.  In  the  day  schools  each  pupil  has  the 
opportunity  for  this  study. 

DRAWING 

in  the  day  schools  is  one  of  the  regular  studies  named  in  the 
law  like  writing  or  arithmetic.  It  occupies  about  twenty  min- 
utes a  day.  In  the  first  grades  the  practice  is  upon  slates,  in 
making  lines  and  angles,  and  in  locating  dots,  the  object  being 
to  train  the  eye  to  observe,  to  measure,  and  to  detect  symmetry ; 
and  to  train  the  hand  as  well.  In  the  advanced  grades  the 
drawing  is  from  copies  in  books,  and  from  objects ;  and  later 
still  simple  designs  are  produced.  In  the  High  School  the 
study  is  optional  and  of  a  more  advanced  kind. 

There  is  a  somewhat  wide-spread  misapprehension  respecting 
the  nature  and  the  object  of  this  study ;  it  is  spoken  of  as  art 
education.  The  fact  is  there  is  very  little  art  about  it,  in  the 
early  stage.  It  is  a  training  of  the  hand  and  eye  just  as  writing 
is,  and  it  is  a  direct  help  in  the  practice  of  writing.  No  special 
talent  or  genious  is  required  any  more  than  in  writing  or  walk- 
ing. It  would  be  silly  to  speak  of  genius  as  a  requisite  for  a 
child  who  would  learn  to  write.  Genius  at  most  is  only  "end- 
less patience."  No  more  is  there  any  need  of  genius  for  learn- 
ing this  simple  kind  of  drawing.  It  is  true  that  in  pursuing  the 
study  in  this  very  elementary  way,  some  pupils  will  develop  a 
29 
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taste  for  the  subject,  an  interest  and  a  talent  for  it,  which  may- 
lead  them  later  to  become  artists.  These  are  the  pupils  who 
should  go  on  to  the  study  of  art,  in  the  High  School  or  else- 
where. But  drawing  in  the  lower  schools  has  not  much  more 
to  do  with  art  than  the  alphabet  has  to  do  with  poetry.  Once 
in  a  while  a  pupil  from  the  public  schools  may  beome  a  poet; 
and  for  this  the  preliminary  training  in  reading  and  writing  are 
necessary.  It  would  not  be  wise  to  forbid  the  study  of  reading 
and  writing,  on  the  ground  that  it  is  no  part  of  the  business  of 
schools  to  educate  poets  ;  no  more  is  it  wise  to  exclude  drawing 
on  the  ground  that  we  are  educating  artists. 

It  is  worth  while  to  repeat  here  that  drawing  was  introduced 
into  the  schools  at  first  as  a  preparation  for  industrial  pursuits ; 
the  study  is  one  of  the  most  practical  of  all ;  it  comes  in  play 
in  every  calling;  even  the  sums,  and  the  columns  of  spelling 
words  on  the  children's  slates,  are  arranged  more  neatly  in  con- 
sequence of  it. 

On  the  v/hole  the  study  was  never  more  satisfactorily  taught 
than  it  is  at  present.  The  following  is  from  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Drawing. 

*'We  believe  the  work  has  never  been  carried  on  so  well  and 
so  pleasantly  here  before.  The  children  seem  interested.  The 
teachers  are  not  antagonistic,  and  many  are  specially  interested. 
The  committee  have  heard  very  little  complaint  from  parents." 

''More  work,  and  better,  has  been  done  this  year  than  ever 
before,  and  in  less  time.  In  very  few  schools  has  the  work  of 
drawing  taken  more  than  the  appointed  time."  ***** 

"  It  does  not  seem  to  the  committee  that  skill,  care  and  inter- 
est in  drawing  are  confined  to,  or  wanting  in  any  particular  class 
of  scholars.  Some  of  the  work  has  been  done  by  boys  and 
girls  from  the  poorest  families  and  some  of  the  worst  by  those 
from  the  well-to-do  families.  It  seems  rather  that,  whatever 
the  class  of  scholars,  whatever  the  material  to  work  with,  the 
teacher  who  is  interested  and  knows  how  to  interest  pupils  in 
the  study  v/ill  get  more  or  less  good  work  and  find  the  study 
no  burden." 
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OBLIGATORY  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE. 


Chapter  52  of  the  Acts  of  1876  contains  the  following: 

Sec.  2.  "  No  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  shall  be  so  employed,  except 
'during  the  vacations  of  the  public  schools,  unless  during  the  year  next  preceding 
snch  employment  he  has  attended  some  public  or  private  day  school,  under  teachers 
capproved  by  the  School  Committee  of  the  place  where  such  school  is  kept,  at  least 
twenty  weeks,  which  time  may  be  divided  into  two  terms,  each  of  ten  consecutive 
weeks,  so  far  as  the  arrangement  of  school  terms  will  allow.    Chap.  257,  Acts 


Sec.  1.  "  Every  owner,  superintendent  or  overseer  of  any  manufacturing,  mechan- 
ical or  mercantile  establishment  in  this  Commonwealth  shall  require  and  keep  on 
file  a  certificate  of  the  age  and  place  of  birth  of  every  minor  child  under  the  age  of 
sixteen  years  in  his  employ,  or  in  the  employ  of  such  establishment,  so  long  as  such 
*ninor  shall  be  so  employed,  which  certificate  shall  also  state,  in  case  of  a  minor 
lunder  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  the  amount  of  his  or  her  school  attendance  during 
the  year  next  preceding  such  employment.  Said  certificate  shall  be  made  by  or 
lunder  the  direction  of  the  School  Committee  of  the  place  where  such  attendance 
has  been  had  or  where  such  establishment  is  located." 

In  order  the  better  to  execute  this  law  the  blank  certificates 
■which  are  to  be  filled  by  the  teacher  have  been  prepared  with 
an  abstract  of  the  law  printed  on  the  back  for  the  information 
of  parents,  the  pupil  and  the  teacher.  Teachers  are  also 
requested  to  make  known  to  pupils  the  length  and  terms  of 
school  attendance  so  that  they  may  make  calculations  accord- 
ingly. The  chief  hardship  in  the  application  of  the  law  is  with 
those  who  stay  at  home  when  they  might  go  to  school  and  then 
find  that  they  cannot  have  the  certificate  when  they  wish  to 
work.  A  thorough  execution  of  the  law  will  inform  the  people 
of  its  requirements.

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Employers  need  a  Certificate  for  every  Child  under  16  years  old. 
For  those  under  14  the  amount  of  school  attendance  must  be  stated.    Two  ful3 
Terms,  ten  weeks  each,  are  required  by  law. 


Teachers  will  encourage  pupils  to  attend  school,  so  that  they  may  take  this  Certifi- 
cate on  leaving.  To  do  this,  attendance  should  begin  with  September,  1st,  Decemberr 
1st,  or  March  1st. 

This  Child  should  re-enter  school  188 

The  truant  officers  are  charged  with  the  execution  of  this 
law,  as  well  as  with  the  prevention  of  truancy.  It  is  believed 
that  very  few  if  any  children  are  employed  without  the  proper 
school  attendance.  These  officers  have  also  taken  the  school 
census  by  wards  as  of  May,  1880.  The  census  by  wards  for 
1879,  and  for  1880  are  given  for  the  sake  of  comparison..

The  number  of  truants  taken  to  school  has  been  1,000,  out  of 
some  3,500  cases  reported.  The  officers  have  found  on  the 
street  and  sent  to  school,  166  ;  they  have  restored  to  the  parents 
twenty-four  lost  children ;  they  have  arrested  for  truancy  six- 
teen, of  whom  ten  were  sent  to  the  truant  school,  and  six  had 
their  cases  placed  on  file  by  order  of  the  court.  The  officers 
are  at  the  call  of  the  teachers  and  spend  all  the  time  in  school 
hours,  in  visiting  the  school  houses  and  looking  up  absent  pupils. 
A  part  of  the  apparatus  for  securing  attendance  at  school  m 
this  city  is  the 
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Truant  School. 

This  institution  was  established  about  the  year  18()3.  It  is 
located  at  the  city  farm.  It  is  in  charge  of  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor ;  and  there  are  no  commitments  to  it  for  any  cause 
except  truancy.  By  sticking  closely  to  that  policy  the  evils 
have  been  avoided  from  which  more  than  one  such  school  in 
this  state  has  failed.  The  apartments  consist  of  a  play-room, 
used  also  as  a  dining-room,  a  school  room,  and  a  bed  room. 
They  are  neat,  comfortable  and  secure.  A  teacher  has  charge 
*of  the  inmates  day  and  night  and  Sundays.  There  is  a  nominal 
-vacation  of  two  weeks  each  quarter.  The  school  hours  are  nine 
•to  twelve  and  two  to  four  from  October  to  April,  and  from  eight 
to  twelve  from  /Vpril  to  October.  In  so  far  as  boys  show  them- 
selves to  be  trustworthy  they  are  allowed  to  work  about  the 
garden,  in  summer,  and  about  the  stables  and  the  house.  The 
•confinement  is  only  what  they  make  it  by  their  own  misconduct. 
This  is  the  banner  school  with  respect  to  regularity  of  attend- 
ance. And  each  boy  has  the  privilege  by  good  conduct  of 
reducing  his  sentence  by  one  month  in  a  year.  The  sentence  is 
^usually  a  year ;  sometimes  it  is  six  months  only,  or  eighteen 
months.  The  graduates  of  the  school  are  usually  reformed 
■from  truancy. 

The  influence  of  such  a  school  is  to  restrain  hundreds  of 
boys  from  running  away  from  school.  The  effect  of  the  school 
as  by  no  means  confined  to  those  who  go  there.  The  success- 
ive steps  for  admission  are  these.  Absence  from  school  without 
permission  is  first  censured  by  the  teacher ;  the  authority  of 
the  parent,  if  there  is  one,  is  sought.  If  the  offence  is  repeated 
the  truant  officer  is  called  upon.  A  further  repetition  generally 
brings  the  boy  face  to  face  with  the  School  Committee,  repre- 
sented perhaps  by  the  superintendent,  and  he  is  warned  of  the 
law  of  the  state  and  the  truant  school.  These  warnings  may  be 
repeated.  Generally  the  evil  terminates  at  this  stage  ;  but  if  all 
otlier  means  fail  the  boy  is  brought  before  the  court  and  sen- 
tenced.   This  school  is  successful  in  proportion  to  the  fewness 
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of  its  inmates.  Only  ten  boys  have  been  sent  there  within  the 
year.    The  average  number  in  attendance  is  only  about  eight. 

It  may  be  said  that  the  schools  ought  to  be  so  pleasant  that 
the  dear  children  will  love  to  go,  and  will  never  run  away.  They 
are  so  for  nine-tenths  of  the  pupils.  But  there  are  a  few  hundred 
boys  who  are  not  so  interested  ;  and  they  cannot  be  kept  in 
school  on  the  Sunday  school  plan — excursions,  picnics,  tafify^ 
It  is  not  best  to  let  them  run  at  large. 

It  is  possible  that  some  towns  or  cities  have  no  truants;  it  is 
more  probable  that  if  they  appear  to  have  none  the  boys  have 
left  the  school  for  the  street.  Application  has  frequently  been. 
made  to  the  authorities  for  permission  to  sentence  truants  to- 
this  school  from  other  places — Milford,  Milton,  Quincy,  Fitch- 
burg,  Leicester;  but  no  such  permission  has  been  granted  for 
at  least  a  dozen  years.  Truancy  is  not  then  peculiar  to  this 
city.  By  this  school  and  other  means  the  per  cent,  of  attend- 
ance is  as  great  as  should  be  expected ;  for  there  are  ■  times 
when  it  is  a  duty  for  children  to  stay  at  home.  The  number  of 
pupils  registered  so  nearly  corresponds  with  the  census  of 
children  of  school  age  that  it  is  probable  there  are  but  few  chil- 
dren here  who  do  not  attend  school.  The  number  of  pupils 
above  the  school  age  of  the  census,  corresponds  very  nearly 
with  the  number  who  attend  the  private  schools. 

SUPPLEMENTARY  READING. 

The  plan  of  supplementing  the  ordinary  work  of  the  schools 
by  supplying  extra  reading  matter,  and  by  directing  the  reading; 
of  pupils  and  aiding  them  in  the  selection  of  good  books,  has 
been  continued  during  the  year,  it  is  believed  with  excellent 
results.  The  plan  was  inaugurated  as  early  as  1870.  It  has 
now  been  quite  generally  adopted  throughout  the  country. 

In  the  school  report  for  1871  occurs  the  following:  Atten- 
tion has  recently  been  directed  to  the  books  which  are  read  by 
the  older  pupils  of  our  schools,  and  to  the  opportunity  for  use- 
fulness which  teachers  have,  in  giving  their  pupils  a  taste  for 
good  reading.    Some  children  read  books  that  are  positively 
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bad;  many  read  those  that  are  useless;  while  others  confine 
their  reading  to  works  of  fiction  exclusively,  with  an  interest 
which  they  might  just  as  well  find  in  books  far  more  profitable, 
if  only  their  reading  was  well  directed  and  their  taste  properly 
cultivated.  It  would  be  interesting  for  any  one  to  stand  at 
the  door  of  the  Public  Library  on  Saturday  afternoon  and  see 
what  books  the  children  read: — in  some  cases  such  as  are 
wholly  unsuited  to  them  ;  often  not  the  best.  Even  the  gradu- 
ates of  the  High  School  would  not  all  be  found  familiar  with  the 
best  English  writers  of  prose  and  poetry,  though  they  read  a 
great  deal,  no  doubt.  Why  should  they  not  know  Prescott, 
Motley  and  Irving,  Longfellow,  Whittier  and  Tennyson  instead 
of  the  last  writer  in  the  Ledger,  Mrs.  Southworth  or  Charles 
Reade?  The  School  Committee,  parents  and  teachers  should 
exert  a  positive  influence  in  this  direction ;  for  here  is  an  impor- 
tant means  of  education,  not  to  be  neglected." 

The  interest  awakened  at  that  time  has  been  continued  more 
or  less  ever  since  by  many  of  the  teachers,  and  by  the  librarian 
of  our  Free  Public  Library.  The  pupils  of  our  schools  are  thus 
introduced  to  the  university  of  the  public  school  system — the 
public  library, —  where  their  studies  may  continue  always.  An 
interesting  account  of  what  has  been  done  recently  in  this 
important  work  is  given  in  a  paper  on  the  Public  Library  and 
the  Public  School,  by  Mr.  S.  S.  Green,  the  librarian. 

DONATION  OF  A  LIBRARY. 

As  many  of  the  books  which  are  taken  from  the  library  for 
use  in  the  schools  cannot  be  read  in  the  time  allowed,  without 
interfering  with  the  regular  work  of  the  school,  there  would  be 
great  benefit  resulting  if  certain  approved  works  were  owned 
by  the  school,  to  remain  permanently  in  the  school  house  or  to 
be  exchanged,  perhaps,  once  a  year  with  another  school.  Per- 
ceiving this  advantage  our  fellow  citizen,  Mr.  Albert  Curtis,  has 
given  a  good  little  library  to  the  New  Worcester  school ;  and  on 
receipt  of  the  same  the  following  was  adopted  by  the  school 
committee : 
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Whereas:  Mr.  Albert  Curtis  has  donated  to  the  New  Worcester  schools  a  well- 
selected  library  of  some  ninety  volumes,  together  with  a  book-case  for  the  same,  and 
a  collection  of  photographs  of  American  scenery  and  of  eminent  men  and  women, 
besides  several  busts,  the  whole  at  a  cost  of  about  ^150, 

Resolved:  That  the  School  Committee  of  the  city  of  Worcester  recognize  the  gen- 
erosity of  our  fellow  citizen,  and  commend  the  wise  direction  it  has  taken  : 

That  this  example  is  worthy  the  imitation  of  all  who  have  the  ability  to  emulate 
it;  and  we  take  occasion  to  say  that  the  fund  of  interest  and  profit  which  such  good 
books  furnish  is  a  lasting  benefit  at  a  small  cost. 

That  we  extend  our  thanks  to  Mr.  Curtis  and  enter  these  resolutions  upon  the 
records. 

A  SUGGESTION. 

If  there  were  a  fund  of  $1000  or  more  belonging  to  each 
school,  whose  interest  should  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of 
books,  supplementary  reading,  fresh  and  new,  might  easily  be 
procured  under  the  direction  of  the  committee  on  books  and 
apparatus.  There  is  such  a  fund  at  the  High  School;  it  is 
named  the  Bullock  Fund. 

The  names  of  our  schools  are  taken  from  the  streets  where 
they  are  located.  In  Boston  the  schools  are  named  for  distin- 
guished citizens.  It  would  be  a  pleasing  duty  to  name  a  school 
from  the  founder  of  its  library  fund ;  and  there  is  virtue  in  a 
name  and  in  the  example  which  it  suggests. 

Among  the  institutions  of  this  city  auxiliary  to  the  public 
schools  and  named  in  the  report  for  1871  is  the 

NATURAL  HISTORY  SOCIETY. 

This  society  has  within  the  year  displayed  great  vitality.  The 
membership  has  largely  increased  from  the  teachers  and  pupils 
of  the  schools.  Lectures  and  classes  have  been  opened  to 
pupils  from  our  schools.  The  cabinet  is  used  ;  specimens  of 
the  flora  and  the  fauna,  the  minerals  and  the  shells  of  remote 
regions  are  taken  to  the  school  houses  to  give  a  new  interest  to 
the  study  of  geography.  The  cabinet  will  be  arranged  and 
opened  for  study  by  the  older  pupils ;  and  a  curator  will  be 
present  to  direct  them  at  stated  hours  or  days.  Thus  the  cabi- 
net will  become  a  library  for  the  study  of  nature,  as  the  public 
library  is  joined  with  our  schools  for  the  study  of  books. 
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SOMETHING  ABOUT  WORK. 

It  is  proper  to  consider  the  limitations  of  public  school  edu- 
cation in  order  that  those  in  charge  may  not  fail  to  secure  what 
is  within  reach,  in  the  attempt  to  get  what  is  beyond  reach  ;  and 
in  order  that  the  schools  may  not  be  criticised  for  what  lies  be- 
yond their  province. 

Let  us  consider  for  a  moment  some  of  the  criticisms  of  the 
public  schools ;  for  I  suspect  they  are  not  groundless.  A 
keen  observer  will  not  fail  to  see  that  American  youth  of  the 
present  day  frequently  lack  something  which  former  generations 
had: — industry,  frugality,  self-denial,  self-support.  In  early 
days  families  were  large.  From  the  age  of  ten  on,  the  boy  and 
the  girl  earned  their  own  living.  In  these  days,  often  the  boy 
and  the  girl  are  supported  till  the  age  of  eighteen  or  twenty- 
one,  and  then  they  feel  abused  and  ill-treated  if  not  set  up  in 
business  with  capital.  In  many  cases  they  manifest  no  disposi- 
tion to  care  for  themselves  ;  and  the  fault  is  laid  to  the  schools. 
The  education  is  thought  to  be  defective ;  and  it  is  defective* 
Let  us  see  whether  the  schools  alone  ought  to  cure  the  defect. 

Formerly  the  simplicity  of  rural  life,  the  struggle  for  a  live- 
lihood with  the  forces  of  nature  in  the  open  fields,  and  the  hab- 
its of  society,  made  a  place  for  a  boy's  work  and  a  girl's  work. 
They  could  be  useful  in  many  ways.  People  did  not  expect  to 
give  them  the  best  fare  nor  the  best  clothes,  they  went  to  bed 
early  where  they  had  a  chance  to  grow  strong.  They  were 
boys  till  twenty-one,  and  girls  till  eighteen.  They  had  to  obey 
their  parents.  They  had  to  do  for  themselves.  It  was  best  for 
them.    They  became  sturdy  and  strong. 

In  the  present  urban  life,  a  life  that  is  not  confined  to  the 
city  at  all  but  extends  to  the  remotest  hamlet,  by  railroads,  tele- 
graphs, daily  papers,  — the  case  is  reversed.  The  business  of 
the  parents  in  the  complex  machinery  of  society  makes  no  place 
for  the  child's  work.  In  the  shops  there  is  a  division  of  labor. 
On  the  farm,  machinery  takes  the  place  of  hand  tools.  The 
mowing  machine  sweeps  away  the  scythe ;  horse-power  sup- 
30 
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plants  men's  muscles ;  and  in  the  larger  operations  steam 
frightens  off  horses.  The  hand  flail  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  In 
the  kitchen  there  is  the  same  transformation.  The  spinning- 
wheel  has  spun  its  last  thread.  No  busy  loom  employs  the 
housewife.  Even  the  cooking  is  largely  done  by  proxy; 
and  foreign  Bridgets  step  in,  where  mothers  and  daughters 
once  dignified  work. 

These  improvements  of  modern  life  may  be  on  the  whole  real 
improvements.  But  industry,  thrift  and  frugality  seem  to  have 
gone  out  with  the  old  ways.  Is  there  some  way  to  bring  these 
back  without  the  drudgery? 

Furthermore,  luxury  creeps  in.  Men  look  back  upon  the 
privations  of  their  early  life ;  and  they  forget  that  these  very 
privations  were  the  making  of  their  manhood.  Their  natural 
affection  for  their  children  prompts  them  to  shield  those  child- 
ren from  hardship  ;  and  they  do  not  realize  that  in  the  very  lav- 
ishness  of  their  provisions,  they  do  harm  rather  than  good  to 
their  offspring ;  while  the  children  of  the  poor,  and  foreigners 
come  in  to  do  the  work  and  reap  the  reward  of  labor,  the  re- 
ward that  money  cannot  buy.  Those  parents,  engrossed  with 
their  own  business  and  cares,  feed  and  clothe  their  children,, 
deny  them  the  discipline  of  work,  and  send  them  to  school  in 
the  vain  hope  that  the  school  will  supply  what  they  weakly 
neglected  to  give.  This  pampering  of  youthful  appetite,  this 
timid  yielding  to  artificial  wants,  this  fostering  of  inordinate 
•desire  to  have  without  earning  it,  what  other  people  have,  is 
bringing  on  an  age  of  luxury.  The  age  of  luxury  preceded 
by  only  a  few  generations  the  downfall  of  Rome.  Such  an  age 
when  once  fastened  on  us  will  lead  to  the  nation's  ruin. 

This  tendency  of  American  life  is  seen  in  the  impatience  of 
restraint,  in  the  chafing  under  wholesome  discipline,  in  aversion 
to  vigorous  work  at  home  or  at  school.  Our  feeble  youth,, 
many  ot  them  cannot  stand  the  pressure  of  sustained  effort  in 
any  direction.  Why  are  they  thus  restive  and  thus  feeble? 
For  the  simple  reason  that  they  have  not  been  subjected,  all 
their  lives,  to  any  thing  which  develops  either  muscle  or  intel- 
lectual fibre.    A  whole  community  can  be  wrought  into  ecstacy 
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at  the  recital  of  what  seems  the  terrible  hardship  of  a  boy  ex- 
posed for  a  few  moments  to  a  June  shower,  or  compelled  to  go  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  to  school  in  a  snow  storm.  Facing  storms  and 
braving  the  tempest  is  the  very  thing,  both  figuratively  and  liter- 
ally, which  children  most  need. 

It  is  this  very  wishy-washy  sentimentality,  this  timid  shrinking" 
in  the  community,  from  the  discipline  of  the  disagreeable,,, 
which  both  causes  the  evil  of  indolence,  inefficiency,  and  un- 
thriftiness  among  the  pupils  who  leave  school,  and  then  criticise?- 
the  schools  for  the  namby-pambyism  which  comes  of  itself. 

If,  now,  the  case  has  been  made  clear,  the  evil  of  our  society 
here  pointed  out,  can  not  be  cured  by  the  schools  alone.  It  is 
the  duty  of  those  schools  boldly  to  confront  the  evil.  They  do  so 
no  doubt  to  a  considerable  extent.  But  the  complete  cure  they 
can  not  compass.  They  should  be  reinforced  by  the  parents,, 
the  whole  community,  society,  rising  as  one  man  to  instil  into 
the  minds  of  the  young  the  wholesome  lesson  which  all  true 
men  sometime  must  have  learned :  TJiat  rio  man  has  any  thing 
worth  having  which  he  has  not  earned. 

For  the  schools: — their  province  is,  by  studies  more  or  less, 
and  by  discipline  which  means  continuous  work,  to  develop 
mind  and  character ;  to  put  the  child  in  possession  of  his  facul- 
ties and  make  him  master  of  himself: — not  to  stuff  him  witk 
knowledge,  but  to  stimulate  his  desires  to  know,  and  to  teach 
him  how  to  learn  ;  not  to  teach  trades,  but  to  develop  the  fac- 
ulty to  learn  any  trade.  This  is  our  province.  We  may  pass, 
the  Rubicon  and  undertake  airthe  rest ;  but  if  we  do  so,  our 
-empire  will  crumble  and  fall  by  its  own  weight. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

It  is  impossible  in  a  brief  review  to  set  forth  all  the  work  of 
the  schools  for  the  year.  Nine  or  ten  thousand  pupils  have 
given  the  most  of  their  time  to  school ;  nearly  eight  thousand 
have  been  in  constant  daily  attendance.  More  than  two  hun- 
dred teachers  have  devoted  their  lives  to  the  welfare  of  these 
children  with  an  assiduity  which  few  people  can  comprehend. 
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We  see  the  figures  which  show  the  cost,  the  attendance,  the 
number  of  pupils  who  enter  or  graduate ;  but  we  do  not  see  the 
result.  That  is  hidden  in  the  growing  character  of  the  young, 
-and  will  not  show  itself  till  years  after.  An  expenditure  for 
streets  shows  itself  at  once  in  well-paved  highways  and  substan- 
tial bridges ;  its  character  appears  on  the  surface.  The  work  of 
schools,  if  poor,  will  display  its  weakness  when  it  is  too  late  to 
mend  it;  if  good,  it  will  bear  a  rich  harvest  in  noble  lives  and  in 
the  prosperity  of  the  community. 

This  work  then  should  not  be  trusted  to  the  empiricism  of 
the  novice,  nor  to  the  short-sighted  direction  of  the  ignorant. 
All  the  knowledge  of  the  subject  which  can  be  commanded 
should  be  made  available.  Measures  which  have  been  found 
wanting  should  not  be  tried  again: — there  is  no  time  for  unin- 
structed  experiments  in  our  schools ;  the  school  life  of  children 
is  too  precious  for  that. 

The  schools  are  the  nurseries  of  the  future  Worcester.  The 
wisdom  of  the  founders  has  made  her  prosperous,  well-ordered, 
and  beautiful,  as  she  is.  Let  no  "  'prentice  hand"  presume  to 
subvert  her  schools.  Let  the  faults  of  the  system  be  approached 
"with  a  wise  and  deliberate  caution ;  and  let  us  advance  to  the 
better,  that  is  to  be,  with  a  step,  firm  and  steady,  but  slow  and 
sure.

REMARKS  ON  THE  STATISTICS. 

The  cost  of  .schools  for  the  past  year  has  been  $189,721.91,. 
against  the  sum  of  $138,2()0  for  the  year  previous,  an  increase 
of  only  $l,4i)l,!)l,  though  the  number  of  pupils  registered  in 
day  schools,  has  increased  by  758,  and  the  average  number 
belonging  has  increased  by  (574.  The  average  cost  per  scholar 
has  been  $1().30  against  $17.47,  for  the  previous  year,  a  decrease 
of  $1.17.  This  cost  per  scholar  is  reckoned  for  the  average; 
number  belonging  ;  if  it  were  estimated  for  the  whole  number 
registered  the  cost  would  be  only  $12.()()  each.  That  is  to  say^ 
if  a  school  has  50  pupils  registered,  but  only  45  on  an  average 
belong  to  the  school  during  the  year,  the  estimate  is  upon  the; 
45  and  not  on  the  50.  The  cost  of  carrying  on  the  school^ 
however,  is  determined  by  the  50;  scats,  teaching  force,  and  alL 
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must  be  provided  for  50  ;  hence  it  would  not  be  inappropriate 
to  average  the  cost  among  the  50.  This  reduction  in  the  cost 
per  scholar  must  be  set  down  to  the  careful  economy  of  the 
school  committee.  The  aggregate  cost  of  the  schools  must  of 
necessity  increase  year  by  year  in  a  growing  city.  The  increase 
in  cost  this  year  has  not  been  at  all  in  proportion  to  the  increased 
number  of  pupils.  On  the  ratio  of  increase  in  pupils,  the  added 
expense  w^ould  be,  for  the  day  schools,  $1().30  for  each  674 
pupils,  or  $10,98f).20,  the  actual  increase,  as  above,  has  been 
only  $1,461.91.  This  is  equivalent  to  a  saving  of  $9,524.29. 
This  saving  has  been  made  possible  by  a  crowded  condition  in 
many  of  the  schools  by  which  their  efficiency  has  been  greatly 
hindered ;  by  low^  salaries  which  tend  to  the  loss  of  our  best 
teachers;  and  by  not  purchasing  so  large  a  quantity  of  maps, 
books  of  reference,  and  illustrative  apparatus,  as  would  be  not 
only  useful  but  profitable. 

By  reference  to  the  financial  statement  of  the  secretary,  below, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  entire  amount  expended  by  the  school 
committee  includes  the  cost  of  instruction,  superintendence, 
truant  officers,  fuel,  janitors,  &c.,  as  one  item,  and  the  ordinary 
repairs  of  school-houses,  furniture,  and  stoves,  as  another;  a 
total  of  $139,721.91.  This  is  all  that  properly  belongs  to  the 
cost  of  the  schools  for  the  year;  and  it  is  upon  this  amount  that 
the  cost  per  scholar  is  based.  To  this  expenditure  has  been 
added  the  sum  of  $4,106.06  for  new  sidewalks,  furnaces,  the 
construction  of  new  rooms,  and  rents  of  school-rooms ;  which 
are  no  part  of  the  ordinary  school  expenses  of  this  year  more 
than  of  any  future  year.  They  belong  properly  to  the  charge 
for  school-house  construction.  The  side-walk  on  Dix  Street  for 
example  is  not  built  exclusively  for  the  children  attending  that 
school,  but  for  the  public ;  it  is  not  easy  to  see  why  that  expen- 
diture should  be  charged  to  schools  at  all ;  and  it  is  not  easy  to 
see  why  the  repairs  on  that  street  should  be  charged  to  the  cost 
of  education ;  and  if  such  charges  as  these  are  made  against 
the  appropriation  for  schools,  it  is  not  easy  to  see  why  one- 
sixth  of  the  cost  of  highways,  of  side-walks,  of  police,  of  fire 
department,  &c.,  should  not  be  charged  to  schools,  since  one- 
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sixth  of  the  population  are  in  the  schools ;  but  if  the  building 
of  a  side-walk  in  front  of  the  Dix  St.  school  yard  is  a  proper 
part  of  the  cost  of  education,  it  is  still  problematical  why  that 
expenditure  should  all  be  charged  to  the  cost  of  education  in 
this  city  for  the  year  of  grace  1880;  for  that  side-walk,  if  well 
built,  will  serve  the  children  next  year,  and  several  years  after. 
The  same  is  true  of  the  other  items  of  extraordinary  expendi- 
ture. 

By  order  of  the  City  Council  a  steam  boiler  was  put  into  the 
Belmont  St.  school-house  at  a  cost  of  $200, — to  last  for  an  in- 
definite period,  for  we  hope  it  will  not  be  blown  up.  By  the 
same  order,  three  new  rooms  were  added  to  the  school-house  at 
Edgeworth  St.  The  latter  was  very  properly  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  school-houses.  The  $200  should  have  been 
charged  to  the  same  account;  it  is  no  part  of  the  school  ex- 
penses for  1880. 

The  per  cent,  of  cost  of  instruction  to  the  whole  tax  is  .181, 
a  decrease  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES.  * 

For  the  last  half  a  do^en  years  the  new  school  houses  built 
each  year,  would  not  accommodate  more  than  one-half  the  in- 
creased number  of  pupils  for  the  year.  The  want  of  room  has 
augmented,  year  by  year,  all  that  time.  As  a  temporary  make- 
shift, all  the  available  attics  and  basements  have  been  converted 
into  school-rooms ;  this  has  been  done  at  South  Worcester, 
Woodland  St.,  Lamartine  St.,  Ledge  St.,  Belmont  St.,  Dix  St., 
Thomas  St.,  Sycamore  St.,  Edgeworth  St. ;  and  at  New  Wor- 
cester, where  there  was  no  basement  or  attic,  two  rooms  have 
been  hired.  This  attic-and-basement  policy  can  not  be  contin- 
ued longer — there  are  no  more  attics  to  finish.  In  the  mean 
time  the  school  population  continues  to  increase.  The  census 
of  school  children  May,  1880,  shows  a  school  population  from 
5  to  15  years  old  of  10,988,  an  increase  over  the  year  1879  of 
1161.  This  does  not  include  pupils  over  fifteen  years  of  age, 
many  of  whom  (1464)  are  in  our  schools.    Of  this  increased 
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school  population,  an  average  of  674  have  belonged  to  the 
schools  for  the  year,  and  527  have  been  in  actual  daily  attend- 
ance. The  new  rooms  built  during  the  year  will  accommodate 
at  the  most  only  350,  leaving  324  of  the  increase  for  the  year 
unprovided  for. 

We  have  now  reached  the  limit  to  which  this  state  of  things 
can  be  carried.  Unless  the  heroic  policy  of  building  school- 
houses  as  they  are  needed,  is  at  once  adopted,  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  send  some  of  the  children  home,  or  else  to  divide  the 
schools  of  the  lower  grades  and  let  one  half  attend  school  in 
the  forenoon  and  the  other  half  in  the  afternoon.  It  is  doubt- 
ful whether  this  plan  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  people  of  the 
city. 

There  now  seems  to  be  an  imperative  duty  to  provide  not 
only  for  the  present  growing  want  of  school-room,  but  also  to 
make  up  the  deficiencies  of  past  years.  If  the  City  Council 
which  has  shown  a  liberal  spirit  so  often  heretofore  when  they 
understand  the  needs  of  our  schools,  will  arouse  themselves  to 
the  present  need  and  provide  liberally,  they  will  be  approved 
by  their  constituents,  even  though  the  outlay  be  of  necessity 
large.  The  School  Committee  will  call  for  four  new  houses  of 
moderate  size.  The  expenditure  of  Ikst  year  should  be  more 
than  doubled. 

The  school -houses  erected  the  past  year  are  four  new  rooms 
at  Oxford  St.  and  three  at  Edgeworth  St.  These  additions 
have  been  built  in  the  most  economical  way  and  yet  the  con- 
veniences are  excellent.  At  no  time  in  this  city  or  in  any 
other,  it  is  believed,  have  so  large  accommodations — equal  to  a 
house  of  seven  rooms — been  so  well  built,  at  so  low  a  cost, 
$23,731.49 ;  no  outlay  for  land,  it  is  true,  was  in  these  cases 
required. 

At  Edgeworth  St.  an  ell  was  extended  to  the  north,  three 
stories  in  height.  The  halls  and  passage  ways  of  the  old  part 
answer,  in  the  main,  for  both.  The  new  rooms  are  light  and 
well  ventilated,  and  finished  in  the  natural  color  of  the  wood. 
The  furniture  is  of  a  superior  pattern.    The  walls  are  substan- 
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tial,  but  with  no  tawdry  ornament  of  pressed  brick  and  ham- 
mered stone. 

At  Oxford  St.  the  addition  consists  of  two  ells  extending  to 
the  south  and  to  the  west  respectively,  in  such  a  way  as  to  pro- 
vide for  the  best  light  attainable.  The  finish,  the  furniture  and 
the  absence  of  ornament,  as  well  as  the  substantial  character  of 
the  structure,  are  like  the  Edgeworth  St.  house.  The  roofs  are 
made  to  protect  from  the  weather,  and  not  to  display  the  work 
of  a  fret  saw.  At  this  house  the  basement  is  a  part  of  the 
play  ground  ;  the  building  is  heated  by  steam ;  the  water  closets 
are  located  in  a  building  adjoining  and  entered  through  the 
basement.  A  part  of  the  basement  whose  floor  is  only  a  step 
or  two  above  the  yard,  has  been  finished  for  use  as  a  ward 
room,  and  a  hall  for  teachers'  and  other  meetings.  It  serves  as 
a  play-room  for  small  children  when  not  in  use  for  the  other 
purpose. 

THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  SCHOOLS. 

remains  substantially  as  last  year,  except  that  several  new 
schools  have  been  opened,  and  the  grading  has  in  some  instances 
been  changed ;  as  will  appear  by  comparing  the  present  list  of 
schools  and  teachers  with  that  of  one  year  ago.  The  new 
schools  are  as  follows :

In  many  of  the  schools  having  a  single  grade,  the  pupils  are 
divided  into  two  classes,  one  reciting  while  the  other  is  prepar- 
ing lessons.  This  avoids  study  out  of  school,  which  should  not 
be  required  of  small  pupils,  nor  too  much  encouraged  in  the 
higher  grades.  Five  hours  of  vigorous  work  in  school  is 
enough  for  growing  children.  Indolent  or  careless  pupils  may 
be  kept  after  school  a  reasonable  time  to  do  the  work  which 
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they,  neglect  in  the  regular  school  hours;  and  this  detention 
is  needful  not  only  to  secure  due  progress  in  study,  but  as  a 
measure  of  discipline.  '  But  faithful  work  at  school  entitles  the 
pupil  to  recreation  and  a  different  kind  of  work  at  home;  and 
some  work  of  the  hands  and  muscles,  out  of  school,  is  as  need- 
ful as  the  study  in  school.  Industrial  education,  some  useful 
occupation,  ought  to  be  provided  for  children  by  their  parents. 
Every  boy  and  girl  above  ten  years  of  age  ought  to  do  some- 
thing towards  earning  a  living.  Such  employment  the  parents 
should  provide.  They  should  not  leave  this  important  matter- 
to  the  schools ;  but  they  should  assume  the  responsibility  them- 
selves, if  they  wish  their  children  to  become  industrious,  self- 
supporting  members  of  society. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  the  duty  of  all  teachers  to  encourage 
industry  in  work  as  well  as  in  study.  This  they  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  doing  by  their  own  attitude  towards  labor;  and  for 
the  time  for  study  out  of  school,  they  may  in  many  cases  pre- 
scribe for  the  older  pupils  such  reading  as  will  improve  them 
not  less  than  the  studies  of  the  school  curriculum. 

THE  EVENING  SCPIOOLS. 

The  period  covered  by  the  statistics  of  these  schools  is  from 
December  to  December.  The  schools  each  year  are  opened  in 
the  month  of  November  and  close  in  March ;  hence  a  part  of 
two  terms,  but  only  a  small  part  of  the  present  term  are  included. 

In  this  city  the  evening  schools  took  the  place  of  the  ap- 
prentice schools ;  these  apprentice  schools  were  opened  for  the 
benefit  of  young  men  who  had  been  indentured,  and  on  the 
condition  that  they  be  sent  to  school  a  certain  part  of  each 
year.  In  the  course  of  time  the  apprentice  system  fell  into  dis- 
use. There  are,  however,  many  young  men  and  women  of 
little  or  no  education  who  need  to  study,  and  many  of  whom 
are  glad  to  spend  the  winter  evenings  in  this  way.  A  part  of 
them  have  moved  into  the  State,  and  have  not,  therefore,  had 
the  privilege  of  the  day  school ;  others  have  left  school  at  a  very 
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early  age,  and  before  the  law  for  compulsory  school  -attendance 
was  so  strict  or  so  well  executed  as  now.  Besides  these, — for 
whom  the  evening  schools  were  established, — there  is  a  class  of 
lawless  idlers  who  flock  into  these  schools  without  advantage  to^ 
themselves,  and  to  the  injury  of  the  schools  and  of  those  who= 
really  wish  to  learn.  This  last  class  have  made  trouble  in  our 
schools  ;  they  are  found  also  in  Boston  and  other  cities.  .  In  order 
to  meet  this  difficulty  and  conquer  it,  the  committee  on  evening 
schools  in  this  city  issued  the  following  circular,  which  both  states 
the  case  for  those  intending  to  be  pupils,  and  serves  as  a  ticket  of 
admission  to  the  schools,  and  a  receipt  for  the  deposit  made : 

71ie  Evening  Schools  have  cost  the  city  more  than  ^2,000  each  winter  the  past  fe\\'" 
years.  They  are  kept  for  the  benefit  of  persons  over  fifteen  years  old,  who  have  not 
had  a  good  chance  to  go  to  school  w  hen  young.  But  a  great  many  boys  and  girls.' 
who  do  not  care  to  learn  have  flocked  in  ;  they  have  taken  up  the  time  of  the- 
teachers  and  of  the  scholars  who  try  to  learn;  and  they  have  dropped  out  as  soon 
as  they  found  they  could  not  go  to  school  for  fun.  Others  have  begun  to  go  to 
school,  and  have  fallen  out  as  soon  as  good  skating  or  some  other  amusement  comes- 
along. 

In  order  to  protect  those  who  give  their  time,  and  really  wish  to  learn,  and  to> 
save  the  cost  of  keeping  school  without  profit  to  the  scholars,  the  Committee  now 
require  a  deposit  of  $1.00  from  each  pupil  when  he  receives  his  ticket  of  admission. 
If  he  is  studious  and  orderly,  and  is  not  absent  except  when  he  is  absolutely  obliged 
to  be,  the  money  will  be  refunded  at  the  end  of  about  one  month,  or  Dec.  24.  He 
can  then  renew  his  certificate  for  another  month.  The  school  will,  therefore,  cost 
nothing  to  those  pupils  who  go  regularly,  and  make  a  business  of  it.  Those  who  go 
once  in  a  while  for  amusement  will  lose  the  money  deposited,  and  thus  pay  the  city 
part  of  the  cost  incurred  on  their  account. 

On  the  above  terms  this  admits  ,  No.  Street,  to  the

On  the  first  evening,  the  attendance  in  each  of  the  schools 
opened,  was  as  large  as  the  average  of  last  year;  the  number 
has  steadily  increased  ;  and  there  has  not  been  the  least  disor- 
der or  disturbance.  The  school  has  gone  on  from  the  first  as 
well  as  it  used  to  by  the  old  plan  after  three  or  four  weeks  of 
irregularity.    With  scarcely  an  exception  the  pupils  have  taken. 
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liold  with  a  will,  and  shown  a  disposition  to  improve  their  op- 
portunities. The  plan  has  eliminated  all  the  idle  and  indifferent. 
In  very  few  cases  has  the  deposit  been  forfeited.  It  seems  from 
the  experience  thus  far  that  the  difficulty  solves  itself,  and  with 
no  hardship  to  any  one. 


THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 


This  school  has  again  been  subjected  to  the  interruption  of  a 
-change  of  principals — an  interruption  which  seems  to  have  be- 
come chronic.  That  the  character  of  the  school  is  as  good  as 
it  is  with  so  frequent  changes  in  its  administration  during  a 
period  of  at  least  fifteen  years,  is  evidence  of  the  general  good 
•character  of  the  pupils  and  the  skill  of  the  teachers.  With  a 
man  of  fair  ability  continued  for  a  series  of  fifteen  or  twenty 
years  at  the  head  of  an  institution  of  this  kind,  it  would  take  on 
a  stable  character  which  would  very  much  increase  its  prestige 
and  influence  upon  the  pupils,  the  schools  below,  and  the  com- 
munity. With  frequent  changes  in  its  administration  and  pol- 
icy, it  is  a  surprise  and  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  it  satis- 
fies the  public,  on  the  whole,  so  well  as  it  does,  and  produces  as 
•good  results  as  can  be  pointed  out.  It  is  probable  that  any  one 
of  the  principals  in  charge  during  all  that  time,  would  have 
done  better  for  the  school  if  he  had  continued,  than  the  best  of 
men  could  do  in  an  ever-changing  procession.  And  it  may 
be  said  without  offence  to  any  that  probably  no  one  of  them 
was  perfect.  Men  beyond  ctiticism  are  rare ;  and  they  do  not 
keep  school  at  $2430  a  year.  In  cities  where  the  High  Schools- 
are  best,  the  principals  are  more  permanent.  At  Hartford, 
Conn.,  the  late  principal  remained  in  the  school  twenty  years  or 
more  and  died  in  the  service.  At  Utica,  N.  Y.,  the  principal  has 
been  there  as  long.  It  is  by  no  means  probable  that  either  of 
these  men  has  done  just  what  every-body  wanted  ;  quite  likely 
neither  has  always  done  the  best ;  probably  they  have  been  crit- 
icised. With  a  little  time  and  patience  grievances  on  the  part 
of  patrons  of  the  school  have  often,  no  doubt,  been  removed,. 
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and  the  administration  has  gone  on  the  even  tenor  of  its  way;  — 
not  the  best  way  always,  perhaps,  but  in  a  far  better  way  than 
could  have  been  possible  with  change  after  change.  We  need 
time  and  patience  in  these  matters.  It  may  be  of  interest,  and 
not  without  application  to  the  present  state  of  things,  to  quote 
from  the  school  report  of  this  city  for  1878,  under  this  heading: 

It  was  unfortunate  for  the  city  to  lose  from  the  principalship 
of  this  school,  in  the  middle  of  the  year,  a  man  fitted  by  nature^ 
by  experience,  and  by  scholarship  to  adorn  the  place,  and 
attached  to  both  pupils  and  citizens  by  three  or  four  years' 
acquaintance.  He  had  been  in  the  school  long  enough  to  get 
every  part  well  in  hand ;  he  was  no  longer  looked  upon  as  a 
new  comer;  the  business  of  the  school  alone  occupied  the 
minds  of  the  pupils.'  His  influence  was  in  the  direction  of 
noble  manhood  and  womanhood,  and  not  merely  of  the  narrow 
technicalities  of  study — ^just  the  man  for  training  youth. 

By  rare  good  fortune  a  successor  was  found  who  has  already 
shown  that  all  this  can  be  said  of  him.  By  experience,  scholar- 
ship and  good  sense,  he  was  able  to  take  the  helm  without  any 
set-back  to  the  school,  and  with  less  of  the  shock  of  change 
than  was  to  be  expected.  Now  the  question  arises,  how  long" 
will  it  be  before  the  dangerous  experiment  of  a  change  will  be 
tried  again?  The  history  of  this  school  for  the  last  fifteen  or 
sixteen  years  is  not  reassuring.  In  all  that  time  no  principal 
has  remained  long  enough  to  see  a  single  class  go  through  the 
course.  With  so  frequen':  changes,  it  is  surprising  that  the 
school  has  any  character  at  all — much  more  that  its  character  is 
so  good.  Now  that  a  thoroughly  competent  man  is  at  the  head, 
his  place  ought  to  be  made  secure  for  ten  years;  and  now  that 
business  is  depressed,  the  salary  ought  to  be  irrevocably  fixed ; 
and  nobody  else  ought  to  be  allowed  to  out-bid  us  and  take  the 
man  away.  This  city  can  afford  to  pay  such  a  man  what  any 
other  city  can  afford ;  it  is  not  economy  to  do  otherwise. 

The  School  Committee  can  hardly  be  held  accountable  for 
all  those  changes  ;  it  is  not  the  present  purpose  to  charge  blame 
upon  any  one,  but  only  to  state  the  unfortunate  facts.  In  each 
case  of  a  change  here  for  at  least  a  dozxn  years,  the  principal 
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has  gone  to  a  better  position :  In  two  cases  to  a  professorship 
in  a  college ;  in  one  case  to  the  principalship  of  a  seminary  of 
high  grade  and  advance  salary ;  in  one  case  to  be  supervisor  in 
the  schools  of  Boston ;  and  in  one  case  to  be  a  teacher  in  one 
of  the  High  Schools  of  that  city, — both  places  of  greater  dig- 
nity and  pay.  The  Worcester  High  School  is  evidently  a  good 
place  to  go  from. 

The  history  of  this  school  as  traced  in  the  records  of  the 
School  Committee  for  two  decades  is  one  of  interest  and  some 
x:uriosity.  In  the  early  part  of  this  period  it  was  two-headed; 
the  Classical  and  the  English  departments  were  independent  of 
each  other,  each  with  a  principal  of  its  own.  Each  teacher  was 
also  mostly  independent ;  the  principal  of  a  department  was 
principal  only  in  name,  a  kind  of  higher  teacher.  The  two 
departments  clashed  more  or  less.  Now,  the  classics  flourished 
at  the  expense  of  the  English,  and  the  school  was  little  else  than 
a  fitting  school  for  college ;  again  the  English  department  had 
the  lead  and  there  was  not  enough  preparation  for  college.  The 
ups  and  downs  of  one  and  the  other  seem  to  have  been  peri- 
odical. 

A  new  ^organization  was  effected  about  the  year  1867  and  a 
principal  of  the  whole  school  was  appointed,  the  two  depart- 
ments continuing  as  before ;  indeed  the  school  has  always  been 
called  the  Classical  and  English  High  School.  The  transition 
to  the  new  organization  was* not  a  peaceful  one  as  many  of  the 
older  inhabitants  will  remember.  The  principal  did  not  remain 
longer  than  his  successors  have. 

Since  that  day  at  least  one  movement  has  been  made  to  bring 
the  English  department  into  more  prominence  ;  and  the  question 
of  preparation  for  college  has  had  no  rest.  It  has  been  a  stand- 
ing trouble  for  twelve  or  fifteen  years,  that  in  the  four  years' 
course,  with  all  the  other  studies  and  the  social  environment  of 
boys  living  at  home,  one  could  not  easily  acquire  a  sufficient 
preparation  for  the  best  colleges..  In  September,  1867,  it  was 
decided  that  this  coprse  should  be  five  years  ;  and  that  the  addi- 
tional year  should  be  added  at  the  beginning  of  the  course ; 
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that  is,  the  pupils  were  to  enter  before  completing  the  studies  of 
the  Grammar  Schools. 

To  quote  from  the  records;  September,  18G7  : 

''Ordered :  That  the  High  School  Committee  be  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  ad- 
mission of  a  special  class  into  the  High  School,  composed  of  any  scholars  who  have 
reached  the  age  of  ten  years,  who  desire  to  pursue  the  classical  course  of  study, 
provided  such  arrangement  can  be  made  without  detriment  to  the  school." 

The  class  was  organized  and  a  teacher  was  appointed.  It 
appeared  later  that  the  pupils  who  had  "reached  the  age  of  ten 
years"  and  entered  the  class,  were  not  the  ones  who  needed  the 
five  years  of  preparation  for  college,  or  who  as  a  rule  would  go 
to  college  at  all.  Many  of  them  needed  most  the  very  study 
they  had  missed  in  the  lower  schools.  Accordingly  the  follow- 
ing was  introduced  in  the  School  Committee : 

July  (),  1869. 

IVhereas  :  After  a  fair  experiment,  it  has  been  found  that  but  a  small  number  of 
families  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  afforded  by  the  juvenile  depart- 
ment of  the  High  School;  and 

IV/iereas  :  The  sessions,  the  recesses,  the  length  of  lessons,  and  the  discipline  of 
an  institution  like  our  High  School  are  not  adapted  to  children  younger  than  those 
usually  graduated  from  our  Grammar  Schools;  while  under  our  system  of  graded 
schools,  the  existence  of  this  department  is  a  troublesome  anomaly,  ■Cvhich  may  be 
easily  avoided  by  making  provision,  if  it  should  be  necessary,  for  primary  I^atin 
instruction  in  our  Grammar  Schools;  therefore 

Voted :  That  there  shall  be  no  further  admissions  into  the  juvenile  or  Latin  (Gram- 
mar class  in  the  High  School." 

The  above  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  High 
School ;  and  its  provisions  were  subsequently  carried  out,  though 
not  by  a  formal  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

The  evils  which  the  class  was  organized  to  remedy,  again  be- 
gan to  be  felt.  The  school  was  trying  to  do  in  four  years  what 
other  schools  did  in  five  years ;  for  at  Cambridge  and  some 
other  cities  the  High  School  did  not  attempt  a  thorough  college 
preparation  in  four  years  of  ordinary  public  school  life.  The 
plan  for  a  juvenile,  or  college  preparatory  class,  was  revived. 
The  conditions  were  somewhat  modified.  The  following  is  from 
the  record  of  the  .School  Committee  ; 
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July,  1877.  A  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  High  School 
"was  adopted,  containing  the  following:  We  are,  however,  of  the 
'Opinion,  from  such  facts  as  we  have  ascertained,  that  power 
'Ought  to  be  given  to  organize  such  a  class  when  the  Committee 
;arc  satisfied  that  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  scholars  found 
properly  qualified  to  enter,  and  desirous  of  forming  a  prepar- 
atory class  in  Latin." 

In  the  September  following  the  class  was  organized  and  a 
teacher  appointed.  A  large  part  of  the  class  who  entered  sub- 
sequently fell  back  into  the  class  who  had  completed  the  studies 
>of  the  Ninth  grade.  And  as  the  result  of  that  second  attempt 
'the  following  action  was  taken : 

June,  1880.  "The  Committee  on  the  High  School  reported, 
recommending  the  discontinuance  of  the  preparatory  class  at 
the  close  of  the  present  term ;  and  that  the  regular  college  pre- 
paratory course  be  changed  from  four  years  to  five. 

The  recommendations  were  adopted." 

The  history  of  the  Preparatory  class  gives  evidence  that  the 
'difficulty  of  properly  fitting  boys  for  college  in  the  High  School 
3s  not  new.  The  second  trial  and  abandonment  of  the  class 
•ought  to  show  that  the  remedy  is  not  in  that.  The  plan  had 
two  fatal  defects :  First,  the  failures  at  the  college  entrance 
■examinations  were  sometimes  in  the  very  studies  which  this 
-class  skipped,  or  studied  when  too  young  to  master  and  retain 
them  ;  and  second,  a  majority  of  the  class  did  not  go  to  college 
^t  all.  It  is  the  training  of  the  High  School  course  that  most 
frequently  begets  the  desire  for  further  study.  A  college  class 
•  does  not  begin  so  far  down  as  the  Eighth  grade.  The  fifth 
year  of  preparation  has  now  been  placed  at  the  end  of  the 
course  when  the  pupil  has  discovered  what  his  tastes  and  his 
powers  are.  He  can  leave  school  and  go  into  business  or  learn 
•a  trade  at  once ;  or  he  can  enter  upon  a  more  extended  course 
•of  study  first.  This  plan  may  not  be  so  well  adapted  to  the 
^vants  of  those  parents  who  foreordain  for  their  children  a  col- 
lege course,  regardless  of  tiieir  taste  or  capacity.  It  is  believed 
that  the  number  who  do  so  is  small,  and  that  it  will  grow 
smaller ;  for  the  folly  of  forcing  a  bov  through  college  is  too- 
28 
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apparent.  And  there  is  not  the  same  excuse  for  repeating  the  folly 
which  formerly  existed.  Once,  the  choice  was  between  a  college 
training  and  no  training ;  now,  other  institutions  and  courses  of 
study,  in  great  variety,  of  equal  dignity  with  the  college,  and  far 
better  suited  to  individual  wants  are  open.  If  a  boy  has  nb 
taste  nor  aptitude  for  the  study  of  the  ancient  classics  and  litera- 
ture, the  Technical  schools  are  open  to  him.  Even  the  colleges, 
themselves  have  elective  studies  so  that  one  is  not  obliged  ta 
pursue  the  old-fashioned  classical  course  or  else  lose  all  chance 
for  the  liberal  culture  that  a  college  gives.  There  will  probably 
be  less  and  less  forcing  boys  to  go  to  college  as  the  yeara 
go  by. 

This  plan  of  a  five  years'  course  will  be  open  to  the  objection 
that  a  boy  will  be  too  old  when  he  enters  college ;  if  he  enters, 
the  High  School  at  thirteen  or  fourteen  he  will  be  eighteen  or 
nineteen  when  he  enters  college,  and  twenty-two  or  twenty-three 
when  he  graduates.  In  reading  the  life  of  Edward  Everett  or 
Charles  Sumner,  the  fond  father  while  rocking  the  cradle  of  his. 
sleeping  boy,  destined  for  college,  learns  that  those  eminent  men 
entered  Harvard  college,  perhaps,  at  the  age  of  fourteen ;  he- 
looks  at  the  High  School  catalogue  and  finds  that  in  the  regular 
order  of  things  his  boy  will  not  be  able  to  enter  till  the  age  or 
eighteen  or  nineteen ;  he  concludes  there  must  be  something^ 
wrong.  There  are  three  elements  in  this  conclusion  that  we 
may  consider ;  Those  eminent  men  have  done  much  besides; 
entering  college  at  the  age  of  fourteen,  which  .the  boy  may 
never  be  able  to  imitate ;  they  may  have  had  opportunities^ 
special  teachers  in  one  line  of  study,  which  the  public  High 
School  cannot  furnish  ;  the  qualification  for  entering  college  has. 
been  greatly  advanced  since  their  day. 

Moreover,  the  course  of  study  in  any  one  of  our  best  colleges 
is  not  now  adapted  to  a  boy  of  fourteen  years;  it  has  under- 
gone a  greater  change  than  the  terms  of  admission.  In  com- 
paring these  courses  of  study  with  those  of  fifty  years  ago.  Rev.  Dr^ 
Peabody  of  Cambridge  has  said;  "Fifty  years  ago  the  curric- 
ulum of  a  liberal  education  could  be  easily  defined.  The 
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branches  embraced  in  it  were  few,  and  were  nearly  or  quite  the 
same  in  all  our  higher  seminaries  of  learning.    *    *    *  * 

The  case  is  now  very  different.  It  is  not  too  much  to  say 
that  the  amount  of  study  that  comes  within  the  scope  of  the 
under-graduate  curriculium  has  been  quadrupled." 

No  one  is  obliged  to  enter  college ;  but  if  one  decides  to  do 
so,  it  may  be  argued,  not  without  show  of  reason,  that,  consid- 
ering the  preparation  required,  the  advanced  'course  of  study 
pursued,  and  the  expense  incurred,  he  is  as  well  off  to  enter  at 
eighteen  as  to  enter  younger,  if  not  better  off.  Before  he  can 
profitably  enter  upon  the  practice  of  a  profession  :  he  needS: 
maturity ;  and  he  needs  time  to  grow  strong  and  healthy. 

However  this  may  be,  the  fact  has  been  demonstrated  with 
tolerable  certainty  that  a  High  School  like  ours  requires  five 
years  for  giving  a  thorough  college  preparation.  Those  who 
are  able  are  at  liberty,  of  course,  to  find  some  shorter  or  better 
way. 

On  this  subject  the  following  is  quoted  from  the  fiftieth 
annual  report  of  the  President  of  Harvard  College:  'Vlt 
appears  that  the  average  age  of  admission  to  college  has  risen 
six  months  in  twenty  years ;  that  the  average  age  for  the  last 
five  years  has  been  eighteen  years  and  five  months ;  and  that 
the  rise  of  age  has  mainly  resulted  from  a  diminution  of  the 
proportional  number  of  those  who  enter  while  under  seventeen 
years  of  age,  and  an  increase  in  the  proportional  number  of 
those  who  enter  at  from  eighteen  to  twenty  years  of  age.  The 
present  average  age  at  admission  is  high  enough  to  secure  that 
degree  of  maturity  and  of  capacity  for  self-control,  which  it  is 
desirable  for  a  College  student  to  possess ;  and  the  Faculty  have 
no  desire  to  see  it  rise  still  higher.  The  increase  in  the  requis- 
itions for  admission  to  College,  which  has  been  going  on  stead- 
ily for  many  years,  has  a  tendency  to  raise  the  age  of  admis- 
sion; but  all  improvement  of  method  in  the  preparatory 
schools  tend  to  lower  it,  and  the  division  of  the  admission 
examination  between  two  years,  which  has  been  permitted  since 
1873-74,  will  have  a  strong  tendency  to  prevent  an  undue 
prolongation  of  the  period  of  preparation  at  school." 
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The  question  may  arise  why  can  not  the  High  School  do  in 
four  years  what  the  best  academies  do? 

The  circumstances  are  widely  different.  The  High  School  is 
not  alone  a  fitting  school ;  its  pupils  have  other  interests  and 
•duties;  they  are  at  home;  they  are  among  their  friends — in 
society  to  some  extent ;  school  is  not  the  only  concern  with 
them.  In  all  this  there  are  advantages.  They  learn  less 
Greek,  but  they  may  be  benefitted  in  other  ways.  At  an  acad- 
■emy  on  the  other  hand,  school  is  the  only  business,  and  the 
school,  if  properly  a  fitting  school,  has  this  one  aim.  The 
pupil  is  in  a  school  atmosphere ;  he  attends  to  his  duties  or  he 
does  not  stay  ;  he  knows  that  his  instruction  is  costing  his  father 
money.  In  some  cases,  and  in  some  respects,  such  a  school  is 
the  best  place  for  a  boy ;  it  has  decided  advantages.  The  con- 
ditions of  these  two  classes  of  schools  are  so  different  that  one 
can  not  be  expected  to  do  just  what  the  other  does. 

It  is  designed  that  the  course  of  study  in  the  school  should 
be  such  that  the  student  may  enter  the  Technical  School  at  the 
end  of  the  third  year.

No  estimate  is  here  made  of 
books  destroyed.  Any  child  may  spoil  all  his  books  every  term;  just  as  he  may 
destroy  his  clothes.  If  the  School  Committee  see  (it  to  introduce  a  new  book^ 
it  must  always  be  done  without  cost  to  the  pupil.

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  the  Ordinance  relating  to 
Public  Buildings,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
Report  of  the  condition  of  the  several  buildings,  the  amount 
•expended  for  repairs,  alterations  and  improvements  made  during 
Ihe  year  ending  Nov.  30th,  1880. 


At  the  date  of  my  last  report  the  Grafton  Street  School 
liouse  was  unfinished,  and  was  not  completed  ready  for  occu- 
pancy until  the  commencement  of  the  term  January  5th,  1880.

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Oxford  Street  School  House  Addition, 


The  additions  and  alterations  to  the  Oxford  Street  school' 
house  consist  of  four  new  school  rooms,  each  29x32  feet,  witk 
suitable  clothes  closets  to  each,  two  large  basement  rooms,  used 
as  play  rooms,  and  the  water  closets  outside  the  building,  but 
connected  with  the  basement.  The  alterations  of  the  old  build- 
ing have  been  the  construction  of  a  hall  and  stairway  across- 
the  west  end,  thereby  reducing  the  size  of  the  large  dressing 
rooms,  but  leav^ing  sufficient  room  for  dressing  rooms  to  the  old 
school  rooms,  which  have  not  been  changed.  A  large  roonii 
has  been  finished  in  the  attic  of  the  old  part  which  can  be  used 
for  an  overflow,  or  as  a  small  hall.  The  basement  of  the  old 
part  has  been  fitted  up  for  a  ward  room  for  ward  8. 

The  contract  for  building  the  additions  and  alterations  to  the 
old  house  was  awarded  to  Charles  A.  Vaughan,  March  17th^ 
1880.  Mr.  Vaughan  declining  to  sign  the  contract,  it  was  voted 
by  the  committee  to  award  the  contract  to  the  next  lowest  bid- 
der, Mr.  Addison  Palmer,  for  the  sum  of  $12,275.  Work  was^ 
commenced  as  early  as  practicable,  and  the  buildings  and  altera- 
tions were  completed  ready  for  occupancy  Sept.  6th  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Fail  term  of  school.  The  occupation  of  the 
old  building  for  school  until  the  first  of  July  left  but  a  short 
time  to  make  the  alterations  to  the  old  building,  and  the  work 
could  not  be  done  as  well  as  it  would  have  been  had  there  beer^ 
more  time  for  drying;  as  a  whole  the  work  has  been  very  sat- 
isfactory.

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The  bids  for  the  construction  of  the  Hospital  Buildings,  viz., 
One  Administration  Building,  one  Kitchen  and  Boiler  Room, 
two  two-story  Wards,  and  one  one-story  Ward,  were  opened 
June  5,  1880,  and  after  a  careful  consideration  of  the  matter,  it 
was  decided  not  to  award  the  contract,  but  to  call  for  new 
proposals,  leaving  off  the  one-story  ward  upon  the  east  side  of 
the  Administration  Building,  and  the  proposals  were  opened 
June  21st.,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  Addison  Palmer,  and 
Chas.  A.  Vaughan,  for  the  sum  of  $37,875.  Work  was  com- 
menced as  soon  as  possible  after  the  signing  of  the  contract, 
and  has  been  forwarded  as  rapidly  as  good  workmanship  would 
allow.  The  several  buildings  being  all  enclosed,  the  two  wards 
and  kitchen  plastered  two  coats,  and  the  Administration  Build- 
ing found  ready  for  lathing.

The  alterations  and  repairs  on  Headquarters  Buildings,  Bige- 
low  Court,  have  proved  to  be  of  great  advantage.

This  building  has  been  used  by  the  two  Infantry  Companies 
and  Battery  1^  1st  Light  Artillery,  and  the  upper  drill  hall  has 
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been  used  in  common  by  the  three  companies,  each  having  the 
use  of  the  hall  two  evenings  a  week.  October  21st  a  commu- 
nication addressed  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  by  Adjt.  Gen.  A. 
Hunn  Berry,  in  which  it  was  ordered  that  the  companies  suspend 
drill,  as  in  his  opinion  it  is  considered  unsafe,  a  meeting  of  the 
Joint  Standing  Committee  was  at  once  held  and  three  experienced 
builders  were  invited  to  consult  with  the  Committee  and  after 
looking  the  building  over  it  was  decided  that  it  was  not  advisa- 
ble to  use  the  drill  hall,  and  to  provide  other  quarters  if  suitable 
arrangements  could  be  made.

School  Houses. 


The  several  school  buildings  are  all  in  very  good  repair.  The 
rapid  increase  in  number  of  scholars  has  called  for  a  large  in- 
crease in  accommodations  and  there  has  been  added,  beside  the 
four  new  rooms  on  Grafton  street,  the  three  new  rooms  at  Edge- 
worth  street,  a  new  room  hired  at  New  Worcester,  a  room  fin- 
ished in  the  hall  of  the  Woodland  street  house,  a  similar  room 
in  the  Belmont  hall,  and  one  in  Lamartine  street  hall,  a  new 
room  at  Thomas  street  by  taking  one  of  the  large  dressing  rooms 
and  making  dressing  rooms  in  the  hall ;  a  room  has  also  been 
provided  in  the  roof  of  the  Sycamore  street  school  house,  and  a 
room  at  South  Worcester  has  been  enlarged.  All  these  extra  ac- 
commodations are  believed  to  be  temporary,  but  my  experience 
is  that  they  are  more  liable  to  be  permanent.  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  is  not  a  good  policy  to  put  small  children  up  two  or  three 
flights  of  stairs,  and  should  in  my  judgment  be  avoided  if 
possible.

Annual  Report  of  the  Commissioners 

OF 

HOPE  CEMETERY, 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1880. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  the  Aldermen,  and 

The  Common   Conncil  of  the  City  of  Worcester: 

The  experience  of  twenty-six  years,  and  advice  from  the  pro- 
prietors of  lots  in  the  cemetery,  did  not  suggest  the  necessity 
of  any  radical  changes  in  its  management  the  past  year. 

The  returning  care  of  paths  and  avenues  makes  work  for 
every  month.  The  demand  was  promptly  and  skilfully  met  by 
the  foremen  and  his  men. 

During  eight  months  of  the  year  eight  or  ten  men  were 
employed.  Grading  and  preparing  ground  for  new  lots  gives 
full  work  when  they  are  not  engaged  by  the  lot  owners.  They 
have  not  prepared  many  lots  in  advance  of  the  demand  for 
occupancy. 

Five  hundred  dollars  appropriated  for  grading  the  ground  tO' 
which  remains  were  removed  from  "Mechanic  street  Burial 
Ground"  was  all  expended. 

Regard  for  the  living  representatives  of  the  old  families  and 
a  reverent  feeling  that  the  graves  of  the  fathers  should  be  re- 
spected by  those  who  follow  them,  demanded  the  most  consid- 
erate care  of  the  commissioners.  We  are  gratified  that  His 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  his  inaugural  address  could  express  him-

self  so  well  satisified  with  the  execution  of  our  plans.  In  lay- 
ing out  adjoining  grounds  we  shall  make  the  plot  still  more 
attractive,  and  trust  it  may  never  show  a  want  of  proper  care. 

In  this  connection  we  may  second  the  recommendation  of 
the  Mayor  in  regard  to  the  place  where  rest  the  remains  re- 
moved from  "Pine  Meadow  Grounds." 

The  first  removals  were  made  in  the  year  1866  ;  the  last  in  the 
year  1877. 

The  ground  was  never  properly  graded.  Surrounding  lots 
are  receiving  so  much  attention  from  individual  owners,  that 
this  plot  which,  for  obvious  reasons,  must  be  the  especial  charge 
of  the  City,  looks  like  a  neglected  spot. 

We  trust  an  appropriation  may  be  made  to  put  the  ground  in 
condition  so  that  its  future  care  need  cost  but  little,  and  yet  it 
^*may  be  a  perpetual  source  of  comfort  to  those  who  shall  here- 
after visit  it." 

For  this  purpose  we  respectfully  ask  an  appropriation  of 
$1000 — believing  it  may  be  a  proper  charge  to  the  expenses  of 
the  ''Pine  Meadow  Land,"  once  appropriated  and  used  for  a 
burial  ground,  but  now  being  used  for  other  purposes,  giving 
large  returns  in  money,  to  the  city. 

The  commissioners  have  made  liberal  expenditures  for  general 
improvements. 

Individual  proprietors  have  done  more  than  in  any  previous 
year,  and  are  more  and  more  appreciating  the  gain  of  employ- 
ing the  superintendent  and  his  skilful  men  in  the  grading  and 
care  of  their  lots.  He  employs  good  men,  buys  turf,  loam, 
manure,  and  stone  work,  in  quantities,  at  fair  prices,  and.  has  all 
facilities  for  doing  the  work.  He  is  instructed  to  furnish  all 
-material  and  labor  to  the  proprietors  at  cost.  One  hundred  and 
forty-two  lots  were  graded  for  the  owners,  and  $498  was  re- 
ceived for  the  care  of  other  lots,  that  had  been  previously 
graded.

The  whole  number  of  lots  sold  since  the  opening  of  the 
Cemetery  is  2018.    The  amount  received  for  them,  $42,430.00.

In  1880,  there  were  72  free  burials  in  the  ground  appropriated 
for  that  purpose,  which  is  now  nearly  all  occupied.  $979.00 
more  was  received  for  lots  sold  in  the  year  1880,  than  in 
1879. 

These  statistics  show  how  fast  the  Cemetery  grounds  are  be- 
ing taken  for  the  last  resting  place  of  departing  generations,  and 
how  timely  was  the  suggestion  of  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  in  his 
inaugural  address,  in  regard  to  securing  more  land.  Rural 
Cemetery  cannot  be  extended,  and  the  few  lots  left  are  too 
costly  for  many  of  our  citizens. 

When  the  sad  hour  comes  for  the  young  household  that  has 
been  meeting  the  experience,  of  sickness,  to  find  a  burial  place 
for  a  loved  one,  the  draft  upon  their  resources  should  be  as 
light  as  it  can  be  made,  and  the  place  free  from  repulsive  sur- 
roundings. 

Were  our  population  more  fixed  and  permanent,  the  demand 
would  decrease  as  families  make  their  selections,  but  where 
there  is  rapid  growth  in  numbers  and  life,  death  and  burials  also 
increase  in  number. 

W^e  earnestly  commend  this  subject  to  your  consideration. 
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Your  Commissioners  have  entered  upon  the  work  of  the  pres- 
ent year  with  united  counsel  and  resolutions  to  fulfil  the  trust 
you  have  given  them. 

A  statement  in  detail  of  receipts  and  expenditures  accompa- 
nies, and  is  a  part  of  this  report. 

We  have  hearty  thanks  for  the  City  Teasurer,  his  assistants, 
and  other  officers,  for  the  aid  we  have  received  from  them.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  ENGINEER. 


To  the  Honorable  City  Council. 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  the  following  as  the  report 
of  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineering,  for  the  year  ending 
December  1st,  1880. 

Sewers. 

Section  number  one  of  the  Island  Sewer,  or  the  main  outlet  of 
the  Sewerage  system  of  the  City,  was  completed  August  14th, 
and  the  waters  of  Mill  Brook  were  turned  into  it  upon  that  day. 
As  Mill  Brook  was  a  feeder  to  the  mill  pond  of  the  Washburn 
«&  Moen  Manufacturing  Company's  works  at  Ouinsigamond,  the 
above-named  Company  have  claimed  damages  for  taking  it  to 
the  extent  of  $30,000.00.  No  steps  have  been  taken  as  yet  to 
settle  this  claim.  Proposals  were  received  for  the  construction 
of  section  number  two  of  the  Island  Sewer  on  the  21st  day  of 
April.  The  bids  for  doing  this  work  and  constructing  Ouinsig- 
amond Avenue  were  received  together.  The  lowest  bid  for  the 
sewer  was  $33,338.00,  the  highest  was  $102,078.25  ;  upon  inves- 
tigation it  was  found  that  the  lowest  bidders  were  not  responsi- 
ble. The  contract  was  therefore  awarded  to  Kiernan  &  Maloney 
of  Chelsea,  Mass.,  the  next  highest  bidders,  the  contract  price 
being  $38,426.75.    The  work  was  to  have  been  done  December 
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20th,  but  owing  to  delays  of  various  kinds  the  sewer  will  not  be 
finished  before  February  1st,  1881.  The  work  has  been  care- 
fully inspected  and  has  been  well  done.

The  sewers  constructed  by  the  City  have  been  built  in  a  thor- 
ough and  satisfactory  manner  by  General  R.  H.  Chamberlain, 
Superintendent  of  Sewers,  and  in  every  case  have  cost  less  than 
the  price  estimated.  The  new  sewer  in  Front  street,  will,  it  is  be- 
Heved,  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  estates  abutting  on  that  street; 
the  grade  is  established  low  enough  to  drain  every  estate  thor- 
oughly. The  open  channel  of  Mill  Brook  from  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  south  to  Cambridge  street  will  have  to  be 
arched  in  the  near  future.  The  section  between  the  railroad  and 
Green  street,  at  the  Crompton  Loom  Works,  should  be  done  at 
once.  Quite  a  large  manufacturing  business  is  springing  up- 
along  the  line  of  the  brook,  and  as  the  buildings  increase  irk 
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number  the  expense  of  doing  the  work  will  increase  also.  I 
would  recommend  that  a  section  of  the  brook  be  arched  each 
year  until  the  whole  is  finished.  It  is  hoped  that  this  department 
will  receive  a  liberal  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  lateral 
sewers  upon  the  "  Island  District,"  so-called.  It  has  been  impos- 
sible up  to  the  present  time  to  drain  this  district ;  but  now  that 
the  Island  Sewer  is  so  near  completion  it  can  be  drained  thor- 
oughly. A  large  portion  of  the  Island  is  under  water  the  year 
round  and  it  is  becoming  more  of  a  nuisance  every  year.  This 
work  should  be  done  at  once.  The  Pine  Meadow  district  will 
eventually  have  to  be  sewered  ;  the  work  of  cleaning  out  the 
culvert  under  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  and  through  the 
land  of  T.  K.  Earle  and  others,  it  is  believed,  will  do  away  with 
the  necessity  of  constructing  sewers  in  this  district  for  several 
years.  This  work  is  being  done  by  the  owners  of  the  land 
through  which  the  culvert  passes,  and  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Health.  One  of  the  most  important  matters  to  be 
considered  by  the  City  Council  is  the  draining  of  the  district 
west  of  Piedmont  street,  called  the  Lincoln  Brook  District.  This 
section  is  becoming  one  of  the  most  thickly  settled  portions  of 
the  City ;  all  the  drainage  they  now  have  is  into  Lincoln  Brook, 
which  is  rapidly  becoming  a  nuisance.  The  sewage  system  of 
the  City  consists  of  ^7too  niiles  of  sewers,  887  catch  basins  and 
1488  manholes.  The  number  of  permits  granted  to  enter  the 
sewers  to  date  is  2530. 

The  property  owned  by  the  Sewer  Maintenance  Department 
is  valued  at  $668.20.  That  owned  by  the  Sewer  Construction 
Department  is  valued  at  $700.00.  Schedules  of  the  above 
property  may  be  seen  at  this  office.

The  contract  for  constructing  Quinsigamond  Avenue  from 
Cambridge  to  Southbridge  streets  was  awarded  (in  connection 
with  section  number  two  of  the  Island  Sewer)  to  Kiernan  & 
Maloney  of  Chelsea,  Mass.,  they  being  the  lowest  responsible 
bidders  for  the  work.  The  contract  price  was  $26.80  per  lineal 
rod  for  the  road  complete,  including  the  guard  rail,  etc.  The 
work  was  to  be  done  December  20th,  but  owing  to  delays  in 
constructing  the  sewer  will  not  be  complete  before  February, 
1881,  which  will  be  in  ample  time  for  the  assessment  of  better- 
ments, as  the  time  does  not  expire  for  making  the  assessment 
until  April  29th,  1881.  About  1800  feet  of  the  traveled  way  of 
the  street  has  been  completed  to  date ;  the  total  length  of  the 
street  is  3,000  feet.  The  amount  expended  to  date  is  $2,154.60, 
leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $2,830.20  for  finishing  the 
street.  All  damages  have  been  settled  except  with  George 
Crompton,  ILsq.,  who  has  never  accepted  the  award  of  $2,633.75 
made  to  him  by  the  City  Council.  The  total  amount  paid  for 
damages  and  construction  to  date  on  this  avenue  is  $12,669.55; 
adding  to  this  the  balance  of  the  contract  and  the  damages 
awarded  to  Mr.  Crompton,  we  have  the  probable  cost  of  the 
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avenue,  $18,133.50.  Owing  to  the  very  favorable  terms  upon 
which  the  avenue  is  being  constructed  the  total  cost  will  come 
considerably  inside  of  the  original  estimate. 

Hospital  street  has  been  laid  out  and  partly  constructed  during 
the  year.  This  street  is  located  through  the  land  given  to  the 
City  for  Hospital  purposes,  by  the  late  George  Jaques,  Esq., 
and  extends  from  King  to  Wellington  streets.  In  connection 
with  the  construction  of  this  street  the  grade  of  Piedmont  street 
has  been  raised  three  feet  at  the  point  where  Hospital  street 
and  Piedmont  street  intersect ;  the  result  has  been  an  improve- 
ment in  both  these  streets.  The  amount  expended  in  making 
the  Hospital  street  improvement  to  date  is  $1897.48  ;  estimated 
cost  of  finishing  the  work  and  paying  remainder  of  damages  on 
Piedmont  street,  $1,500. 

An  agreement  was  made  with  the  Providence  &  Worcester 
Railroad  Company,  July  12th,  by  which  said  company  were  to 
reconstruct  the  railroad  bridge  over  Soutbridge  street,  south  of 
Lafayette  street,  they  agreeing  to  build  an  iron  bridge  and  place 
the  abutments  upon  the  line  of  the  street,  the  City  agreeing  to 
pay  them  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  and  to  do  the  excavating  within 
the  street  lines.  This  work  has  been  commenced  and  will  be 
finished  during  the  coming  season.  As  a  matter  of  economy  a 
certain  amount  of  street  paving  should  be  done  each  year.  The 
work  in  this  direction  this  year  has  been  the  paving  of  Park 
street  from  opposite  the  Catholic  church  to  Main  street,  and 
Main  street  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  horse  railroad  track,  from  a 
pointopposite  the  estate  of  Thomas  H.Dodge,  Esq.,  to  May  street. 
The  streets  that  need  paving  the  most  at  the  present  time  are 
Front  street,  from  Church  to  Main  street;  Trumbull  street  for 
its  entire  length  ;  Grove  street,  from  Salisbury  street  to  a  point 
opposite  the  northerly  end  of  the  Washburn  &  Moen  Manufac- 
turing Company's  Works  ;  and  Union  street  for  its  entire  length. 
I  would  recommend  the  re-paving  of  Front  street  between  the 
points  named,  and  the  paving  of  Union  street  with  the  old  blocks 
taken  from  Front  street  as  far  as  they  will  go.  A  change  has 
been  made  in  the  location  of  Millbury  street — from  a  point  near 
the  southerly  end  of  the  boarding  house  owned  by  the  Wash-

burn  &  Moen  Manufacturing  Company,  to  a  point  just  south  of 
the  Providence  &  Worcester  Railroad  crossing  at  Quinsigamond 
Village.  This  change  was  made  by  the  County  Commissioners, 
at  the  request  of  said  company,  as  they  wished  to  enlarge  their 
yard  room  in  front  of  their  mill.  As  it  would  be  of  no  incon- 
venience to  the  public,  the  city  authorities  did  not  object  to  it. 
The  company  pay  all  the  bills,  and  are  to  erect  an  iron  bridge 
over  the  river  in  place  of  the  stone  arch  bridge  that  has  been  in 
use  for  years. 

The  columns  supporting  the  viaduct  bridge  on  Foster  and 
Mechanic  streets  should  be  filled  with  cement,  and  a  roof  placed 
over  the  sidewalk  to  catch  the  drippings  from  the  bridge  in 
stormy  weather.  This  is  a  matter  of  little  expense  to  the  City 
and  would  be  appreciated  by  the  public.  I  recommend  that 
this  work  be  done  at  once.  The  total  length  of  public  streets 
in  the  City  is  144  miles  ;  private  streets,  60  miles.  We  have 
19  stone  arch,  16  wood  and  2  iron  bridges.

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A  new  contract  has  been  made  with  the  Gas  Company  whereby 
the  City  and  the  citizens  buy  their  gas  at  the  same  rate,  viz. : 
$2.25  per  thousand  feet,  although  the  old  contract  did  not  ex- 
pire until  October  1st,  1882.  It  was  found  upon  investigation 
that  Worcester  was  paying  more  for  gas  than  most  any  other 
city  in  New  England.  A  proposition  was  therefore  made  to 
the  Gas  Company  to  reduce  the  price  of  gas  and  to  enter  into  a 
new  contract,  it  having  previously  been  intimated  by  the  com- 
pany that  such  a  proposition  would  be  favorably  considered. 
As  the  result  the  people  now  get  their  gas  furnished  to  them  at 
a  much  more  reasonable  rate  than  by  the  old  contract,  which  pro- 
vided that  the  City  and  other  large  consumers  should  pay  $2.85 
per  thousand  feet,  ten  per  cent,  off,  and  all  small  consumers  pay 
$2.85  per  thousand  feet  with  no  discount.  The  property  owned 
by  the  Street  Lighting  Department  is  valued  at  $781.24.  A 
schedule  of  this  property  can  be  seen  at  this  affice.  The  work  of 
lighting  and  taking  care  of  the  lights  for  the  past  year  has  been 
under  the  charge  of  P.  Ronayne,  who  has  done  the  work  to  the 
■entu'e  satisfaction  of  all  concerned.

The  above  statement  shows  that  the  City  Hospital  has  con- 
tinued its  active  practical  work  at  a  materially  smaller  cost  to 
the  city  treasury  than  ever  before.  This  is  owing  to  increasing 
income  from  the  Jaques  Fund,  which  by  judicious  sales  of  land 
by  the  commissioners,  is  now  yielding  a  large  support  to  the 
cost  of  maintaining  the  Hospital. 

The  service  at  the  Hospital  remains  unchanged.  Dr.  J.  Bart- 
lett  Rich,  as  superintendent  and  admitting  physician,  continues  to 
deserve  and  to  receive  the  entire  confidence  and  approval  of 
the  trustees  in  the  discharge  of  his  difficult  and  responsible 
duties.  His  assistants,  the  matron.  Miss  M.  A.  Hales,  a  male 
and  female  attendant,  a  night  watch,  a  cook  and  assistant,  a  jan- 
itor and  a  laundress  make  up  the  working  force  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  suffered  a  serious  loss  in 
the  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Henry  Clarke,  and  the  following  reso- 
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lutions  of  respect  appear  on  the  Records  of  the  Trustees  at 
their  meeting,  May  1st: 

Resolved:  That  in  the  afflicting  dispensation  of  the  death  of  our  respected  friend, 
Dr.  Henry  Clarke,  a  member  of  the  Visiting  Staff  of  this  Hospital  from  the  founda- 
tion, this  charity  has  lost  a  strong  supporter  and  a  wise  adviser. 

R.  solved:  That  the  trustees  sympathize  deeply  with  the  family  and  friends  of  Dr. 
Clarke  and  feel  assured  that  his  memory  will  long  be  cherished  in  this  Hospital  as 
one  of  the  active  promoters  of  its  establishment. 

Resolved:  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  entered  upon  the  Records  and 
sent  by  the  secretary  to  the  family  of  Dr.  Clarke. 

The  vacancy  upon  the  Staff  occasioned  by  the  death  of  Dr. 
Clarke  was  filled  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Charles  A.  Peabody,  a  for- 
mer superintendent  and  now  engaged  as  assistant  superintend- 
ent at  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Chronic  Insane. 

The  young  ladies  representing  the  Flower  Mission  to  the  sick 
and  neglected  have  remembered  this  institution  during  the 
summer  months  by  a  weekly  donation  of  flowers  and  fruits 
which  they  have  themselves  distributed  among  the  patients.  It 
is  easy  to  understand  how  much  pleasure  this  simple  kindness 
may  afford  to  the  weary  sufferer,  not  only  from  the  beauty  of 
the  flowers,  but  also  as  an  evidence  of  human  sympathy. 
These  visits  are  mutually  beneficial,  teaching  the  young  by  con- 
tact with  disease  and  poverty,  that  life  has  its  sombre  side  and 
that  many  of  what  are  to  them  real  troubles,  sink  out  of  sight 
when  contrasted  with  those  which  must  be  endured  by  the 
inmates  of  our  hospitals.

The  New  City  Hospital.  ^ 

In  his  Inaugural  Address  on  Jan.  5th,  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
used  the  following  language:  ''The  propriety  of  making 
immediate  provision  for  large  future  wants  by  building  at  once 
on  the  lot  at  the  corner  of  Queen  and  Prince  streets,  which  Mr. 
Jaques  gave  for  that  purpose  some  time  before  his  death,  has 
been  considered  by  a  committee  of  the  City  Council  during  the 
past  year,  and  their  report  will  be  brought  to  your  notice  among 
other  matters  of  unfinished  business.  While  it  is  obvious  that 
larger  accommodations  are  not  immediately  needed,  and  that 
the  erection  of  a  hospital  building  would  involve  a  considerable 
expenditure,  besides  requiring  a  somewhat  larger  annual  appro- 
priation for  running  expenses,  it  should  also  be  borne  in  mind 
that  we  are  now  occupying  the  best  part  of  the  homestead 
estate,  which  will  soon  have  a  considerable  market  value,  and 
that  any  sale  of  the  Jaques  land  makes  an  addition  to  the  fund 
whose  income  goes  to  support  the  hospital.  Hitherto  nothing, 
in  my  opinion,  has  been  lost  by  waiting,  and  the  fact  that  we 
have  not  yet  built  on  the  lot  referred  to  can  hardly  be  regarded 
as  indicating  any  lack  of  respect  for  the  memory  of  Mr.  Jaques, 
who  as  we  all  know  wished  only  to  benefit  the  city.  Mr.  Jaques, 
who  was  a  trustee  of  the  hospital,  was  of  course  deeply  inter- 
ested in  the  institution,  and  in  connection  with  others  was  con- 
fident that  we  could  not  long  remain  in  the  Bigelow  mansion, 
which,  at  the  time  the  gift  was  made,  we  were  occupying  for 
hospital  purposes.        *        *  ***** 

*  *  *  I  earnestly  recommend  that  you  consider  at 
the  earliest  possible  time  the  expediency  of  erecting,  during 
the  present  year,  an  inexpensive  hospital  building  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  accommodate  forty  or  fifty  patients  of  the  class  for 
which  this  important  public  charity  was  designed." 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  trustees  held  April  3rd  they  were 
informed  that  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings  had  prepared 
plans  for  the  erection  of  a  hospital  upon  land  on  the  corner 
of  Queen  and  Prince  streets,  given  to  the  city  by  George 
Jaques,  Ksq.,  in  1872,  for  this  special  purpose,  and  the  trustees 
were  invited  by  the  committee  to  meet  them  to  consider  the 
plans  and  to  consult  with  the  architects,  Messrs.  Fuller  and 
Delano.  The  invitation  was  accepted,  and  the  trustees  at  a  sub- 
sequent special  meeting  held  April  19th,  passed  the  following 
vote:  "The  trustees  approve  the  plans  for  the  New  Hospital 
Buildings  as  submitted  by  Messrs.  Fuller  and  Delano." 

On  May  4th  the  trustees  were  again  invited  by  the  Committee 
on  Public  Buildings  to  meet  them  on  the  hospital  lot,  to  be  pres- 
ent and  advise  in  regard  to  laying  out  the  grounds  and  deter- 
mining the  location  of  the  buildings.  There  were  present  at 
this  meeting  members  of  the  city  committee,  of  the  trustees,  and 
of  the  visiting  staff  of  the  hospital,  together  with  the  architects. 
The  position  of  the  buildings  and  general  grade  of  the  land 
was  then  determined  upon  by  vote.  Work  was  at  once  com- 
menced, and  has  been  prosecuted  until  the  present  time.  The 
hospital  consists  of  four  buildings,  a  main  building  53x50  feet 
containing  offices,  dispensary,  operating  room,  and  rooms  for 
the  resident  physician  and  others  in  charge  of  the  institution,  a 
kitchen  building  52x27-|  feet  in  the  rear,  with  a  long  corridor 
running  at  right  angles  betw^een  the  two,  and  connecting  with  two 
pavilions  on  either  side,  each  96x27  feet,  extending  back  par- 
allel with  the  kitchen  building.  The  pavilions,  or  wards,  are 
designed  to  accommodate  fifteen  patients  each,  and  are  pro- 
vided with  five  private  rooms  in  the  second  story  for  the  treat- 
ment of  special  cases. 

The  main  or  administration  building  is  two  stories  high,  with 
a  steep  roof  of  irregular  shape,  and  is  surmounted  by  a  tower 
eighty  feet  high.  The  two  wards  and  the  kitchen  building  are 
plastered,  and  the  work  of  finishing  them  will  be  resumed  when 
the  heating  apparatus  is  put  in.  Two  large  boilers  from  the 
Stewart  Boiler  Works  have  been  delivered,  and  are  now  in  the 
boiler  room  ready  to  be  set,  and  a  portion  of  the  piping  will 
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doubtless  be  put  in  this  winter,  and  the  hospital  can  be  finished 
for  occupancy  during  .the  summer  of  1881. 

The  materials  used  in  the  structure  are  brick  laid  in  red  mor- 
tar, with  Longmeadow  brown-stone  for  the  basement,  and  Ohio 
free-stone  trimmings  for  the  main  building.  The  main  entrance 
to  the  administration  building  is  fifteen  feet  above  the  street,  and 
is  reached  by  a  double  flight  of  granite  steps  ;  these,  with  the 
brown-stone  and  free-stone  trimmings,  give  the  building  an 
impressive  appearance.  The  work  is  all  done  by  contract  by 
Messrs.  Palmer  and  Vaughan,  who  have  sub-let  various  parts  of 
the  work.  The  brick  work  is  by  Henry  Mellen,  the  Long- 
meadow  stone  and  Ohio  free-stone  is  supplied  by  F.  C.  Mark- 
ham,  the  slating  is  by  Thomas  O'Gara,  and  the  granite  steps  by 
A.  G.  Mann.  The  buildings  are  substantially  built  and  admira- 
bly arranged  for  the  work  of  a  hospital. 

A  large  amount  of  material  has  been  removed  from  the  lot  to 
grade  for  the  buildings,  which  has  been  used  to  raise  the  grade 
of  Piedmont  street  through  the  low  ground,  and  to  fill  the  val- 
ley on  the  location  of  the  new  Hospital  street,  which  is  to  pass 
through  the  site  of  the  old  Jaques  mansion,  now  occupied  by 
the  hospital,  and  includes  when  finished,  what  is  now  known  as 
Prince  street.  The  new  street  will  open  a  large  number  of 
excellent  building  lots  on  the  Jaques  estate,  and  give  a  direct 
and  convenient  route  to  the  new  location  of  the  hospital  from 
near  the  junction  of  Chandler  and  Wellington  streets. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  and  resident  physician,  and 
a  valuable  tabulated  statement  of  diseases,  from  the  same  source, 
are  appended  to  and  form  a  part  of  this  report.  The  report  of 
the  commissioners  of  the  Jaques  Fund  and  other  funds  of  the 
City  Hospital,  will  be  added  to  this  document.

The  high  rate  of  mortality  for  the  past  year  cannot  properly 
be  attributed  to  defective  sanitary  conditions,  but  mainly  to  the 
admission  of  an  unusual  number  of  incurable  cases,  both  of 
accident  and  disease. 

In  admitting  patients  it  is  kept  in  view  that  the  Hospital  is  in 
no  sense  to  be  considered  a  home  for  the  unfortunate,  but  a 
place  for  the  relief  and  cure  of  those  suffering  from  disease 
and  injury. 

Most  of  those  admitted  are  necessarily  free  patients,  but  there 
are  some  who  are  able  and  ought  to  pay,  and  as  a  rule  are  will- 
ing to  do  so. 

The  proportion  of  paying  patients  is  about  the  same  as  that 
of  other  public  hospitals. 

Board  is  charged  at  the  rate  of  $10  per  week,  which  is  about 
the  cost  for  each  patient.  Some  who  cannot  pay  the  full  rate 
are  charged  various  smaller  amounts,  according  to  circumstances. 
The  average  price  paid  the  past  year  was  $7.71. 

Patients  from  other  towns  are  charged  full  rates.    Those  not 
having  a  settlement  in  Worcester  are  charged  to  towns  where 
they  belong,  and  those  having  no  settlement,  to  the  State. 
40 
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Much  interest  has  been  manifested  by  the  clergy  and  others 
in  their  visitations  to  the  sick.  The  Flower  Mission"  has  con- 
tinued its  pleasing  and  welcome  attentions.  During  a  part  of 
the  year,  some  of  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  connected  with  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association  have  held  a  Service  of 
Song"  in  the  wards  on  Sunday  afternoons,  which  has  been  wel- 
come, and  acceptable  to  the  patients.  Continued  friendly  interest 
in  the  Hospital  by  various  very  pleasing  and  friendly  donations. 

In  the  management  of  the  hospital  it  lias  been  my  constant 
aim  to  secure  as  good  results  as  possible  as  regards  hygiene, 
service  for  the  sick,  and  economy  of  expenditure.  The  employes 
have  rendered  faithful  service. 

I  gratefully  acknowledge  the  aid  and  counsel  which  I  have 
continued  to  receive  from  the  hospital  staff.  I  desire,  also,  to 
express  my  thanks  for  the  cordial  and  efficient  co-operation,  and 
continued  confidence  which  I  have  had  from  the  members  of 
your  Board.

At  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  held  on  this  date,  the  Annual  Report  for  1880,  as 
prepared  by  the  clerk,  was  adopted  by  the  Board ;  and  he  was 
instructed  to  present  the  same  to  the  City  Council,  with  the 
request  that  it  be  printed  at  an  early  date,  and  that  this  Board 
be  furnished  with  five  hundred  copies  for  their  use  and  dis- 
tribution.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 


Gentlemen  of  The  City  Council : 

The  close  of  another  financial  year  calls  upon  us  to  give  an 
account  of  our  stewardship,  which  we  herewith  accordingly- 
present  in  its  several  divisions. 

City  Relief  Department. 

The  total  number  of  families  having  applied  for  and  received 
aid  during  the  year,  is  seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  com- 
prising twelve  hundred  and  thirty-two  males,  and  twelve  hundred 
and  twenty-four  females,  or  two  thousand  four  hundred  and 
fifty-six  persons. 

Of  these,  four  hundred  and  ninety-six  families,  consisting  of 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-one  males,  and  eight  hundred  and 
seven  females,  or  sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-eight  persons, 
have  legal  pauper  settlements  in  this  city  or  elsewhere ;  and 
two  hundred  and  thirty-three  families,  consisting  of  four  hun- 
dred and  eleven  males,  and  four  hundred  and  seventeen  females, 
or  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight  persons,  were  State  Paupers,, 
or  had  no  known  settlement. 
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The  whole  number  having  a  legal  pauper  settlement,  who  ha\^e 
received  full  support  for  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  year,  is  one 
hundred  and  fifty-seven ;  one  hundred  and  two  males  and  fifty- 
five  females. 

The  number  provided  for  at  the  several  Insane  Hospitals, 
during  the  year,  has  been  forty-one ;  twenty-six  males  and 
fifteen  females. 

Four  persons  brought  into  the  State  by  the  various  lines  of 
communication  with  other  states,  have  been  returned  on  the 
several  roads  by  which  they  came,  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
LXXI,  Sec.  25  of  the  General  Statutes. 

Thirty-one  State  Paupers  have  been  sent  to  the  State  Alms- 
house at  Tewksbury,  after  having  been  aided  here  to  a  greater 
or  less  extent. 

Ninety-eight  heads  of  families,  consisting  of  two  hundred  and 
thirty-six  males,  and  two  hundred  and  fourteen  females,  or  four 
hundred  and  fifty  persons  having  a  legal  settlement  in  other 
cities  and  towns,  but  living  here,  have  been  aided  here  during 
the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  or  instructions  of  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  several  places  where  they  have 
their  settlement. 

In  providing  for  the  cases  above  mentioned  by  the  depart- 
ment for  Temporary  Aid,  at  the  ofiice  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board,  there  have  been  drawn  two  thousand  five  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  orders,  on  various  persons  for  the  following  neces-

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City  Almshouse  Department. 

There  have  been  supported  at  the  City  Farm,  for  a  greater  or 
less  part  of  the  year,  seventy-five  males  and  thirty-eight  females, 
or  one  hundred  and  thirteen  persons,  almost  all  of  whom  are 
either  aged  or  infirm,  bodily  or  mentally. 

In  accordance  with  our  recommendation  of  last  year,  that  the 
almshouse  should  be  enlarged,  an  appropriation  of  $8,200.00 
was  made  for  that  purpose,  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Buildings  of  the  City  Council,  and  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Buildings  of  the  City,  an  additional  wing  61 
feet  long  and  31  feet  wide,  three  stories  high,  containing  eighteen 
rooms  for  occupation  by  the  inmates,  besides  two  dining-rooms,, 
two  pantries  and  three  bath-rooms,  the  enlargement  of  the 
kitchen  and  laundry,  and  a  cellar  under  the  whole,  giving  accom- 
modation long  needed,  has  been  constructed,  in  a  plain  but 
substantial  manner  and  style  corresponding  with  the  main 
building. 

But  as  no  provision  was  made  for  heating  the  same,  we  have 
been  unable  to  avail  ourselves  of  it,  so  far  as  the  the  inmates' 
rooms  are  concerned,  and  they  are  still  unoccupied,  although 
we  are  providing  for  many  persons  elsewhere,  who  could  prob- 
ably be  as  well,  and  more  economically,  cared  for  at  our  own 
institution. 

Your  attention  is  therefore  earnestly  called  to  our  request  of 
the  two  past  years  that  a  suitable  arrangement  be  made  for 
heating  the  whole  establishment  by  steam,  and  for  the  same  rea- 
sons urged  at  those  times,  viz: — convenience  ^  safety  and  economy. 
We  again  respectfully  ask  for  the  same,  your  favorable  consid- 
eration. 

All  the  other  buildings  are  in  first-class  condition,  and,  with  a 
single  exception,  serve  well  the  purpose  for  which  they  were 
intended.  But  our  experience  with  the  small  pox,  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year,  again  demonstrated  that  the  small  build- 
ing set  apart  for  hospital  use,  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the 
requirements  of  a  city  as  large  as  ours,  and  we  respectfully  sug- 
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gest  that  more  ample  provisions  be  made  without  delay,  the 
same  being  placed  in  some  more  suitable  location,  and,  as  we 
now  have  a  Board  of  Health,  they  be  put  in  charge  of  the 
same,  and  this  Board  relieved  of  what  is  not  a  part  of  their 
proper  duty  under  the  laws  now  in  force  in  regard  to  contagious 
and  infectious  diseases. 

On  Thursday,  Oct.  28th,  the  annual  inspection  of  the  estab- 
lishment was  made  by  the  full  Board,  assisted  by  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  City  Council,  and  heads  of  departments,  with  invited 
guests  from  the  state  department,  and  other  cities,  and  many 
favorable  comments  were  made  in  reference  to  the  general 
appearance  of  the  whole  establishment. 

As  there  is  a  full  supply  of  water  in  the  seven-acre  pond,  not 
only  for  use,  but  for  power  to  drive  a  fire  pump,  it  was  sug- 
gested as  desirable  that  one  should  be  added,  as  it  could  be 
done  at  but  trifling  cost  in  comparison  to  its  value.  We  there- 
fore recommend  one  being  put  in. 

The  recommendation  in  former  reports  that  the  out-lying  lots 
of  land  belonging  to  the  farm,  and  which  were  not  needed,  be 
disposed  of,  has,  during  the  present  year,  resulted  in  the  sale  of 
the  wood  lot  near  Harlow's  Mills,  and  the  wood  and  sprout 
land  on  the  north  side  of  the  Holden  and  Shrewsbury  turnpike 
in  Shrewsbury,  thereby  confining  the  lines  of  the  farm  within 
the  highways,  which  now  nearly  surround  it,  The  land  sold 
comprised  about  forty  acres,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  were 
turned  into  the  sinking-fund  of  the  city  debt. 

A  new  road  has  been  built  by  the  town  of  Shrewsbury  across 
that  part  of  the  farm  near  the  turnpike,  in  place  of  what  was 
called  *'the  old  sand  road,"  and  a  new  and  substantial  fence 
constructed ;  all  of  which  has  much  improved  the  general 
appearance  of  that  vicinity,  while  the  travel  that  w'ay  has  been 
greatly  facilitated. 

The  old  dam  on  the  brook  near  the  end  of  this  road,  is  still 
in  a  dilapidated  condition,  and  if  allowed  to  remain  so,  may, 
ultimately,  result  in  a  dispute  as  to  the  right  of  flowage  of  the 
pond  of  twenty-two  acres;  and  as  it  could  easily  be  repaired  at 
comparatively  trivial  cost,  and  thereby  more  than  quadruple  our 
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water  supply,  as  well  as  largely  increase  the  water  power ;  we 
recommend  the  matter  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  road  in  front  of  the  almshouse  buildings  has  been  graded, 
straightened  and  repaired  ;  the  old  walls  removed  and  used  in 
other  places,  and  the  whole  line  enclosed  with  a  barbed  wire 
fence,  thereby  giving  a  uniformity  in  fencing  material,  and  a 
much  more  finished  appearance. 

The  same  system  of  pasturing  the  swine  during  the  summer 
months,  mentioned  in  former  reports,  has  been  pursued  this 
year,  and  with  the  same  favorable  results  to  both  swine  and  land ; 
the  former  have  thereby  been  kept  free  from  disease,  and  the 
latter  improved  to  a  greater  degree  than  could  be  done  by  any 
other  method. 

The  products  of  the  farm  have  been  equal  to  those  of  any 
former  year,  and  from  the  liberal  amount  of  dressing  obtained 
from  the  piggery,  and  the  amount  of  "noseing"  done  on  the 
ground  by  the  pigs  in  those  locations  where  they  have  been  pas- 
tured, the  land  has  been  put  in  condition  for  obtaining  from  it 
the  best  results  hereafter. 

On  Thursday,  Nov.  18th,  1880,  the  Board  of  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  together  with  the  Board  of  Assessors,  and  assistants, 
met  at  the  City  Almshouse  for  the  purpose  of  making  the 
annual  appraisal,  and  after  a  careful  performance  of  their  labors 
by  the  several  committees,  the  following  returns  were  made:  —

The  Board  then  discussed  the  general  condition  of  the  estab- 
Hshment,  and  pronounced  it  all  satisfactory,  except  the  new 
wing  recently  added  to  the  main  building,  which,  from  lack  of 
heating  apparatus,  cannot  be  used  until  one  is  supplied;  and 
they  instructed  the  Clerk  to  request  the  City  Council  to  make 
an  appropriation  for  furnishing  and  putting  in  a  steam  boiler 
and  pipes  sufficient  to  heat  the  whole  building.

The  accounts  of  this  department  are,  as  usual,  separate  from 
those  of  the  Almshouse,  and  have,  during  the  year,  been  kept 
near  the  appropriation.  But  as  our  city  grows,  so  does  this 
department;  consequently,  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  one 
hundred  feet  in  length  to  the  swine  house,  and  another  team  for 
the  collection  of  offal  during  the  coming  year,  and  a  sufficient 
sum  should  be  added  to  the  usual  appropriation  to  cover  the 
cost  of  the  same. 

Your  attention  is  again  called  to  our  remarks  in  former 
reports  in  reference  to  enforcing  the  ordinance  in  regard  to 
carrying  offal  through  the  streets,  as  it  is  impossible  to  obtain 
the  best  results,  however  careful  the  management,  while  that  is 
not  regarded.

The  expense  for  the  next  year  will  not  vary  much  from  the 
cost  last  year.  An  appropriation  will  therefore  be  required  of 
$2,000  for  the  school. 

The  proper  care  of  truants  and  neglected  children  has  en- 
gaged the  attention  of  benevolent  people  for  a  long  time.  In 
this  city  the  matter  has  been  disposed  of  since  1863,  in  away  as 
nearly  satisfactory  as  any  place  within  our  knowledge  of  our 
sister  cities,  and  in  the  larger  towns  of  this  state,  and  even  in 
other  states  the  question  is  arising,  what  shall  be  done  with  tru- 
ants. The  evils  which  we  escape  through  the  influence  of  this 
school,  other  cities  feel ;  and  steps  are  taken  to  open  such 
schools  in  other  places.  It  seems  a  little  singular,  therefore, 
that  there  should  be  any  one  to  question  the  value  of  the  Truant 
School,  whose  very  success  conceals  its  necessity;  —  in  other 
words,  with  the  school,  truancy  is  so  easily  controlled  that  some 
people  doubt  the  need  of  the  school  because  there  are  so  few 
truants.  Remove  the  school  and  a  profuse  crop  of  truants 
would  at  once  spring  up,  as  other  cities  can  testify.  But  the 
smaller  the  number  who  are  sent  thither,  the  better  has  been  the 
effect  of  the  school.    This  truth  has  now  come  to  be  understood. 

A  word  should  be  said  about  another  objection  that  has  been 
raised  to  our  school,  located  as  it  is  at  the  Almshouse.  The 
state  law  now  very  wisely  forbids  the  bringing  up  of  children 
among  paupers.  Accustomed  from  childhood  to  the  society  of 
paupers,  without  courage  or  ambition,  a  child  would  naturally 
become  aimless  and  ambitionless  rather  than  a  self-reliant  citi- 
zen. Association  with  paupers  as  paupers  is  not  good  for 
children.  Truants  in  this  school,  however,  though  in  the  same 
building,  have  not  this  baleful  association.  In  the  hours  of  rec- 
reation they  may  meet  the  paupers,  spiritless  as  they  may  be,

but  they  do  not  meet  them  on  a  level  as  paupers  themselves ; 
they  learn  to  pity  and  avoid  the  condition  of  paupers  rather 
than  to  copy  it.  And  further,  even  this  association  is  limited 
and  may  easily  be  entirely  prevented. 

Most  frequently  truancy  arises  from  neglect  and  want  of 
parental  care.  It  is  then  a  mercy  and  not  a  misfortune  for  the 
child  to  find  a  safe  harbor  in  the  Truant  School.  Even  a  child 
of  tender  years  is  better  off  in  this  school,  clothed,  housed  and 
fed,  than  wandering  through  the  streets. 

To  this  school  none  but  truants  are  sent ;  and  no  pupils  from 
other  cities  or  towns  have  been  admitted.  Confined  to  this  one 
aim,  the  suppression  of  truancy,  this  school  has  succeeded  where 
others  with  a  looser  policy  have  failed.  The  influence  is  not 
confined  to  the  inmates ;  it  affects  every  one  of  the  nine  or  ten 
thousand  school  children  of  the  city  who  may  incline  to  bad 
habits.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CITY  PHYSICIAN. 


To  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 

and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

At  the  time  of  my  last  report  an  epidemic  of  small  pox  was 
present  in  the  city.  The  last  case  was  reported  May  25th, 
and  since  that  time,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  no  sickness  which 
could  cause  general  alarm  has  visited  our  city. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  City  Almshouse  has  been 
unusually  good  during  the  year.  Though  they  were  exposed  in 
some  measure  from  the  close  proximity  of  the  hospital  for 
contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  not  one  of  them  was  affected. 
The  deaths  among  them  have  been  without  exception  from 
causes  entirely  independent  of  their  residence  in  the  institution. 

Office  hours  for  the  vaccination  of  school  children  have  been 
regularly  held,  and  three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  have  received 
the  benefit  of  this  commendable  charity.  In  addition  to  these 
a  very  large  number  have  been  examined  and  certificates  of  vac- 
cination made  out. 

Eleven  patients  upon  examination  have  been  pronounced  in- 
sane and  committed  to  the  State  Lunatic  Hospital. 

The  number  of  visits  to  the  poor  of  the  city,  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Overseers,  has  been  five 
hundred  and  sixty-five,  of  which  forty-two  have  been  to  the  City 
Farm,  and  twenty-seven  to  the  Police  Office.

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The  new  City  Ordinances  require  that  all  the  deaths  that  have 
occurred  under  my  care  shall  be  reported,  with  the  age,  disease, 
and  date.

DIRECTORS'  REPORT. 


To  Hon.  Frank  H.  Kcllcy,  Mayor,  and  to 

The  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Worcester. 

The  Directors  of  the  Free  PubHc  Library  respectfully  submit 
their  twenty-first  annual  report. 

The  Directors  herewith  transmit  to  the  City  Council  the  an- 
nual reports  of  the  standing  committees  of  the  board,  namely^ 
the  reports  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library,  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  the  Committee  on  the  Reading  Room,  and  the 
Committee  on  the  Library  Building,  and  also  the  annual  report 
of  the  Librarian,  together  with  that  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Reading-Room  Fund.  In  these  reports,  which  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  and  accepted  by  the  Board,  will  be  found  an  account 
of  the  operation  and  condition  of  the  Library  during  the  year, 
and  the  reports  are  respectfully  submitted  to  the  City  Council. 
The  Board  bespeak  attention  to  these  reports,  containing  as 
as  they  do  valuable  information  relating  to  the  Institution. 

By  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  it  appears  that  the  number  of 
volumes  in  the  Library,  which  at  its  organization  in  1860,  con- 
tained in  all  only  about  11,500  volumes,  is  now:

The  directors  think  it  can  but  be  obvious  that  with  but  $1600 
or  $1700  available  from  the  city  appropriation  the  last  year,  for 
the  purchase  of  books,  they  could  not  do  what  was  necessary 
to  supply  the  reasonable  wants  of  our  citizens. 

As  remarked  by  the  Librarian  in  his  report,  it  cannot  sur- 
prise any  one  to  learn  that  the  number  of  volumes  added  to  the 
Intermediate  and  Circulating  Departments,  during  this  time,  is 
smaller  by  300  than  the  additions  of  the  previous  year,  and 
that  9897  fewer  volumes  have  been  given  out  for  home  use  the 
past  year,  than  in  the  year  before,  113,190  volumes  only  having 
been  given  out  in  1879-80,  as  against  123,087  volumes  given 
out  in  1878-9. 

With  such  inadequate  means  the  Board  have  done  what  they 
could  to  supply  a  portion  of  the  most  pressing  wants  of  the 
community. 

While  the  directors  regret  being  obliged  to  note  and  state  a 
diminished  use  of  the  Circulating  Department,  they  have  the 
satisfaction  of  being  able  to  state  that  the  use  of  the  Reference 
or  Green  Library,  has  continued  to  increase  during  the  past 
year.  This  increase  as  appears  by  the  Report  of  the  Librarian, 
for  the  year,  has  been  6,555,  making  40,866  volumes,  which  have 
been  used  in  that  department,  besides  those  which  readers  and 
students  have  helped  themselves  to,  and  the  use  of  this  depart- 
ment, as  those  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Library  are  aware, 
has  grown  up  almost  wholly  within  the  last  ten  years,  the  former

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Librarian  in  his  last  report,  in  1870,  expressing  his  regret  that 
the  resort  to  the  Green  Library  for  study  had  not  been  in  more 
due  proportion  to  the  variety  and  value  of  the  works  to  be 
found  there.  In  the  accomplishment  of  this  beneficial  result 
in  respect  to  the  use  of  the  Green  library  as  well  as  of  that  of 
the  library  taken  as  a  whole  and  in  bringing  all  its  departments 
to  their  present  excellent  condition,  great  credit  is  due  to  our 
able  librarian  whose  important  services  and  successful  endeavors,, 
devoted  as  they  have  been  to  promoting  the  best  interests  of  the 
library  and  to  extending  its  use,  well  deserve  to  be  recognized 
and  appreciated  in  this  report.  And  the  directors  desire  also 
to  express  their  satisfaction  with  the  faithful  services  of  his 
assistants  whose  aid  and  co-operation  are  so  essential  to  the 
operation  and  management  of  the  library  and  the  increase  of  its 
usefulness. 

The  directors  would  especially  call  the  attention  of  the  City 
Government  to  the  importance  of  having  prepared  and  printed 
a  new  catalogue.  There  have  been  no  catalogues  for  sale  for  a 
year.  The  work  of  preparing  a  catalogue  for  printing  involves 
a  good  deal  of  labor  and  expense.  The  librarian,  in  his  report, 
states  that  much  work  has  been  done  the  past  year  in  getting 
ready  to  print  a  new  edition  of  the  catalogue  of  books  which 
circulate,  and  that  three  times  as  much  work  should  be  done  the 
present  year,  and  that  this  amount  will  be  done  if  the  city  appro- 
priation should  be  large  enough  to  render  the  necessary  expend- 
iture possible.  The  librarian  adds  that  it  can  not  be  hoped, 
even  if  the  city  appropriation  should  be  as  large  as  asked  for, 
that  the  catalogue  can  be  prepared  for  printing  in  less  than  a 
year  and  a  half.  Considering  what  a  prime  necessity  a  cata- 
logue is,  the  directors  can  not  doubt  that  the  City  Government 
will  provide  for  its  preparation  and  printing  by  such  suitable 
appropriation  as  the  case  may  require. 

The  directors  desire  to  call  attention  to  that  portion  of  the 
report  of  the  librarian  relating  to  the  connection  of  the  library 
with  the  Public  Schools.  That  our  public  library  can  and 
will  do  much  for  our  public  schools,  the  directors  think  can 
scarcely  admit  of  a  doubt.    If  proof  were  necessary,  the  direc- 
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tors  think  it  may  be  found  in  the  report  and  in  the  paper  refer- 
red to  therein,  prepared  by  the  Hbrarian  and  read  before  the 
American  Social  Science  Association,  at  Saratoga  in  September 
last. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  reading-room  shows  that 
department  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition. 

The  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  reading-room  fund  shows 
the  amount  of  this  fund  to  be  $10,650,  invested  as  follows: 


The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  library  shows  they  have 
recommended  for  purchase  during  the  year  1666  volumes;  365 
for  the  Green  Library,  1301  for  the  Circulating  and  Intermedi- 
ate departments.  The  committee  add  that  the  work  of  the 
librarian  and  his  assistants  has  been  in  every  respect  satisfac- 
tory to  the  committee. 

The  report  of  the  committe  on  the  Library  Building  shows 
that  only  $179.89  were  spent  during  the  year  for  repairs,  &c., 
that  the  bills  for  gas  amounted  to  $911.75,  and  the  water  bill  to 
$75.34.  The  cost  of  wood  and  coal  was  $196.83,  and  $25 
expended  for  insurance  of  the  boiler. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  finance  contains  a  detailed 
statement  of  resources  and  expenditures.

the  green  library  fund 


was  a  bequst  of  Dr.  John  Green,  the  founder  of  our  Public 
Library  and  the  city's  great  benefactor.  In  1860  he  consummated 
his  gift  of  7500  volumes  of  well  selected  works  to  the  city,  and 
in  his  will  bequeathed  the  sum  of  $1)0,000  to  be  invested  and 
one-fourth  of  the  income  to  be  annually  added  to  the  fund  and 
three-fourths  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books,  to  make 
part  of  the  Green  Library. 

There  has  come  from  his  estate  the  further  sum  of  $550.85,

which  has  been  added  to  the  $30,000,  making  $80,550.85. 
This  with  its  accumulation  of  income  arising  from  the  one- 
fourth  thereof  to  be  added  as  provided  by  the  will  constitutes 
the  Green  Library  Fund,  amounting  Nov.  30,  1880,  as  the 
finance  committee  report,  to  $38,608.43. 

The  income  on  this  fund  amounted  the  past  year  to  $2,291.08. 
One-fourth,  $572.77,  in  accordance  with  the  wise  provisions  of 
his  will  has  been  added  to  the  fund  and  the  balance,  three- 
fourths,  $1,718.31,  is  subject  to  be  expended  in  accordance  with 
the  will  as  above  stated.

At  the  close  of  another  year  the  Directors  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  being  able  to  report  the  institution  upon  the  whole  in  a 
satisfactory  condition  so  far  as  its  organization  and  present  sup- 
ply of  books  and  works  are  concerned,  and  they  feel  they  have 
met  so  far  as  the  means  furnished  them  would  permit,  the  wants 
of  the  community.  The  Directors  are  well  aware  that  the  expense 
of  supporting  the  institution  is  large.  But  to  adopt  the  Ian- 
45 
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guage  of  a  former  board  in  their  report  to  the  City  Council, 
''though  the  expense  of  maintaining  it  is  large,  they  confidently 
believe  that  the  return  for  the  outlay  is  ample,"  and  that  our 
citizens  approve  the  expenditure.  ''The  Library  is  worth  to  us 
more  than  it  costs." 

More  and  more  is  the  conviction  forced  upon  us  that  a 
Public  Library  is  absolutely  indispensable  to  a  prosperous  city 
like  ours,  and  we  should  feel  we  had  failed  in  our  duty,  if  we 
closed  this  report  without  commending  its  claims  not  only  for 
support  but  for  increase  and  enlargement  to  the  thoughtful  care 
and  favor  of  the  City  Council.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


OF  THE 

FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  Hon.  Peter  C.  Bacon ^  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Free  Public  Library. 

I  herewith  present  the  twenty-first  annual  report  of  the  libra- 
rian. 

It  is  the  tenth  that  I  have  had  the  honor  to  prepare. 

Following  will  be  found  the  tables  usually  contained  in  this 
report.  They  show  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  library,  its 
accessions,  the  number  of  volumes  used  by  readers  and  students, 
and  the  extent  of  the  use  of  the  reading-rooms  on  Sunday,  and 
record  such  other  facts  in  the  history  of  the  library  for  the  past 
year  as  it  is  our  custom  to  call  attention  to. 

It  is  well  known  the  amount  of  money  available  from  the 
City  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  ,  books  last  year  was  very 
small,  and  wholly  inadequate  to  supply  the  most  reasonable 
wan*;s  of  citizens.  It  will,  therefore,  surprise  no  one  to  learn 
that  the  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Intermediate  and  Cir- 
culating departments  during  this  time  is  smaller  by  300  than 
that  representing  the  additions  of  the  previous  year,  and  that 
9,897  fewer  volumes  have  been  given  out  for  home  use  the  past 
year  than  in  the  year  before.    One  hundred  and  thirteen  thou- 
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sand  one  hundred  and  ninety  volumes  were  given  out  for  this 
purpose  in  the  year  1879-80,  123,087  in  the  year  1878-9. 

It  is  obvious  that  only  a  portion  of  the  most  pressing  wants 
of  a  varied  community  of  60,000  persons  can  be  supplied  by  an 
expenditure  of  but  $1,600  oj  $1,700  a  year  for  books  to  be 
placed  in  circulation. 

Gifts  of  books  and  pamphlets  have  been  more  numerous  dur- 
ing the  year  that  has  just  closed  than  in  the  year  before.  A 
list  of  givers  will  be  found  appended  to  this  report.  Their  gifts 
have  been  acknowledged  as  received,  and  although  we  cannot 
make  any  further  mention  of  them  here  it  should  be  understood 
that  they  are  appreciated  and  that  the  recipients  are  very  grate- 
ful for  them. 

The  use  of  the  reference  department  has  continued  to  grow 
during  the  past  year.  The  increase  has  been  large.  Forty 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six  volumes  have  been  used 
besides  those  which  readers  and  students  have  helped  themselves 
to.  These  books  have  been  used  almost  exclusively  for  serious 
purposes,  the  number  having  been  used  for  entertainment  alone 
being  very  small. 

The  increase  for  the  year  has  been  6,r)55  volumes.  The  use 
of  this  department,  it  will  be  remembered,  has  grown  from  what 
may  be  called  no  use  ten  years  ago  to  the  use  of  nearly  41,000 
volumes  the  past  year.  The  number  of  volumes  lost  and  not 
paid  for  was  nine  the  last  year,  as  against  ten  in  the  previous 
year. 

The  use  of  the  reading-rooms  on  Sunday  has  increased,  as  has 
been  the  case  every  preceding  year.  The  increase  during  the 
past  year  has  been  wholly  in  the  lower  reading-room.  The 
number  of  persons  who  have  used  the  two  rooms  during  the  year  is 
14,213.  The  average  number  of  books  given  out  to  readers 
Sundays,  for  use  in  the  library  building,  is  53,  the  same  as  that 
of  the  previous  year. 

The  rearrangement  of  books  in  the  reference  library  which, 
as  is  well  known,  was  begun  as  soon  as  changes  were  made  in 
the  building  that  enabled  us  to  avail  ourselves  of  room  in  the 
French  roof,  has  gone  on  with  such  rapidity  as  has  been  practi- 
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cable  with  the  present  number  of  officers.  Commendable  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  this  undertaking  the  past  year. 

Much  work  has  been  done  in  getting  ready  to  print  a  new 
edition  of  the  catalogue  of  books  which  circulate  during  the 
year,  on  which  we  are  now  reporting.  Three  times  as  much 
should  be  done  the  present  year,  and  this  amount  of  work  will 
be  done  if  the  City  appropriation  is  large  enough  to  make  the 
necessary  expenditure  possible.  It  cannot  be  hoped  that  the 
catalogue  can  be  prepared  for  printing  in  less  than,  say  a  year 
and  a  half,  if  we  do  the  present  year  the  amount  of  work  on  it 
that  can  be  done  with  the  money  which  the  City  government 
will  be  asked  to  appropriate  for  this  object.  We  have  had  no 
catalogues  to  sell  for  a  year.  Readers  have  to  content  them- 
selves with  the  purchase  of  lists  of  recent  additions  occasionally 
issued  by  us.  It  is  unnecessary  to  add  that  the  reading  portion 
of  the  community  is  suffering  very  serious  inconvenience  in  not 
being  able  to  procure  catalogues  for  use  at  home,  and  that  the 
inability  of  the  library  to  furnish  catalogues  for  this  purpose 
interferes  greatly  with  its  power  to  do  the  good  work  which  it 
undertakes  to  do. 

The  library  has  done  a  very  important  work  the  past  year  in 
bringing  about  close  relations  between  itself  and  the  seventh^ 
eighth  and  ninth  grades  of  the  public  schools.  It  is  needless  to 
report  upon  this  work  here,  since  persons  interested  in  it  have 
the  opportunity  of  finding  out  what  has  been  done  by  reading 
a  paper  prepared  by  the  librarian  to  read  at  the  meeting  of  the 
American  Social  Science  Association,  in  Saratoga,  last  Septem- 
ber, and  subsequently  printed  in  the  Library  Journal  and 
the  Journal  of  Social  Science,  and  also  issued  in  pamphlet 
form.  It  is  only  necessary  to  state  here  that  work  of  this  kind 
has  been  renewed  the  present  school  term,  and  is  being  carried 
on  with  continually  increasing  success  and  advantage  to  scholars 
and  teachers. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Boston  Athenaeum,  the  Boston 
Public  Library  and  Harvard  College  Library  for  services  ren- 
dered and  courtesies  extended  to  us  the  past  year  as  in  previous 
years. 
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I  have  had  occasion  to  speak,  in  a  previous  report,  of  the 
advantages  which  Hbraries  derive  from  co-operation.  I  have 
been  made  newly  sensible  of  these  in  the  consideration,  during 
the  past  year,  of  the  prices  we  are  paying  for  freight  on  books 
brought  from  foreign  countries.  This  library  and  several  others 
form  a  combination  under  the  lead  of  the  Boston  Athenaeum 
and  import  books  together.  The  saving  made  in  this  way  is 
very  large,  and  packages  come  to  us  much  oftener  than  would 
be  possible  if  every  library  acted  by  itself.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

Committee  on  the  Reading  Room. 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library: 

In  submitting  their  annual  report  for  the  year  1880,  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Reading  Room  have  to  say  that  no  changes  of 
great  importance  have  taken  place  in  the  department  of  the 
Library  under  their  charge.  Twenty-one  periodicals  have  been 
added  to  the  number  kept  on  file  in  the  two  reading  rooms,  and 
ten  have  been  discontinued.  A  list  of  each  is  appended  to  this 
report.  Somewhat  more  favorable  terms  of  subscription  have 
been  obtained  from  the  publishers  of  a  number  of  magazines 
and  newspapers,  by  which  the  income  of  the  Reading  Room 
fund  has  been  able  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it,  for  the  some- 
what larger  number  of  periodicals  taken.  Among  the  additions 
to  the  list  for  the  past  year,  are  two  illustrated  Swedish  papers, 
the  "first  publications  in  that  language  received  at  the  reading 
room.  We  are  informed  that  they  have  given  pleasure  and  been 
of  use  to  many  of  the  increasing  number  of  Swedes  and  other 
Scandinavians  who  are  beginning  to  be  recognized  as  a  valuable 
element  in  our  population. 
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The  imperfect  ventilation  of  the  lower  reading"  room,  has  been 
the  occasion  of  many  not  unreasonable  complaints.  No  relief 
has  been  obtained  except  by  the  rude  expedient  of  opening^ 
the  windows,  to  which  in  some  weather  there  are  obvious  ob^ 
jections.  It  is  hoped  that  an  improvement  may  be  made  at 
small  expense,  by  means  which,  we  believe,  another  Committee 
has  under  consideration.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BUILDING 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library: 

The  Committee  on  the  Building  has  to  report  that  the  eleva- 
tor has  been  accepted  and  paid  for  during  the  past  year. 

For  ordinary  repairs,  furniture,  brushes,  &c.,  we  spent  $128.14. 
We  also  incurred  a  liability  for  $51.75,  which  sum  represents 
one-half  the  cost  of  repairs  on  the  wall  between  the  estate  of 
Dr.  Thomas  H.  Gage  and  the  lot  of  the  Public  Library,  and 
one-half  the  expense  of  building  and  painting  the  fence  between 
the  two  estates.  This  amount  we  could  not  pay  last  year,  as  no 
money  was  left  unappropriated  from  the  city  appropriation 
when  it  became  necessary  to  make  the  improvement,  and  were 
obliged  to  ask  Dr.  Gage  to  wait  for  his  money  until  it  could  be 
paid  out  of  this  year's  appropriation. 

It  thus  appears  that  the  expenses  of  the  year  for  repairs,  &C.,. 
were  $179.89.  $911.75  has  been  spent  for  gas  and  $75.34  for 
water,  during  the  past  year. 

Coal  and  wood  have  cost  $190.83,  and  there  has  been  an  ex- 
penditure of  $25  for  insurance  of  the  boiler. 

Following  are  the  estimates  of  sums  of  money  needed  the 
present  year. 

These  have  not  yet  been  passed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, but  have  been  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Finance. 
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Ordinary  repairs,  $150  in  addition  to  the  amount  spent  last 
year  for  the  fence,  &c.,  namely,  $51.75.

The  estimates  for  repairs,  &c.,  and  for  gas  are  less  than  the 
expenditures  of  last  year. 

We  shall  have  to  use  more  burners  the  present  year  than  last, 
but  the  expenditure  will  be  much  less,  owing  to  the  reduction 
in  the  price  of  gas. 

The  estimate  for  coal  and  wood  is  larger  than  the  expendi- 
ture of  last  year. 

We  had  no  coal  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
year,  December  1,  1880,  and  shall  therefore  have  to  buy  about 
fifty  tons,  which  at  the  price  which  the  city  is  now  paying  for 
coal,  will  make  our  bill,  for  this  article  of  fuel  alone,  $280.

To  the  Directors  of  the  Free  Public  Library: 

The  financial  statements  of  the  Free  PubHc  Library  and  of 
the  Green  Library  Fund  are  herewith  submitted.  By  careful 
economy  and  favorable  prices  of  certain  supplies,  the  expendi- 
tures for  some  purposes  have  been  kept  so  far  within  the  esti- 
mates that  a  slightly  larger  sum  has  been  available  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  than  was  anticipated  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  The  Green  Library  Fund,  of  which  more  than  two  thou- 
sand dollars  was  temporarily  deposited  in  savings  banks  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  waiting  an  opportunity  for  investment  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  founder,  is  now  invested 
in  mortgages  and  bank  stocks  as  closely  as  could  be  expected, 
leaving  only  about  seven  hundred  dollars  temporarily  deposited 
to  await  investment.

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REPORT 

OF  THE 

BOAKD   OF  HEALTH. 


Worcester,  January,  1881. 

To  His  Hojior  the  Mayor,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council: 

The  epidemic  of  small-pox,  which  was  present  in  the  city  at 
the  time  of  our  last  report,  remained  with  us  five  months  and  a 
half.  Although  it  was  at  no  time  so  prevalent  as  to  cause  great 
alarm,  its  very  presence  was  a  source  of  anxiety  and  uneasiness, 
first,  from  the  persistent  and  fatal  character  of  the  disease,  sec- 
ond, from  the  peculiarly  careless  and  indifferent  character  of  the 
people  among  whom  it  prevailed,  and  third  from  the  unsanitary 
and  crowded  districts  of  the  city  where  it  so  obstinately 
remained.  To  give  the  sick  proper  care,  and  to  prevent  at  the 
same  time  the  spread  of  the  disease,  requires  the  most  vigorous 
and  watchful  efforts.  Fifty-one  families,  including  several  hun- 
dred individuals,  were  placed  under  quarantine,  and  in  the  cold- 
est season  of  the  year  were  fed,  warmed  and  guarded  at  the 
expense  of  the  city.  The  sanitary  inspectors  found  in  the 
infected  districts  five  hundred  and  eighty-three  children,  and  for- 
ty-one adults,  who  had  never  been  vaccinated.  They  also 
revaccinated  ninety-seven  who  did  not  show  evidence  of  pro- 
tection.   They  also  returned  full  reports  of  the  condition  of 
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every  infected  house,  and  these  reports  have  been  of  great  ser- 
vice to  the  Board,  in  its  subsequent  relation  to  these  districts, 
since  the  epidemic  ceased.  Upon  the  whole  their  services  have 
been  of  the  greatest  value. 

The  hospital  for  contagious  diseases,  though  much  too  small, 
has  been  of  great  service,  twelve  of  the  thirty-one  patients 
affected  were  sent  there,  and  found  better  quarters,  and  better 
care  than  they  could  have  received  in  the  places  from  which 
they  were  taken.  The  chief  objection  to  the  Hospital  Building, 
in  time  of  such  an  epidemic,  is  its  distance  from  the  city,  and 
its  proximity  to  the  alms  house.  In  the  cold  of  winter  it  is  a 
long  way  to  carry  a  small-pox  patient.  It  exposes  him  to  a 
tedious  and  fatiguing  ride,  and  to  the  too  continued  influence  of 
cold  and,  in  a  measure,  exposes  also  those  who  may  be  abroad 
in  the  streets  through  which  he  passes.  If  we  should  again  be 
so  unfortunate  as  to  have  this  fearful  scourge  to  combat,  a  hos- 
pital larger  and  nearer  to  the  city,  and  a  good  warm  ambulance 
wagon  would  be  indispensable.  In  looking  over  the  whole  his- 
tory of  the  disease  as  we  had  it,  we  think  the  public  ought  to 
be  satisfied,  that  in  an  epidemic  of  unusual  persistence,  we  can 
count  only  thirty-one  cases,  in  a  period  of  five  months  and  a 
half.  The  fatality  of  the  epidemic,  we  regret  to  say,  was  very 
great.  In  our  last  report  we  explained  in  full  the  causes  of  it, 
and  we  judge  it  quite  unnecessary  to  go  over  it  again ;  with 
more  experience  we  might  be  able  to  manage  the  disease  bet- 
ter.   We  earnestly  hope  we  shall  not  be  obliged  to  try. 

The  work  of  the  Board  for  the  year,  may  be  briefly  summed 
up  as  follows :  Examinations  upon  complaints  filed  at  the 
office,  eleven  hundred  and  forty,  nuisances  abated,  five  hundred 
and  seventy,  as  follows :  Barns,  twenty-two ;  Swine,  forty- 
seven  ;  privies,  one  hundred  and  seventy-six ;  sink-drains,  eigh- 
ty-one ;  water  in  cellars,  fourteen ;  sewer  gas  in  dwellings,  nine- 
teen ;  filthy  yards,  sixty-seven ;  foul  cess-pools,  sixty-seven ; 
filthy  cellars,  thirty-five ;  stagnant  water,  thirteen ;  garbage  on 
streets,  four ;  dead  animals,  five ;  fish  markets,  three ;  slaughter 
houses,  two ;  bad  ventilation,  fifteen.  The  number  of  connec- 
tions made  with  the  city  sewers  was  fifty-one,  at  a  cost  to  the 
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owners  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars.  Pools  of  stagnant 
water  filled  up,  five,  at  a  cost  to  the  owners  of  four  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars.  Cleaning  out  and  opening  the  culvert 
under  the  yard  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad,  at  a  cost  to 
the  corporation  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  This 
last  item  is  the  initiative  step  toward  draining  and  improving 
the  Pine  Meadow  nuisance.  When  all  the  work  is  done  which 
we  have  planned  in  this  location,  the  whole  district  will  be  ren- 
dered more  healthy,  and  the  surface  of  the  water  will  be  low- 
ered two  to  three  feet.  The  portion  of  the  Pine  Meadow  Brook, 
which  passes  under  the  premises  of  the  Washburn  Iron  Com- 
pany, and  of  T.  K.  Earle  &  Co.,  has  also  been  cleaned  out  and 
opened,  at  the  expense  of  the  owners.  The  condition  of  the 
main  sewer,  from  Franklin  Street  to  Cambridge  Street,  remains 
the  same  as  reported  last  year.  It  is  a  great  and  increasing 
nuisance.  Sooner  or  later,  it  must  be  all  put  under  the  arch. 
It  is  not  right  that,  year  after  year,  it  should  be  allowed  to  run 
foul  and  dangerous,  through  so  large  a  portion  of  the  city. 
The  condition  of  Lincoln  Brook  on  the  west  side  of  the  city 
remains  unchanged.  It  is  foul,  sluggish  and  dangerous,  and,  in 
our  opinion,  entirely  inadequate  to  serve,  as  a  drain  to  that 
large  and  beautiful  portion  of  our  city.  Early  in  March  of  this 
year,  a  petition  was  sent  to  the  Board,  signed  by  thirty  of  the 
tax  payers,  and  influential  citizens  of  that  part  of  the  city, 
praying  that  the  Board  would  take  immediate  measures  to  abate 
this  nuisance.  The  prayer  of  this  petition  your  Board  were 
unable  to  heed,  because  they  had  not  the  power  to  locate  sew- 
ers in  the  streets  of  the  city ;  all  they  can  do  in  the  premises  is 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  on  sewers  to  this  matter 
again,  and  to  declare  it  a  nuisance.  On  the  22d  of  March  a 
petition  was  received,  signed  by  twenty-four  respectable  citi- 
zens, praying  that  the  section  of  the  old  meadow  at  the  foot  of 
Assonet  Street,  between  Washington  and  Gold  Streets,  be  put 
in  a  better  and  more  healthy  condition.  This  petition,  also, 
your  Board  were  unable  to  heed,  because  there  is  at  present  no 
sewer  which  can  be  used  to  drain  the  foul  accumulations  which 
find  deposit  there.    When  the  Island  sewer  is  completed,  it  may

be  possible  to  remedy  this  evil.  The  attention  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Sewers  is  therefore  respectfully  called  to  it. 

Your  Board  are  satisfied  that  a  large  amount  of  sickness  has 
been  caused  within  the  year,  by  the  escape  of  sewer  gas  into 
houses  and  tenements.  Numerous  cases  of  diphtheria,  typhoid 
fever  and  erysipelas,  have  been  directly  traced  to  this  most  dan- 
gerous cause.  This  is  an  evil  that  can  be  remedied,  but  the 
slow  process  of  hunting  up  infected  houses,  one  by  one,  and 
abating  the  nuisance,  is  tedious  and  inadequate.  If  a  city  ordi- 
nance could  be  passed,  making  it  imperative  upon  every  one, 
entering  the  public  sewers,  to  have  his  drain  pipes  thoroughly 
trapped,  this  most  dangerous  peril  to  the  public  health  could 
sooner  be  reached.  The  question  of  ventilating  the  public  sew- 
ers of  the  city,  is  one  that  has  not  yet  been  brought  forward  in 
any  prominent  way.  It  is  a  sanitary  measure  that  has  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  city  authorities,  at  home  and  abroad,  and 
one  that  commends  itself  to  the  common  sense  of  every  think- 
ing man.  The  system  most  generally  adopted,  is  to  raise  large 
conductors,  attached  to  tall  chimnies,  or  buildings,  high  into  the 
air,  capped  to  keep  out  the  rain  and  snow.  Probably  but  little 
current  would  pass  through  them  on  ordinary  occasions.  But 
when  a  sudden  and  large  volume  of  water  is  forced  into  the  sew- 
ers, it  compresses  the  gas  contained  in  them  into  certain  por- 
tions most  favorable  for  its  collection,  and  then  to  find  vent,  it  is 
pressed  through  the  drains  and  traps  into  the  houses.  When 
this  occurs,  the  stand  pipes  give  it  an  easy  and  safe  means  of 
exit.  The  cost  of  this  plan  is  on  the  whole  but  small,  for  the 
tall  pipes  may  be  of  wood  or  tin,  or  any  inexpensive  material. 
Although  the  powers  conferred  upon  this  Board  are  large,  in  fact 
almost  unlimited,  we  have  chosen  to  exercise  them  with  a  mild, 
rather  than  a  severe  hand.  Some  opposition  has  of  course  been 
encountered,  but  in  all  cases  hitherto,  we  have  been  able  to 
enforce  our  requirements  without  recourse  to  the  authority  of 
the  courts.  But  the  requirements  have  been  in  all  cases 
enforced  nevertheless,  for  we  consider  the  work  so  important 
that,  in  our  opinion,  nothing  must  stand  in  the  way  of  the  per- 
fect working  of  the  plans  desired,  otherwise  the  authority  and 
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force  of  the  Board,  at  the  critical  moment  when  everything 
might  depend  upon  it,  would  be  weakened,  or  hopelessly  lost. 
To  make  it  popular  is  one  thing,  but  to  make  it  a  part  of  the 
government  of  the  city,  to  which  every  one  can  come  for  safety, 
for  protection,  or  for  advice,  is  quite  another.  Every  complaint 
is  courteously  received,  and  recorded  at  the  office  of  the  clerk. 
It  is  then  referred  to  the  Inspector  for  examination,  or  to  the 
medical  officer,  if  it  is  a  question  of  health,  and  then  the  best 
plan  we  can  devise  is  put  in  operation  for  its  abatement  or  relief. 
Nothing  is  neglected  or  passed  over  slightingly,  and  action  is 
taken  with  as  great  a  degree  of  promptness  as  the  circumstances 
of  the  case  will  admit.  Every  one  can  see  that  his  complaint 
is  heeded  and  acted  upon  with  despatch,  and  this  will  give  him 
confidence  in  the  Board,  as  a  working  power,  and  make  him 
learn  its  importance  and  usefulness.

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  city  during  the  year  has  been 
twelve  hundred  eighty-eight.  This  large  increase  over  the  sta- 
tistics of  last  year,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  small-pox  prevailed  for 
nearly  half  the  year,  and  that  disease  of  a  non-epidemic  char- 
acter has  been  very  fatal  to  young  children,  and  to  persons 
extremely  old,  and  it  also  includes  all  the  still  born.  ' 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  gratefully  tendered  to  his 
Honor  the  Mayor,  for  his  assistance  and  valuable  counsel.  To 
Mr.  Gale,  for  his  courtesy  and  advice,  and  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment for  their  prompt  and  willing  response  to  every  duty  we 
have  called  upon  them  to  perform.  With  increased  experience, 
and  with  stronger  confidence  in  the  value  of  the  work,  your 
Board  enters  upon  a  new  year  of  service.

In  writing  my  annual  report  of  the  doings  of  the  Highway 
Department  I  feel  it  a  duty  to  make  some  suggestions,  as  well  as 
to  give  in  detail  what  has  been  accomplished  the  past  year.  In 
a  growing  city  like  our  own  the  streets  should  be  kept  in  a  neat 
and  good  condition.  Nothing  gives  character  to  a  place  more 
than  good  streets.  Experience  in  this  department,  as  well  as  in 
any  business,  is  necessary  for  the  economical  accomplishment  of 
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the  end  we  have  in  view,  namely: — to  have  good  streets  at  the 
lowest  possible  cost.  The  material  which  we  have  in  the  central 
portion  of  the  City  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
streets  is  getting-  very  scarce  and  of  poor  quality;  in  fact,  with 
the  exception  of  occasional  cellars  to  be  dug,  we  are  entirely 
out.  There  is  plenty  of  gravel  in  the  outskirts,  but  the  cost 
of  moving  it  is  in  excess  of  the  value  when  so  removed.  1  re- 
fer particularly  to  the  largely  traveled  streets  of  the  City.  The 
question  then  comes,  how  are  we  to  keep  our  streets  in  such 
condition  as  the  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  where 
so  much  heavy  teaming  is  done  on  Union,  Grove  and  Trumbull 
streets.  The  best  of  gravel  is  ground  to  a  fine  powder  in  less 
than  three  months'  time,  and  in  wet  weather  the  streets  are  al- 
most impassable  on  account  of  mud,  and  in  dry  and  windy 
weather  dust  fills  the  air  with  every  passing  breeze.  1  believe 
it  economy  to  make  a  liberal  appropriation  for  paving  on  some 
of  our  principal  streets  ;  although  the  first  cost  is  great,  in  the 
long  run  it  will  be  cheaper,  and  give  far  better  satisfaction,  in  a  city 
which  is  growing  in  wealth  and  general  prosperity,  as  I  believe  this 
City  is.  The  main  roads  from  the  centre  of  the  City  to  the  sur- 
rounding towns  should  be  in  a  far  better  condition  than  they  are 
at  the  present  time,  not  only  by  having  a  smooth  traveled  way 
but  also  in  its  surroundings.  A  walk  should  be  laid  out  on  one 
side  or  both,  trees  should  properly  be  set  out  and  well  cared  for. 
At  the  intersection  of  streets  where  there  is  a  little  waste  land 
it  should  be  graded  and  ornamented  by  laying  down  to  grass, 
and  trees  in  suitable  numbers  set  out.  All  this,  of  course,  can 
not  be  done  in  one  or  two  years  ;  but  the  work  can  be  com- 
menced and  something  done  in  this  line  every  season,  and  in  a 
very  shart  time  our  City  would  present  a  very  different  aspect. 
I  have  said  the  traveled  way  from  the  City  to  the  surrounding- 
towns  should  be  greatly  improved,  and  I  believe  the  true  way  to 
accomplish  it  is  to  macadamize  them  in  certain  localities ;  in  no 
other  way  can  we  keep  a  first-class  road.  This,  of  course,  will 
necessitate  a  stone  crusher  and  power  to  run  it.  I  think  a  por- 
table engine  is  what  we  need,  located  in  a  certain  section  of  the 
City  for  a  length  of  time,  where  gravel  stones  are  plenty  and  in- 
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vite  the  farmers  to  bring  their  cobbles  in,  which  they  will  ghidly 
do  for  a  small  compensation.  In  that  way  we  could  get  them 
at  a  very  small  cost.  When  the  roads  in  that  vicinity  are  in 
good  condition  remove  to  some  other  section  and  so  continue 
to  do.  I  think  it  would  be  economy  on  the  part  of  the  City  if 
the  orders  for  work  could  be  made  earlier  in  the  season,  so  that 
the  materials  to  be  used  could  be  ordered  in  time  so  as  to  occa- 
sion no  delay  or  change  of  proceedings.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER 

OF  THE 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor,  and  City  Conneil, 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  reqliirement  of  the 
Ordinance  relative  to  the  Fire  Department,  the  Chief  Engineer 
has  the  honor  to  slibmit  the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the 
condition  and  workings  of  the  Department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1880,  together  with  such  suggestions  for  your 
consideration  as  will  in  my  judgment  further  and  improve  the 
condition  of  the  Department,  and  promote  the  best  interests  of 
our  large  and  growing  city. 

It  contains  a  detailed  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures and  a  list  of  fires  and  alarms  that  have  occurred  during 
the  year,  with  the  amount  of  loss  and  insurance,  a  roll  of  the 
officers  and  members,  their  residences  and  number  of  badge, 
with  a  list  of  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  and  their  location,  an  inventory 
of  the  property  of  the  city  in  charge  of  the  Department  is 
given,  and  such  information  as  will  be  of  interest  to  your  Hon- 
orable Body  and  the  citizens  of  Worcester. 

This  will  enable  you  to  judge  correctly  in  regard  to  the  wants 
of  the  Department  who  cheerfully  respond  under  all  circum- 
stances and  use  their  best  efforts  to  save  the  property  of  our 
citizens  from  the  devouring  element.    The  Board  of  Engineers 
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fully  appreciate  the  valuable  assistance  which  has  been  ren- 
dered by  your  Honorable  Body  in  response  to  their  call  in  be- 
half of  the  Department,  for  which  we  return  our  sincere  thanks. 

Manual  Force  and  Discipline. 

The  manual  force  of  the  Department  consists  of  a  Chief 
Engineer,  four  (4)  Assistants,  forty-two  (42)  members  of 
Steamer  Companies  including  drivers,  thirty  (30)  members  of 
Hook  and  Ladder  Companies  including  driver,  fifty-two  {')'2) 
horsemen  of  Hose  Companies  and  four  (4)  members  of  Extin- 
guisher Company  including  driver,  making  a  total  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight  (128).  In  addition  to  the  regular  force 
of  the  Department  there  is  a  Volunteer  Hose  Company  located 
at  Coes  Square,  and  another  at  Quinsigamond  which  respond 
to  all  alarms  in  their  sections,  which  reduces  the  fire  risks  in 
those  localities,  and  their  services  are  fully  appreciated  by  the 
citizens  in  their  immediate  vicinity. 

The  Chief  Engineer  takes  great  pleasure  in  being  enabled  to 
report  the  Department  in  excellent  condition,  and  the  discipline, 
promptness  and  efficiency  were  never  bettei.  The  officers  and 
members  deserve  and  receive  the  highest  praise  for  the  manner 
in  which  they  perform  their  duties,  their  services  being  cheer- 
fully rendered  in  the  protection  of  property  from  destruction, 
for  the  unanimity  they  have  manifested  in  maintaining  the  credit 
of  the  Worcester  Fire  Department,  by  which  they  have  gained 
the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  whole  community.  That  the 
importance  of  keeping  the  Department  up  to  its  present  high 
standard  has  been  fully  realized,  is  shown  by  the  ready  response 
made  by  the  City  Government  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  as  every  reasonable  request  has  been  granted, 
and  the  Board  of  Engineers  and  your  Honorable  Body  have 
acted  in  perfect  accord  in  advancing  the  best  interests  of  the 
Department.  The  Department  has  exercised  its  usual  vigilance, 
and  when  an  opportunity  occurred,  has  proved  itself  fully  able 
to  manage  all  fires  which  have  taken  place  during  the  past  year. 
The  interest  taken  by  the  citizens  has  encouraged  the  firemen 
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to  be  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  organ- 
ization, and  they  have  taken  pride  in  showing  citizens  over  their 
several  houses,  and  such  visits  have  been  acceptable  to  them, 
and  they  were  made  to  feel  that  their  services  are  appreciated. 
The  Drivers  of  the  Department  should  not  be  confounded  with 
that  class  of  men  who  are  simply  required  to  take  charge  of 
horses ;  their  duties  are  quite  as  important  as  those  of  any 
other  member  of  the  Department,  for  the  proper  performance 
of  which,  experience  and  skill  are  indispensable,  and  upon  their 
knowledge  of  the  same  depends  greatly  the  efficiency  of  the 
force,  for  a  failure  to  attach  to  the  nearest  hydrant  or  to  lay  the 
hose  properly  at  a  fire  would  occasion  the  most  serious  delay 
at  any  time.  With  only  two  or  three  exceptions  the  present 
drivers  have  been  connected  with  the  Department  for  periods 
ranging  from  six  to  thirteen  years,  and  their  experience  and 
knowledge  of  the  duties  of  their  positions  thus  gained  are  of 
the  greatest  value  in  answering  with  promptness,  which  is  so  im- 
portant at  a  fire  in  its  early  stages. 

Good  order  exists  in  the  Department,  and  fires  have  been 
handled  to  the  satisfaction  of  all,  as  our  present  methods  of 
extinguishing  fires  will  commend  itself  to  all  as  superior  to  all 
former  methods  and  appliances,  and  the  Board  of  Engineers 
take  pleasure  in  noting  the  improvement  which  has  taken  place 
in  discipline  as  shown  by  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Department  during  the  past  year. 

The  changes  that  have  been  made,  giving  additional  power  to 
Engineers  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  we  think  will  work  to 
the  satisfaction  of  all  interested.  The  appearance  of  the  men, 
houses  and  apparatus,  at  the  annual  Fall  Inspection,  merited 
the  full  award  of  praise  bestowed  the  firemen  by  the  members 
of  the  City  Government. 

We  might  with  propriet}-  ask  for  an  increase  in  the  manual 
force  of  the  Department.  In  1875,  there  were  174  men  ;  in  the 
mean  time  the  city  has  increased  in  population  10,000,  but  the 
Fire  Department  has  been-  reduced  in  the  time  forty-six  (46) 
members,  but  the  condition  of  fire  duty  has  materially  changed 
within  the  past  few  years,  especially  in  cities,  and  experience 
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has  demonstrated  that  a  few  well  trained  and  thoroughly  disci- 
plined men  can  render  more  effective  service  at  a  fire  than  a 
disorganized  mob  of  well  meaning  citizens. 

This  last  year  one  of  our  firemen  died,  one  received  inju- 
ries, and  32  have  been  discharged  at  their  own  request.  Rich- 
ard O'Donnell  was  taken  sick  with  typhoid  fever  and  died  Sept. 
i,  18S0.  He  was  clerk  of  Ocean  Hose  Co.  No.  2,  and  was 
honest,  truthful  and  faithful ;  his  sta}^  in  the  Department  was 
brief,  yet  the  time  was  ample  for  him  to  gain  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  all  his  comrades. 

Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  the  Department  is  composed  of  three 
Steamers  built  by  the  Silsby  Manufacturing  Company  of  Sen- 
eca Falls,  New  York,  one  by  the  Amoskeag  Company  of  Man- 
chester, N.  H.,  and  one  by  B.  S.  Nichols  of  Burlington,  Vt. 
There  are  also  in  service  twelve  four-wheeled  Hose  Carriages, 
eight  thousand  feet  of  Hose,  two  Hook  and  Ladder  Trucks  and 
one  in  reserve,  and  one  Babcock  P^xtinguisher  of  sixty-eight 
gallons  capacity,  also  eight  small  portable  Extinguishers,  be- 
sides three  carried  by  the  Protective  Department. 

The  apparatus  is  in  good  repair  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Board  of  Engineers.  There  seems  to  be  a  growing  demand  for 
more  fire  protection  in  some  parts  of  the  city ;  from  my  own 
observation  there  are  two  localities  to  which  I  wish  to  call  your 
attention  ;  firsj,  that  part  of  the  city  north  of  Lincoln  Square. 
In  this  portion  of  the  city  within  the  last  few  years  several  large 
buildings  have  been  put  up,  the  largest  factories  in  the  city ; 
second,  that  part  of  the  city  south  of  Cambridge  street  in  case 
of  fire,  under  existing  conditions,  could  not  be  reached  until 
the  fire  would  be  beyond  control.  I  am  sure  that  to  recom- 
mend that  the  Department  be  enlarged,  by  purchasing  more 
apparatus  and  adding  more  men  to  the  force,  would  not  meet 
your  approval,  and  in  order  to  cover  this  territory  more  effect- 
ually and  not  enlarge  our  Department  I  would  recommend  that 
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some  companies  be  removed  to  give  better  protection  to  these 
localities. 

The  permanent  men  on  the  force  have  faithfully  performed 
their  duties  in  an  energetic  manner,  and,  believing  that  it  would 
add  very  much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Department,  I  would 
recommend  the  addition  of  five  more,  selected  with  care.  The 
adoption  of  this  recommendation  would  tend  to  strengthen  the 
organization  and  make  it  more  prompt  than  ever  before.  This 
Board  has  endeavored  to  avoid  any  unnecessary  increase  of 
the  pay  rolls,  and  has  only  made  additions  to  the  force,  as 
actual  necessity  demanded.  We  have  at  present  only  one  per- 
manent man  in  several  of  the  engine  houses,  which  during  meal 
hours,  three  times  a  day  leaves  no  one  in  charge  of  the  house 
and  apparatus.  Upon  the  occasion  of  an  alarm  we  are  found 
wholly  inadequate  to  insure  promptness,  and  more  or  less  de- 
pendence has  to  be  placed  on  citizens  living  in  the  neighborhood 
for  assistance.  This  gives  rise  to  many  unavoidable  and  dan- 
gerous delays.  Therefore,  recognizing  the  liability  of  disas- 
trous consequences  if  this  state  of  things  is  allowed  to  exist, 
it  is  deemed  an  urgent  necessity  that  one  more  permanent 
man  should  be  added  to  each  company,  that  at  all  times  there 
might  be  at  least  one  experienced  man  in  the  houses,  the  least 
number  the  efficient  handling  of  the  apparatus  will  allow.  The 
promptness  of  the  several  companies  has  received  the  cordial 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  and  due  credit  given  to 
those  who  first  reach  the  fire,  but  at  the  same  time  they  take 
this  opportunity  to  express  their  disapproval  of  reckless  or  care- 
less driving,  as  the  cool  and  self-possessed  driver  usually  makes 
the  best  time,  and  generally  comes  in  ahead. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Chief  Engineer  have  met  with 
a  prompt  and  hearty  response  from  the  City  Government  and 
Committee  on  Fire  Department,  and  it  affords  me  much  pleasure 
to  be  able  to  state  that  the  apparatus  of  the  city  is  in  better 
condition  than  it  has  been  since  I  have  taken  charge  of  the 
Department.  The  Board  has,  and  will  continue  to  exercise,  the 
greatest  vigilance  in  seeing  that  all  needed  repairs  are  promptly 
made,  so  that  all  the  apparatus  may  be  ready  to  render  service 
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in  case  of  fire  without  delay.  The  members  of  the  force  have 
seconded  the  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  by  taking  ex- 
cellent care  of  the  apparatus  placed  in  their  charge.  The 
alteration  of  Hose  5  from  a  hand  to  a  horse  carriage,  has  proved 
a  decided  improvement,  and  the  result  of  the  change  has  been 
very  satisfactory. 

With  the  ordinary  repairs  which  are  always  needed  in  every 
Fire  Department,  the  apparatus  will  be  perfectly  reliable  and 
ready  for  instant  service.  During  the  past  year  all  work  that 
could  be,  has  been  done  at  the  houses  by  the  permanent  men, 
and  the  same  system  will  be  continued  hereafter,  having  worked 
well. 

Fires  and  Insurance. 

Fire  is  an  enemy  whose  tactics  are  well  known,  one  of  the 
chief  of  them  is,  that  it  never  gives  the  least  intimation  of  its 
approach,  no  one  can  predict  the  time,  place  or  manner  in 
which  it  will  show  itself.  The  utmost  one  can  say  is  that,  prob- 
abilities are  rather  more  in  favor  of  a  conflagration  in  one  place 
than  another — in  a  rag  shop  rather  than  in  a  bank,  in  a  theater 
rather  than  a  church. 

The  leading  men  in  Fire  Departments  have  often  in  conven- 
tion and  elsewhere  compared  notes  and  have  endeavored  in  con- 
junction with  the  representatives  of  Fire  Insurance  Companies 
to  find  the  best  methods  by  which  fires  may  be  prevented,  and 
to  ascertain  if  possible  the  cause  which  produces  a  majority 
of  fires.  Financial  embarrassments  combined  with  over  insur- 
ance, have  induced  many  men  to  cause  the  destruction  of  their 
buildings  as  the  easiest  way  out  of  their  difficulties,  and  I  would 
again  urge  upon  the  Insurance  Companies  the  importance  of 
not  placing  this  temptation  in  the  way  of  men  who  cannot  re- 
sist, and  who  by  yielding,  their  ruin  is  accomplished,  whether  the 
motives  for  incendiarism  are  for  the  purpose  of  defrauding  the 
Insurance  Companies  or  for  revenge.  No  more  cowardly  act  can 
be  committed,  and  merits  and  should  receive  the  full  penalty 
that  the  law  awards  to  parties  guilty  of  such  a  crime  against 
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society.  Accidental  fires  will  sometimes  occur,  and  we  can  only 
urgently  call  the  especial  attention  of  our  citizens  to  the  neces- 
sity of  using  the  greatest  care  in  guarding  against  fire  in  their 
dwellings  and  workshops,  by  discontinuing  the  use  of  wooden 
vessels  or  receptacles  for  ashes,  and  leaving  oily  rags  and  waste 
in  a  position  liable  to  ignite  by  spontaneous  combustion. 

Our  city  has  not  been  visited  for  many  years  by  a  serious 
conflagration,  and  property  holders  have  an  interest  in  common 
with  the  firemen  in  keeping  the  list  of  fires  as  small  as  possible. 

The  Protective  Department. 


The  Fire  Patrol  has  rendered  efficient  aid  during  the  past 
year,  and  is  entitled  to,  and  has  received,  the  warmest  approval 
of  the  Hoard  of  Engineers.  The  company  responds  to  all 
alarms  and  has  always  been  prompt  in  its  appearance  on  the 
ground,  ever  active  and  earnest  in  the  important  duties  devolv- 
ing upon  them.  The  record  of  the  company  has  been  good 
since  its  establishment,  and  during  the  past  year  of  great  ser- 
vice to  the  Department,  saving  much  property  which  would 
otherwise  have  been  injured  or  destroyed  by  fire,  water  or 
smoke.  Without  the  Fire  Patrol  there  would  be  great  loss  and 
injury  caused  by  the  needless  removal  of  property  which  is  now 
saved  by  this  organization.  It  has  almost  entirely  done  away 
with  thieving  at  fires,  it  being  a  part  of  their  duty  to  keep  all 
improper  persons  out  of  the  building  and  off  the  grounds. 
The  Patrol  take  charge  of  all  goods  from  the  beginning  of  the 
fire  and  remain  in  charge  until  it  is  extinguished  and  the  goods 
delivered  to  the  owners,  or  some  person  representing  them. 
They  render  efficient  aid  in  investigating  the  cause  of  a  fire,  and 
faithfully  perform  all  their  various  duties,  saving  much  unin- 
sured property,  and  their  efficiency  is  acknowledged  by  all  who 
have  given  attention  to  the  subject.  A  new  house  has  been 
built  by  Hon.  Isaac  Davis,  for  the  use  of  the  Patrol,  which  is  a 
great  improvement  over  their  old  quarters,  and  in  some  respects 
it  is  superior  to  any  other  in  the  state.    The  bunk  room  is  near- 
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ly  perfect  in  all  its  arrangements,  being  large  and  airy,  but  none 
too  good  for  the  excellent  organization  which  occupies  it. 

Hose  of  the  Department. 

We  have  now  in  service  oOOO  feet  of  carbolized  rubber  hose, 
3700  feet  of  the  American  Jacket  Hose,  and  (3000  feet  of 
leather  hose,  in  good  condition,  and  1000  feet  of  linen  hose  in 
fair  condition,  making  thirteen  thousand  seven  hundred  feet  of 
hose  in  good  condition,  and  I  would  recommend  the  purchase 
of  1000  feet  the  coming  year.  Good  reliable  hose  is  indis- 
pensable, for  if  the  hose  fails  the  fire  has  an  opportunity  to 
make  headway,  and  perhaps  get  beyond  the  control  of  the 
Department.  Nothing  so  discourages  the  firemen,  after  a  line 
of  hose  is  laid  at  a  critical  place,  as  to  find  it  leaky  or  broken. 
It  is  of  vital  importance  that  the  city  should  have  an  ample  sup- 
ply of  hose  which  can  be  depended  upon.  If  the  hose  fails 
the  blame  usually  falls  upon  the  firemen,  who  are  not  at  fault 
under  the  circumstances,  if  the  fire  is  not  easily  brought  under 
control.  The  apparatus  may  be  in  good  order,  and  the  firemen 
under  excellent  discipline,  but  if  the  hose  bursts  the  fire  goes 
ahead  unabated.  With  good  hose  the  firemen  can  work  with 
confidence,  and  the  fire  may  soon  be  got  under.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  hose  is  good,  but  needs  replenishing  from  time  to 
time  to  render  it  equal  to  the  necessities  of  the  force. 

Horses. 

The  number  of  horses  in  the  Department  is  18;  three  are 
attached  to  Steamer  No.  1,  three  are  attached  to  Steamer  No. 
2,  two  to  Hook  and  Ladder  No.  1,  two  are  attached  to  Hose 
No.  7,  two  are  used  by  the  Fire  Patrol,  and  one  each  on  Steam- 
er No.  Hose  Nos.  2,5,  and  (>,  and  Babcock  Extinguisher,  and 
one  for  the  use  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph. During  the  past  year  one  horse  has  been  purchased  for. 
Hose  No.  T).    The  horses  of  Steamer  No.  1  and  Hose  No.  () 
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have  been  exchanged,  and  younger  ones  substituted.  It  is  nec- 
essary that  horses,  in  order  to  answer  to  such  sudden  demands 
for  extraordinary  and  arduous  service,  must  not  only  be  of  the 
best,  but  must  receive  unwonted  attention,  and  the  most  careful 
treatment.  It  is  important  that  this  branch  of  the  service  should 
be  kept  up  to  a  high  standard,  and  changes  are  necessary  every 
year  to  preserve  the  efficiency  of  the  Department;  if  not, 
the  apparatus  cannot  reach  the  fire  in  season  to  render  good  ser- 
vice at  the  commencement  of  a  fire,  when  it  is  most  needed. 


Water  and  Hydrants. 


The  faithful  and  careful  attention  of  the  Water  Board  and  the 
efficient  superintendent,  F.  E.  Hall,  has  been  given  to  this 
important  branch  of  the  service,  and  the  Department  fully  appre- 
ciate what  has  been  done  towards,  giving  them  an  ample  supply 
of  water  for  fire  purposes,  but  there  is  still  a  demand  for  a  few 
more  hydrants  in  certain  localities  of  the  city.  The  number  of 
hydrants  should  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  growth  of  our  flour- 
ishing city,  and  the  nearer  they  are  located  to  each  other  makes 
a  saving  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  hose,  which  is  in  favor  of 
the  finances  of  the  city,  as  we  have  stated  in  former  reports.  To 
place  a  hydrant  on  any  water  main  costs  about  $25.00,  one  hun- 
dred feet  of  hose  costs  from  $100.00  to  $125.00,  the  hydrants 
require  but  few  repairs  and  will  last  from  twenty-five  to  thirty- 
five  years,  the  hose  has  to  be  renewed  about  every  thirteen  or 
fourteen  years  ;  so  it  can  be  readily  seen  that  it  would  be  of 
great  advantage  and  would  save  many  thousands  of  dollars  if 
hydrants  were  placed  at  every  corner  of  our  streets.  We 
believe  it  would  be  much  cheaper,  and  will  render  the  Depart- 
ment much  more  efficient,  if  the  hydrants  were  placed  nearer 
together.  In  case  of  fire  the  companies  would  be  concentrated 
in  a  smaller  space,  and  be  under  more  efficient  control  of  the 
officers.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  water  pipes 
in  Prescott,  North  and  Grove  streets  be  enlarged ;  as  they  are 
now  they  are  entirely  insufficient  for  fire  purposes.    In  North 
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and  Grove  streets  the  hydrants  will  give  no  protection  in  case  of 
fire.  I  would  respectfully  ask  that  better  protection  be  afforded 
the  tax  payers  of  those  localities.  It  is  essential  for  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Department  that  an  abundance  of  water  should  be 
readily  available  for  extinguishing  fires ;  hence  the  great  desire 
for  increasing  the  number  of  hydrants  and  extending  the 
capacity  of  our  street  mains,  and  for  securing  auxiliary  sup- 
plies of  water  in  those  districts  where  the  hydrants  and  mains 
are  insufficient. 

Chemical  Engines. 

Our  Chemical  Engine  has  worked  remarkably  well,  it  having 
been  repaired  the  past  year.  It  has  attended  all  fires  promptly 
and  done  good  service.  It  has  in  several  instances  extinguished 
fires  in  their  incipient  state,  and  saved  thus  the  wear  and  tear 
of  the  heavier  apparatus ;  the  same  may  be  said  of  our  small 
Chemicals.  They  have  prevented  the  serious  loss  that  frequently 
occurs  by  flooding  a  building  with  water. 

It  is  often  asked  if  a  Chemical  Engine  will  put  out  a  big  con- 
flagration ;  we  will  say  no,  neither  will  a  steamer,  but  it  fre- 
quently happens  that  the  Chemical  Engine  can,  and  does,  by 
the  unprecedented  alacrity  with  which  it  attacks  a  fire,  prevent 
that  conflagration  which,  if  allowed  to  burn  till  steam  is  raised, 
suction  attached,  hose  connected,  and  the  pipes  brought  into  posi- 
tion for  an  onslaught  on  the  flames,  becomes  too  great  a  fire  for 
the  steam  Fire  Engine  to  conquer.  Everybody  knows  that  if 
fires  are  to  be  extinguished  and  property  saved,  it  has  got  to  be 
done  with  the  greatest  possible  despatch,  in  fact  none  consider 
electricty  too  fast  a  messenger  to  travel  with  the  alarm, 
and  but  a  few  seconds  are  allowed  for  "hitching  up,"  while  many 
Departments  after  a  heavy  outlay  for  appliances  to  send  the 
apparatus  flying  to  the  fire,  neglect  to-day  the  most  important 
of  all,  the  Chemical  Engine,  which  goes  to  work  at  once.  We 
have  no  disposition  to  depreciate  any  other  branch  of  the  service, 
but  the  true  policy  to  be  pursued  is  to  extinguish  a  fire  with  the 
smallest  possible  loss. 
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Ladders  and  Fire  Escapes. 

As  our  city  contains  many  stores,  factories  and  work  shops,, 
four,  five  or  six  stories  high,  and  the  number  of  such  buildings 
is  increasing,  the  HabiHty  of  accident  to  firemen  has  increased 
in  like  proportion.  Persons  who  erect  high  buildings  should 
invariably  make  their  own  arrangements  for  getting  down 
externally  to  spots  within  reach  of  the  ladders,  or  other  means 
of  escape  available  from  outside.  For  safety  of  life  it  is 
advisable  that  all  high  buildings  should  be  provided  with  exter-^ 
nal  ladders  of  wrought  iron  or  some  other  material,  likely  to 
be  able  to  resist  the  effects  of  a  fire  at  its  commencement,  and 
extending  to  within  thirty-five  feet  of  the  ground,  that  being 
the  greatest  height  at  which  assistance  from  without  can  be 
promptly  rendered.  The  saving  of  life  is  of  even  greater 
importance  than  that  of  property.  I  would  respectfully  rec- 
ommend the  following  changes  for  Hook  and  Ladder  No.  2  : 
that  a  permanent  man,  and  an  addition  made  for  a  horse  stable,, 
and  the  horse  kept  in  the  house,  and  that  the  stone  floor  be 
removed  and  a  wooden  one  substituted. 

Houses. 

'Die  houses  of  the  Department  were  never  in  better  condi- 
tion then  at  the  present  time,  and  but  few  changes  are  needed  to- 
make  them  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

The  house  of  Steamer  No.  1  on  Front  Street,  in  which  is 
located  the  headquarters  of  this  Board,  has  been  entirely 
remodelled,  and  tlie  sleeping  accommodations  have  been  much 
improved.  The  stalls  have  been  altered  so  that  the  horses  face 
out,  and  swinging  harnesses  have  been  provided,  in  accordance 
with  m\'  recommendation  in  last  year's  report.  The  stairway 
has  been  removed  to  the  side,  giving  the  apparatus  more  and 
better  room  to  leave  the  building.  The  whole  arrangement  is 
highly  satisfactory  to  the  companies  and  the  Board.  The  l^oard 
of  ICnginecrs  has  continued  to  foster  and  encourage  the  spirit  of 
improN'ement  manifested  by  the  men.  Many  attractions  have 
been  added  to  the  houses,  as  the  more  attractive  they  are  made,.

the  higher  the  standard  of  the  Department  is  h'kely  to  become. 
No  class  of  men  does  the  city  greater  service.  Let  city  author- 
ities, or  the  citizens  themselves,  testify  due  appreciation  by 
attention  to  the  intellectual  and  social,  as  well  as  the  physical 
needs  of  the  firemen.  Books,  pictures  or  a  parlor  organ,  or 
other  musical  instrument,  should  be  found  at  every  engine 
house,  as  we  believe  they  will  be  at  no  distant  day.  Let  it  be 
understood  we  are  not  advocating  extravagance ;  velvet  carpets, 
black  walnut  furniture,  lace  curtains,  and  costly  mirrors  are  far  from 
necessary  adjuncts  to  a  fire  engine  house,  but  the  extreme  of 
bare  floors  and  walls,  and  no  provision  for  amusement  or  men- 
tal improvement,  is  quite  as  undesirable.  Good  pictures  give 
an  air  of  elegance  to  a  neatly  furnished  apartment,  and  exert  a 
positive  and  cheerful,  though  silent,  influence.  In  most  cases 
the  companies  have  done  this  out  of  their  own  funds,  assisted 
however,  in  some  instances,  by  the  contributions  of  their  friends. 
This  was  the  case  with  Hose  2,  5,  G  and  7,  and  Steamer  3  and 
the  Extinguisher,  which  are  furnished  with  neatness,  and  good 
taste  is  displayed  in  all  their  arrangements. 

The  tune  of  the  permanent  men  is  mainly  at  the  houses,  and 
they  are  thus  deprived  of  the  usual  home  privileges,  and  their 
quarters  should  be  made* as  homelike  as  possible,  at  least  suffi- 
ciently so  that  the  men  may  be  contented,  and  the  services  of 
the  competent  men  be  retained,  so  that  as  few  changes  as  possi- 
ble may  occur  among  the  permanent  men.  I  deem  it  advisable, 
and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Department,  that  a  new  house 
be  built  for  Hose  No.  1,  on  Prescott  street,  and  the  company 
and  carriage  removed  from  School  street  to  the  new  location.  I 
would  respectfully  urge  this  change,  and  trust  your  Honorable 
Body  will  give  it  due  consideration.  The  carriage  of  Hose  No. 
3,  whose  company  was  disbandad  last  year,  has  been  removed 
to  Quinsigamond,  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  people  in  that 
locality. 

Fire  Alarm  Telegraph. 

The  superiority  of  the  Telegraph  Fire  Alarm  system  over  the 
old  methods  has  been  fully  tested,  and  it  has  become  so  closely 
52 
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connected  with  the  efficient  and  prompt  workings  of  the  Fire 
Department  that  its  aid  could  not  be  dispensed  with,  without 
seriously  impairing  the  usefulness  of  the  organization.  The 
addition  of  telephone  communication  with  each  of  the  houses 
from  headquarters  has  very  much  facilitated  the  transaction  of 
business  with  each  of  them,  and  much  time  and  travel  saved 
thereby.  Questions  can  be  asked  and  answered,  and  a  single 
company  called  to  render  special  service,  without  giving  an 
alarm,  and  much  expense  saved  to  the  city  in  this  manner. 
For  the  general  success  of  the  system,  property  holders  of  the 
city  are  largely  indebted  to  the  Superintendent,  Wm.  Brophy, 
whose  services  are  invaluable  as  well  as  reliable.  Mr.  Brophy 
fully  appreciates  the  responsibility  resting  upon  him,  as  a  few 
moments  delay,  caused  by  any  derangement  of  the  wires,  might 
result  in  a  serious  and  extensive  fire.  The  introduction  of 
annunciators,  by  which  the  drivers  can  see  in  plain  figures  the 
number  of  the  box  from  which  the  alarm  is  given,  has  prevented 
many  mistakes  or  delays.  Nothing  is  so  essential  to  success  in 
controlling  and  extinguishing  fires  as  their  early  detection.  It 
is  comparatively  useless  to  have  quick  hitches,  and  trained 
horses  and  superior  apparatus,  if  fires  are  permitted  to  burn 
until  they  obtain  uncontrolable  headway.  Improvements  are 
being  made,  and  the  Worcester  Fire  Department  keeps  pace 
with  all  real  improvements,  rendering  its  workings  fully  equal  to 
any  department  in  New  England.  I  would  respectfully  recom- 
mend the  addition  of  more  Alarm  Boxes  to  keep  pace  with  the 
requirements  of  our  rapidly  growing  city. 


Expenditures. 

The  expenditures  of  the  year  were  $38,893.95,  the  revenue 
was  $1,422.29,  the  appropriation  for  the  year  was  $40,000.00, 
which,  with  revenue  added,  makes  $41,422.29,  which,  after 
deducting  the  expenses  for  the  year,  leaves  a  balance  of  $2,- 
528.34.  The  amount  required  to  carry  on  the  Fire  Department 
is  small  compared  to  the  value  of  the  property  which  they  are 
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always  ready  to  rally  to  protect  when  summoned.  The  govern- 
ment has  thus  far  been  ready  to  appropriate  such  sums  as  are 
needed  to  carry  on  the  Department  and  maintain  its  present 
efficiency.  The  Board  has  endeavored  to  see  that  the  money 
furnished  by  the  city  was  judiciously  expended.  The  expenses 
will  be  kept  as  low  as  possible,  and  economy  used  in  the 
expenditure  of  the  liberal  sums  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the 
Department. 

FiREMENs'  Relief  Association. 

This  association  was  arranged  for  benevolent  purposes  in 
1874,  and  received  its  charter  in  1878.  Its  main  object  is  to 
afford  relief  to  any  of  its  members  who  may  be  injured  while 
on  duty  at  fires.  It  is  supported  by  assessments  and  such  con- 
tributions as  our  citizens  may  see  fit  to  bestow.  One  member 
only  has  called  upon  the  Association  for  relief  during  the  year. 
We  venture  to  appeal  to  our  citizens  to  still  further  aid  in  estab- 
lishing a  fund  for  sick  and  disabled  firemen.  The  Board  of 
Directors  render  their  thanks  to  those  who  have  kindly  shown 
an  interest  in  its  welfare.  In  some  cities  disabled  and  superan- 
anuated  firemen  are  pensioned,  and  we  venture  to  give  it  as  our 
opinion  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  plan  will  so  far 
commend  itself  as  to  be  generally  adopted  in  the  cities  of  this 
favored  country. 

Conclusion. 

The  Board  of  Engineers,  in  closing  this  report,  will  say  that 
they  have  taken  every  opportunity  to  gain  information  that 
could  be  used  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Department  under 
their  charge.  It  is  very  amazing  to  what  extent  the  lessons, 
taught  by  the  constantly  recurring  fires,  so  terribly  destructive 
in  their  nature,  pass  unheeded  by  the  authorities  and  the  pub- 
lic. The  methods  of  constructing  buildings  grow  more  and 
more  dangerous,  while  false  notions  of  economy  and  retrench- 
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ment,  in  most  cities,  have  seriously  impaired  the  efficiency  of 
their  Fire  Departments.  Instead  of  striving  to  build  up  and 
strengthen  the  fire  service,  the  authorities,  as  a  rule,  cut  down 
the  appropriations,  thereby  inflicting  a  serious  blow  to  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Departments.  Experience  passes  for  naught,  and 
the  daily  lessons  by  the  record  of  fires  occurring  are  wasted. 
On  this  subject  most  people  manifest  the  greatest  amount  of 
indifference,  trusting  entirely  to  luck  and  the  insurance  compa- 
nies for  escape  from  being  overwhelmed.  Whatever  other 
prominent  city  should  burn,  or  should  our  own  chance  to  suffer 
the  fate  of  others,  equally  if  not  better  protected  than  ours, 
some  second  Daniel  will  come  to  judgment  with  his  solemn 
"I  told  you  so,"  but  when  and  where  it  comes,  the  result 
depends  mainly  on  the  labors  of  the  firemen.  Let  us  then 
keep  our  Department  in  excellent  condition,  for  in  an  hour 
when  we  think  not,  it  cometh. 

In  closing,  I  desire  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  Department  for  the  zeal  they  have  dis- 
played to  make  their  companies  prompt  and  efficient,  and  for 
the  very  faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  all  the 
duties  assigned  them,  and  you  may  well  feel  proud  of  having 
earned  and  won  the  appreciation  of  a  grateful  public. 

To  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  for  support  and 
endorsement  of  all  matters  relating  to  improvements  in  the 
Department,  to  my  associates  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  for 
their  council  and  co-operation  and  their  untiring  efforts  to  make 
the  Department  successful,  and  finally  to  his  Honor,  the  May- 
or, and  City  Council,  I  am  under  obligations,  for  the  generous 
support  given  to  me  assures  for  the  imprc^vement  of  the 
Department  which  I  have  had  the  honor  and  pleasure  to  com- 
mend.

Daily — 9  to  10  a.  m.,  2  to  3  p.  m. 

1.  The  Companies  are  ordered  to  go  to  alarms  of  fire  given 
from  boxes  as  indicated  in  the  annexed  table. 

2.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Insurance  Fire  Patrol  will 
answer  alarms  to  all  boxes. 

3.  Upon  an  alarm,  all  Companies  not  called  to  that  box  will 
report  to  their  Engine  House  and  remain  thirty  minutes,  unless 
dismissed  by  the  signal  on  the  bells. 

4.  Drivers,  with  their  horses,  will  report  the  same  as  other 
members  of  the  Department.  Hose  carriages  to  go  in  advance 
of  Steamers  to  which  they  belong,  in  all  cases. 

5.  After  an  alarm  has  been  given,  one  stroke  on  the  bells 
will  call  for  the  Hook  and  Ladder  remaining  in  the  house. 

G.  When  a  first  alarm  of  fire  is  given,  all  Companies  not 
responding  will  be  governed  by  Telegraphic  signals,  viz :  two 
blows  upon  the  engine  house  gongs  and  alarm  bells  will  be 
understood  as  proclaiming  the  fire  extinguished,  and  the  Com- 
panies in  attendance  at  liberty  to  answer  other  alarms.  Three 
strokes  will  constitute  a  general  alarm,  and  all  Companies  will 
report  immediately.  After  a  first  alarm  is  given,  and  before  the 
re-call  signal  is  struck,  should  an  alarm  be  given  from  another 
box,  all  unemployed  first  and  second  alarm  Companies  will 
respond.  Should  another  alarm  be  given  from  yet  another  box, 
previous  to  the  re-call  signal  being  given,  all  unemployed  Com- 
panies will  respond. 

7.  When  a  Telephone  Alarm  is  given  from  beyond  the 
vicinity  of  hydrants.  Steamers  No.  1  or  2  will  respond.

Rules  and  Regulations 

OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  ENGINEERS 

OF  THE 

WORCESTER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


Ri  LKl.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  their  office  on  the  second  Monday  of  each 
month,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  at  8  o'clock,  P.  M.,  for  the  transaction  of  such  bus- 
iness as  shall  come  before  them,  and  three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  All 
meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  private,  unless  a  majority  of  the  members  otherwise 
determine. 

Rule  2.  On  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  January  they  shall  organize  by  the 
choice  of  a  Clerk  and  Treasurer.  And  all  communications  to  the  City  Council,  and. 
all  orders  from  this  Board  to  the  officers,  members  and  companies  for  their  govern- 
ment, shall  be  given  over  the  official  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

Rule  3.  They  shall  appoint  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  January, 
a  foreman  and  an  asssistant  foreman,  an  engineer  and  an  asistant  engineer  of  Steam- 
er companies,  a  foreman  and  an  assistant  foreman  of  Hose  and  Hook  and  Ladder 
companies  and  a  foreman  of  Chemical  Engines.  They  shall  at  the  same  time 
appoint  as  many  permanent  drivers,  and  other  permanent  employees  as  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  shall  direct.  And  any  vacancy  occurring  shall  be  filled  at  the  next  regu- 
lar or  special  meeting  of  the  board. 

Rule  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  furnish  aunually,  in  the  month  of 
December,  fo  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  an  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  the 
Department  for  the  year  next  ensuing. 

Rule  5.  Should  the  Chief,  from  any  cause,  suspend  a  member  from  the  department 
he  shall,  within  three  days  from  the  date  of  such  suspension,  call  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  and  report  the  same,  together  with  the  reasons  therefore,  and  the  Board  shall 
determine  what  penalty,  if  any,  shall  be  imposed. 

RirLE  0.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  by  the  Chief,  \\  henever  he 
may  be  requested  so  to  do  in  writing,  by  any  two  members  of  the  Board.

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Rules  and  Regulations 

OF  THE 

WORCESTER 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


In  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Board  of 
Engineers  by  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  city 
ordinance,  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations  are  hereby  adop- 
ted for  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  fire  department 
of  the  city  of  Worcester. 

Members  of  the  force  should  understand  that  these  Rules  and 
Regulations  are  not  intended  to  cover  every  case  which  may 
arise  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty.  Something  must  necessa- 
rily be  left  to  the  intelligence  and  discretion  of  individuals  ;  and 
according  to  the  degree  in  which  they  show  themselves  pos- 
sessed of  these  qualities,  and  to  their  zeal,  activity,  and  judg- 
ment on  all  occasions,  will  be  their  claims  to  future  promotion 
and  reward. 

Chiep^  Engineer. 

The  chief  engineer  shall  have  and  exercise  supreme  com- 
mand at  all  fires  over  the  engineers,  offii:ers,  and  members  of 
the  department. 

He  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  board  of  engi- 
neers, and  see  that  all  the  orders  and  regulations  of  the  Board 
are  strictly  enforced. 

He  shall  see  that  proper  discipline  is  maintained  and  observed 
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by  the  officers  and  men,  and  shall  make  monthly  report  of  the 
condition  of  the  several  houses,  horses,  apparatus  and  epuip- 
ments,  to  the  Board.  He  shall  visit  each  department  house  as 
often  as  practicable,  and  inspect  the  men,  horses  and  equip- 
ments, and  see  that  the  houses  are  properly  conducted  and 
everything  in  good  order. 

He  shall,  if  possible,  be  at  his  headquarters  daily  from  10  to 
12  A.  M.,  and  2  to  3  and  5  to  6  P.  M.,  Sundays  excepted,  and 
shall  issue  to  the  department  forthwith  all  orders  emenating 
from  the  Board  of  Engineers. 

Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm. 

The  superintendent  of  fire  alarms  shall  have  charge  of  the 
fire-alarm  telegraph,  and  be  responsible  for  the  care  and  good 
condition  of  the  instruments,  wires,  and  property  of  all  kinds 
belonging  to  it. 

He  shall  have  personal  supervision  over  the  operators  and 
line  men,  see  that  all  rules  of  the  department  are  enforced,  and 
that  everything  is  done  to  keep  the  telegraph  in  thorough  re- 
pair and  in  complete  working  order. 

He  shall  report  monthly  to  the  Board  of  Engineers  the  num- 
ber of  alarms  and  signals  given ;  the  damage,  if  any,  to  the 
telegraph ;  the  nature  of  the  work  done  by  the  line  men  and 
employees  for  the  previous  month  ;  and  the  reports  of  defective 
fire-alarm  apparatus  and  his  action  thereon ;  and  make  such 
suggestions  as  he  may  think  will  add  to  the  efficiency  or  use- 
fulness of  that  portion  of  the  department  under  his  charge. 

He  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  materials  issued,  and  charge 
them  to  the  special  work  for  which  they  have  been  used,  and  he 
shall  see  that  at  all  times  supplies  in  sufficient  quantities  are 
kept  on  hand.  , 

He  shall  examine,  or  cause  to  be  examined,  each  fire-alarm 
box  at  least  once  a  fortnight,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  especially 
after  a  severe  storm. 

He  shall  attend  all  alarms  of  fire  with  the  necessary  tools  and 
appliances  to  repair  any  break  or  cross  that  may  be  caused  by 
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accident  or  otherwise  to  the  telegraph  Hnes,  boxes  or  other 
instruments. 

Whenever  practicable  he  shall  employ  such  members  of  the 
permanent  force  as  shall  have  been  detailed  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Board  of  Engineers  to  assist  in  the  performance  of  such 
work  as  cannot  be  done  by  himself  and  assistant. 

Clerk  of  Board  of  Engineers. 

The  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Engineers  shall  keep,  or  cause  to 
be  kept,  a  record  of  all  official  action  of  the  Board,  and  the 
custody  of  papers  connected  therewith. 

A  book  alphabetically  arranged,  in  which  shall  be  entered 
the  name  of  every  member  of  the  fire  department  force,  to- 
gether with  his  age,  residence,  number  of  badge,  and  company 
assignment. 

A  book  containing  the  signatures  of  all  appointees  to  an 
agreement  to  abide  by  and  conform  to  all  the  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions established,  or  which  may  be  established,  by  the  Board  of 
Engineers  for  the  government  of  the  department,  and  that  they 
will  be  subject  to  the  penalties  therein. 

Records  containing  a  description  of  the  horses,  hose,  and 
apparatus  of  the  department. 

Books  covering  requisitions  for  supplies,  repairs  and  pur- 
chases for  the  department. 

Books  containing  the  monthly  expenditures  for  the  depart- 
ment, showing  the  original  appropriations  and  the  balances  un- 
expended. 

A  file  of  all  general  and  special  orders  issued  by  the  Board. 

A  file  of  all  agreements  made  for  taking  horses  for  their 
keeping  for  winter  service. 

A  file  of  all  agreements  made  by  and  between  the  Board  of 
Engineers  and  other  parties  concerning  the  department. 

Assistant  Engineers. 
Each  assistant  engineer  will  be  assigned,  by  the  Board,  a  cer- 
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tain  number  of  companies  over  whom  he  shall  exercise  a  direct 
personal  supervision. 

He  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  discipline  of  all  compa- 
nies under  his  command,  and  the  strict  compliance  by  them 
with  all  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  report  promptly  all  disobedi- 
ence of  orders,  violation  of  rules,  or  neglect  of  duty  by  any 
officer  or  member  of  the  force.  He  shall  visit,  at  least  once  a 
week,  each  department  house  under  his  charge,  inspect  its  con- 
dition, and  see  that  the  horses,  apparatus  and  equipments  are, 
at  all  times,  in  proper  condition  for  efficient  service.  He  shall 
transmit  to  the  companies  under  his  command,  all  orders 
received  from  the  Board  or  chief  engineer,  and  forward  to  head- 
quarters all  reports,  requisitions  and  communications,  with  such 
comments  as  they  require. 

He  shall  instruct  the  officers  and  men  in  all  branches  of  their 
duty  when  he  deems  it  necessary.  He  shall  inspect  the  sleep- 
ing rooms,  beds  and  bedding,  and  see  that  they  are  kept  neat 
and  clean. 

•  Foremen. 

The  foreman  shall  have  immediate  command  of  his  company, 
and  be  held  responsible  for  its  discipline  and  condition.  At  fires, 
when  his  apparatus  is  the  first  to  reach  the  fire,  he  shall  assume 
command  of  the  force  that  may  come,  until  relieved  by  an  engi- 
neer ;  he  shall  then  resume  command  of  his  company.  He  shall 
report  monthly  to  the  Board  of  Engineers,  the  names  of  all  mem- 
bers absent  at  fires  or  alarms  of  fire,  together  with  the  cause  of 
such  absence,  and  the  name  of  the  substitute,  if  any,  who  per- 
formed the  duties  of  the  member  absent;  also  the  number  of 
hours  the  company  was  in  actual  service. 

Assistant  Foremen. 

The  assistant  foremen,  in  addition  to  their  duties  as  hosemen 
and  laddermen,  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  foreman,  perform 
all  the  duties  and  exercise  the  authority  of  the  foreman,  and  bo 
held  to  a  like  responsibility. 
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Enginemen. 

Each  engineman  shall  have  the  care  and  management  of  the 
engine.  He  must  see  that  it  is  always  kept  in  good  order,  and 
ready  for  immediate  use,  with  all  the  necessary  supplies.  He 
will  be  held  responsible  for  its  condition  in  the  house  and  at  fires. 
He  shall  make  such  repairs  upon  his  engine  in  the  engine  house 
as  he  can  conveniently.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  engine  at 
fires,  shall  make  connection  to  the  nearest  hydrant  or  reservoir, 
but  shall  not  disconnect  any  line  of  hose  to  make  such  connec- 
tion, without  orders  from  an  engineer.  After  making  connec- 
tion with  hydrant,  reservoir,  or  other  water  supply,  and  no  hose 
has  been  attached,  he  will  give  notice  of  the  position  of  the 
engine  by  blowing  four  short  notes  on  the  whistle,  at  short 
intervals,  until  he  attracts  attention,  or  until  a  line  of  hose  is 
attached.  He  will  then  work  the  engine  until  disrriissed  by  the 
engineer  in  charge. 

When  it  is  evident  the  engine  will  not  be  needed,  he  will 
report  to  an  engineer  and  remain  until  dismissed,  when  he  will 
see  that  the  engine  is  returned  to  the  house  and  put  in  readiness 
to  respond  to  the  next  alarm. 

Assistant  Enginemen. 

Each  assistant  engineman  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
engineman,  assist  in  the  care  and  management  of  the  engine, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  his  supe- 
rior officers ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  engineman  shall  perform 
his  duties  and  exercise  his  authority,  and  be  held  to  a  like 
responsibility. 

Drivers. 

Each  driver  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  engineer, 
feed,  groom  and  exercise  the  horses,  at  stated  hours,  and  have 
the  care  of  the  house  and  all  the  property  of  the  city  contained 
therein.    He  will  be  held  responsible  for  having  the  horses  at 
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all  times  ready  for  immediate  use,  and  must  not  drive  them  fast- 
er than  is  consistent  with  the  safety  of  the  public,  and  of  the 
apparatus  of  the  department,  and  he  will  be  held  responsible 
for  any  damage  caused  by  him,  or  carelessness  displayed  in 
conveying  his  apparatus  to  or  from  a  fire. 

Racing  to  or  from  fires  will  not  be  allowed  under  any  circum- 
stances ;  and  if  the  apparatus  of  two  or  more  companies  shall 
proceed  to  a  fire  on  the  same  street,  they  shall  do  so  in  single 
file. 

Any  driver  of  the  department  driving  over  a  line  of  hose, 
unless  it  cannot  be  avoided,  shall  be  subject  to  dismissal. 
Drivers  shall  do  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required. 

Chemical  Engines. 

That  portion  of  the  force  employed  on  chemical  engines 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  as  other  officers  and  members 
of  the  department,  so  far  as  said  rules  are  applicable. 

Members. 

The  members  of  the  several  engine,  hose,  and  hook  and  lad- 
der companies  shall,  whenever  a  fire  breaks  out  in  the  section 
of  the  city  to  which  they  are  assigned  for  duty,  repair  promptly 
to  the  place  of  the  fire  in  as  orderly  a  manner  as  may  be,  and 
exert  themselves  in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible,  in  work- 
ing and  managing  the  engines,  hose,  hooks  and  ladders,  and 
other  apparatus,  and  in  performing  any  duty  that  may  be 
required  of  them  by  an  engineer  or  officer  in  command;  and 
they  will  be  subject  to  fine  for  any  failure  to  report  for  duty 
with  their  company.  They  shall  remain  on  duty  until  relieved 
by  orders  to  return,  which  shall  be  given  only  by  the  officer  in 
command,  when  they  shall  repair  to  quarters  and  answer  roll 
call,  when  they  shall  be  dismissed. 

The  members  of  companies,  whose  apparatus  does  not 
respond  to  the  first  alarm,  shall  assemble  at  their  respective  sta- 
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tions,  and  wait  thirty  minutes  before  calling  the  roll.  Should 
the  re-call  be  sounded  within*  thirty  minutes,  the  roll  shall  not 
be  called  in  less  than  twenty  minutes  from  the  first  alarm. 

Members  of  the  several  companies  of  the  department,  call 
as  well  as  permanent,  must  remain  in  their  respective  districts 
when  a  fire  is  in  progress  in  any  other  district,  unless  the 
apparatus  to  which  they  are  attached  is  called  thither.  The 
necessity  for  this  requirement  must  be  evident,  in  view  of  the 
possibility  of  two  or  more  fires  occurring  at  the  same  time  in 
different  parts  of  the  city. 

Horses. 

The  chief  engineer  shall  have  general  supervision  and  direc- 
tion in  the  care  and  management  of  all  the  horses  belonging  to 
the  department;  causing  such  medical  and  surgical  attention  as 
may  be  required. 

All  horses  of  the  department  will  be  numbered,  and  a  record 
kept  at  headquarters  of  the  same,  and  all  communications  con- 
cerning them  must  note  the  number. 

All  the  horses  of  the  department  shall  be  exercised  daily, 
when  the  weather  permits,  excepting  upon  those  days  when 
they  are  called  out  upon  an  alarm  of  fire.  In  exercising  they 
are  not  to  be  taken  beyond  a  radius  of  an  eighth  of  a  mile  from 
their  respective  houses.  The  board  of  engineers  will  determine 
for  each  company  in  their  respective  districts  the  proper  hours 
for  exercising,  having  in  view  the  health  of  the  horses  and  the 
proper  protection  of  the  city. 

On  Sundays,  and  at  times  when  sufficiently  exercised  by 
recent  responses  to  alarms  of  fire,  and  stormy  weather,  also  very 
bad  going,  the  exercise  may  be  omitted,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
driver  in  charge. 

Repair  Shop. 

The  inspector  of  repairs  shall  be  directly  reponsible  to  the 
Board  for  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  repair  shop.  He 
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is  charged  with  the  control  and  direction  of  the  employees 
assigned  to  duty  under  him.  He  'shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  all 
the  employees  engaged  in  the  repair  of  such  apparatus  as  the 
Board  may  direct  him  to  make.  He  shall  see  that  the  working 
time  of  each  employee  is  correctly  kept,  note  and  report  all 
derelictions  or  incompetancy  on  the  part  of  the  employees,  and 
see  that  the  time  of  all  is  employed  to  the  greatest  advantage  of 
the  department.  An  account  shall  be  opened  and  kept  by  him, 
in  which  the  amount  and  cost  value  of  all  labor,  supplies  and 
materials  expended  in  the  erection,  building,  repairing  or  alteration 
of  each  and  every  apparatus  that  my  come  under  his  charge,  by 
direction  of  the  Board  or  Committee  of  the  Fire  Department, 
shall  be  clearly  shown  to  any  required  day. 

The  regular  working  hours  at  the  repair  shop  shall  be  from 
7  A.  M.  to  12  M.,  and  from  1  to  6  P.  M.,  and  all  employees  shall 
be  required  to  be  punctually  at  their  work  at  the  time  specified 
for  the  beginning,  and  to  remain  thereat  until  the  time  specified 
for  the  termination  of  workinghours,  except  in  case  of  fire  or  an 
alarm  of  fire. 

Organization  of  the  Force. 

The  officers  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  take  rank  in  the 
following  order : 

CHIEF  ENGINEER, 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  FIRE  ALARMS, 
ASSISTANT  ENGINEERS, 

FOREMAN, 
ASSISTANT  FOREMAN. 

No  person  shall  be  appointed  in  the  department  force  unless  : 

1st.  He  has  never  been  convicted  of  crime. 

2d.  He  is  less  than  forty-five  years  of  age. 

3d.   He  is  of  good  health,  and  sound  in  body  and  mind. 

4th.  He  is  of  good  moral  character  and  habits. 
Applicants  for  appointment  will  be  required  to  fill  out  the 
blank  form  furnished  for  that  purpose. 
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Every  officer  and  member  before  entering  on  his  duties  shall 
sign  an  agreement  to  be  deposited  with  the  Board,  that  he  will 
abide  by  and  conform  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  established, 
or  which  may  be  established,  by  said  Board  for  the  government 
of  the  Fire  Department,  and  be  subject  to  the  penalties  named 
therein. 

No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment  to  any  service, 
-either  as  substitute  or  otherwise,  who  has  been  discharged  from 
the  department  for  cause,  except  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
the  ordinance  governing  the  Fire  Department. 

Discharges  and  Resignations. 

Whenever  any  member  of  the  permanent  force  resigns  his 
position,  he  shall  forward  a  written  communication  to  the  Board 
of  Engineers  (giving  two  weeks  notice),  which  shall  be  duly 
endorsed  by  the  Assistant  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  company 
to  which  he  is  attached.  Other  members  of  the  force  can 
resign  by  giving  notice  to  the  foreman. 

Whenever  charges  are  pending  against  a  member,  the  Board 
wjU  not  entertain  any  request  for  a  resignation  from  said 
member. 

Whenever  any  member  of  the  department  resigns  or  is 
discharged,  or  in  any  way  vacate  his  office,  he  shall  surrender 
to  the  Chief  Engineer  all  the  property  in  his  possession  belong- 
ing to  the  department,  before  he  receives  payment  of  the  sum 
due  him  for  services  in  the  department. 

Charges  and  Punishment. 

Violations  of  any  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board 
may  be  punishable  by  reprimand,  fine,  suspension  or  dismissal ; 
and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  all  officers  and  members  of  the 
department  to  take  notice  of  any  such  violations,  and  prefer 
charges  against  the  person  violating,  forwarding  them  through 
the  regular  channels. 
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Charges  may  be  drawn  on  either  of  the  following  offences,  to 
wit : 

Intoxication. 
Neglect  of  duty. 

Violation  of  rule  No.  . 

Absent  without  leave. 
Disrespect  towards  a  commanding  officer. 
Conduct  prejudicial  to  good  order. 
Cowardice  and  shirking  duty  at  fires. 

Neglecting  or  refusing  to  pay  a  debt  for  uniform  clothing,  or 
for  rent,  or  necessaries  of  life. 

And  the  specifications,  one  or  more,  will  contain  a  simple 
recital  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  which  make  up  the  offence ; 
also  the  fact  of  any  prior  charges  having  been  preferred  against 
the  member. 

Complaints  against  superior  officers  may  be  made  by  mem- 
bers of  the  force  personally,  or  by  letter,  to  the  Board. 

Any  member  of  the  department  who  being  under  charges, 
shall,  either  before  trial  or  judgment,  cause  any  person  to  inter- 
fere personally  or  by  letter  in  his  behalf  with  any  of  the 
Engineers,  shall  be  reported  to  the  Board,  and  thereupon  be 
tried  on  the  charge  of  conduct  unbecoming  a  member. 

No  council  will  be  allowed  either  for  the  complainant  or 
defendant. 

Judgments  of  the  Board  of  Engineers,  fining,  reprimanding,, 
or  discharging  any  member  of  the  force,  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
the  substance  thereof  read  at  the  next  roll  call  of  the  Company. 

Classification  of  Members. 

There  shall  be  two  classes  of  members  in  the  department: 

Those  permanently  employed  and  known  as  the  "Permanent 
Force." 

Those  who  are  to  answer  bell  alarms,  and  known  as  the  **Call 
Force." 

Each  member  of  the  permanent  force  shall  give  his  entire 
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time  to  the  interests  of  the  department,  and  shall  always  be  at 
or  near  the  engine  house  where  he  is  employed,  except  when 
assigned  by  the  Board  or  Chief  Engineer  to  other  duty,  or  on 
leave  of  absence. 

Leave  of  Absence. 

All  applications  for  leave  of  absence  from  officers  or  mem- 
bers permanently  employed,  will  be  decided  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  must  be  made,  if  possible,  twenty-four  hours  in 
advance,  with  the  reasons  for  making  the  request ;  and  the  name 
of  a  substitute  must  accompany  applications  from  company 
officers  and  members  for  approval  by  the  chief,  and  the  sub- 
stitute shall  be  on  duty  before  the  applicant  leaves  his  post. 

No  officer  of  the  call  force  shall  leave  the  city  without  first 
notifying  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  procuring  a  substitute  to  his 
acceptance ;  and  any  other  member  of  the  call  force  expecting 
to  be  absent  shall  be  required  to  procure  a  substitute,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  his  foreman ;  failing  to  do  which  he  will 
forfeit  one  month's  pay. 

Whenever  any  member  of  the  force  finds  himself  too  ill  to 
do  duty,  he  must  at  once  notify  the  foreman  in  charge  of  that 
company  of  the  fact,  and  the  foreman  will  employ  one  of  the 
regular  substitutes  of  the  company,  or  if  he  cannot  be  had,  some 
other  suitable  person  to  act,  and  report  the  fact  to  the  Board  of 
Engineers. 

Each  member  of  the  permanent  force  will  be  entitled  to  seven 
days  vacation  annually  without  loss  of  pay,  this  time  to  include 
one  of  the  "days  off"  of  the  member,  the  arrangement  of  the 
time  for  the  several  members  will  be  made  by  the  Board  of 
Engineers. 

Officers  and  members  of  the  permanent  force,  while  on  leave, 
will  be  held  accountable  for  their  conduct,  whether  in  uniform 
or  not,  and  if  in  uniform,  strictly  so. 

Hose. 

All  the  hose  in  the  department  shall  be  numbered,  and  a 
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record  kept  in  each  company  of  the  amount  on  hand,  showing 
the  number,  kind  and  length  of  each  piece,  and  all  communica- 
tions concerning  the  same  must  be  made  by  number,  and  any 
transfer  from  one  company  to  another  (temporarily  or  otherwise), 
the  acquisition  by  purchase  or  issue,  the  loss  by  fire,  by  being 
turned  over,  or  by  any  other  cause,  must  be  at  once  reported  to 
headquarters  by  special  report,  by  the  member  in  charge. 

On  the  first  of  December,  annually,  each  company  shall  for- 
ward to  headquarters  a  statement  of  the  hose  on  hand,  giving 
each  piece,  number,  kind  and  length. 

Whenever  a  piece  of  hose  is  burst,  or  injured,  report  must  be 
made  at  once  as  per  form  issued  for  that  purpose. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  proper  care  of  the  hose, 
which  must  be  done  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  chief  or 
assistant  engineer. 

Substitutes. 

Upon  the  appointment  of  a  substitute  he  shall  obligate  him- 
self to  abide  by,  and  conform  to,  all  the  rules  and  regulations 
during  his  active  service  which  govern  the  force  and  be  subject 
to  all  the  penalties  therein,  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  officers  in  command. 

Duties  of  Detailed  Members. 

All  work  necessary  in  the  department,  or  on  the  property  in 
use  in  the  department,  will  be  done  by  the  permanent  members 
as  far  as  practicable,  and  details  will  be  made  from  one  company 
to  another  for  that  purpose. 

,  Uniform. 

All  members  of  the  permanent  force  shall  wear  the  uniform 
prescribed  in  orders  always  when  on  duty;  and  at  other  times 
when  the  nature  of  their  work  will  permit. 

All  linemen,  repairers  or  employees  of  the  fire  alarm  branch  of

the  department  shall  wear,  when  on  duty,  such  badge  or  dis- 
tinguishing mark  as  may  be  designated  by  the  board  of  En- 
gineers. 

All  uniforms  and  parts  of  uniforms  shall  conform  strictly  to 
the  prescribed  orders,  and  receive  an  inspection  before  being 
worn ;  and  no  insignia  of  office,  except  the  one  prescribed,  will 
be  worn  on  any  part  of  the  uniform. 

The  assistant  engineers  will  inspect  from  time  to  time  the 
uniform  of  the  men  in  their  respective  districts,  and  report  to 
the  board  of  engineers,  members  who  continue  to  wear  shabby 
uniforms  or  are  slovenly  dressed. 
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Rule    1.    The  chief  engineer  shall  have  supreme  command  at  fires. 

Rule  2.  In  the  absence  of  the  chief,  the  assistant  engineer  next  in  rank  shall 
take  command,  but  when  the  chief  is  present  the  senior  assistant  engineer  shall 
exercise  no  authority  over  the  other  members  of  the  board. 

Rule  3.  The  officer  in  command  only  shall  relieve  companies.  Engineers 
having  them  in  charge  shall  direct  their  foreman  to  report  to  the  officer  in  command 
when  their  services  are  no  longer  required. 

Rule.  4.  No  engineer  shall  interfere  with,  or  attempt  to  give  orders  relative  to, 
the  location  or  use  of  a  line  of  hose  when  he  has  ascertained  that  another  has  com- 
mand of  it,  unless  by  consent  of  the  engineer  in  charge  of  it,  or  by  orders  of  the 
officer  in  command  at  the  fire,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  inquire  whether  there  is  an 
engineer  in  charge. 

Rule  5.  In  the  absence  of  the  chief  and  assistant  engineer,  the  foreman  or 
assistant  foreman  first  on  the  ground  shall  command  until  the  arrival  of  a  superior 
officer. 

Rule  G.  On  second  alarms  commanders  of  hose  companies  shall  not  lay  their 
line  until  they  report  to  an  engineer,  unless  it  appears  certain  that  their  services  will 
be  needed;  they  will  order  connection  made  with  the  nearest  hydrant  before 
reporting. 

Rule  7.  Commanders  of  hook  and  ladder  companies  shall  not  permit  their 
carriages  to  come  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  fire  before  reporting  to  the  officer 
in  charge. 

Rule  8.  All  call  members  or  substitutes  sleeping  in  the  department  houses 
shall  aid  and  assist  the  driver  in  his  work  at  alarms  of  fire. 

Rule  9.  In  responding  to  alarms  of  fire  no  person  other  than  members  of  the 
fire  or  protectfve  department  will  be  permitted  to  ride  on  any  of  the  fire  apparatus^ 
and  on  rising  ground  or  bad  going  they  shall  dismount  and  assist  in  forwarding  the 
same. 

Rule  10.  The  number  allowed  to  ride  in  addition  to  the  driver  shall  not  exceed 
three  in  the  tender  and  four  on  the  hose  carriage;  on  the  ladder  carriages  not 
exceeding  six,  on  the  chemical  engine  three  with  the  driver.

Rule  11.  Riding  on  the  apparatus  when  returning  from  an  alarm  of  fire  is  pro- 
hibited except  that  the  engineman,  or  his  assistant,  may,  if  necessary,  remain  in  the 
tender  to  do  such  work  as  may  be  required  to  be  done;  also  members  of  the  depart- 
ment who  may  have  been  disabled  while  on  duty.  Members  will  form  in  single  or 
double  file,  either  on  the  sidewalk  or  street,  and  walk  abreast  of  their  apparatus  in 
returning  from  a  fire. 

Rule  12.  Members  in  charge  of  engines  at  fires  will  never  allow  the  water 
presssure  to  exceed  eighty  pounds  unless  specially  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  chief  or 
any  assistant  engineer. 

Rule  13.  While  on  duty  at  fires  the  greatest  degree  of  silence  compatible  with 
the  efficient  discharge  of  duty  will  be  required,  and  noisy  conversation  or  boisterous 
conduct  will  be  considered  a  breach  of  the  rule. 

Rule  14.  Special  report  must  be  made  to  the  board,  by  the  foreman,  of  the 
absence  of  any  member  under  his  charge,  from  alarms  of  fire,  giving  the  date  and 
cause  of  such  absence.    This  report  will  be  made  monthly. 

Rule  15.  Whenever  at  a  fire  the  services  of  members  are  not  actually  required, 
they  shall  remain  at  or  near  their  apparatus  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  they  will 
bear  in  mind  that  in  service  they  are  working  for  a  common  cause,  and  that  wherever 
useful,  under  command  of  an  engineer,  there  is  their  place  of  duty. 

It  is  expected  that  they  will  be  courageous  without  recklessness,  and  strictly  obey 
all  orders  of  superiors;  and  cowardice,  shirking  of  duty,  or  disobedience  of  orders 
at  fires  will  be  looked  upon  as  grave  offences,  and  will  be  followed  by  immediate  sus- 
pension or  dismissal  from  service. 

Any  of  the  foregoing  rules  may  be  repealed,  altered  or 
amended  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  board  of  engineers, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen.  Notice 
of  the  same  having  been  given  in  writing  of  such  intention  at  a 
previous  regular  meeting.

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INSTRUCTIONS  TO  KEY-HOLDERS. 


1.  Alarms  should  be  given  from  the  box  nearest  the  location  of  the  fire. 

2.  Upon  the  discovery  or  positive  information  of  a  fire,  you  will  unlock  the  box, 
pull  down  the  slide  or  hook  once  only  and  let  go.  This  will  give  the  desired  alarm 
all  over  the  city,  repeating  itself  four  times.  After  giving  an  alarm,  always  remain 
by  the  box  until  the  arrival  of  the  Department,  so  as  to  direct  them  as  to  the  location 
of  the  fire. 

3.  Each  box  contains  a  small  bell,  which,  if  heard  before  you  pull  the  hook,  in- 
dicates that  the  alarm  has  been  previously  given  from  another  box :  in  such  cases. 
Jo  not  pull  the  hook  until  you  are  sure  the  alarm  has  been  completed. 

4.  Never  signal  for  a  fire  seen  at  a  distance;  never  touch  the  hook 
except  to  give  an  alarm  of  fire.    Give  an  alarm  for  no  cause  other  than  actual  fire. 

5.  Alarm  Bells  are  located  : — First  Unitarian  Church,  Court  Hill;  First  Baptist 
Church,  Salem  Square;  Bell  Tower,  corner  Pleasant  and  Oxford  Streets;  Steamer 
Two's  House,  Beacon  Street;  Hose  Two's  House,  corner  Grafton  and  Providence 
Streets.    Also,  Steam  Gong  at  Grove  Street  Wire  Mill. 

6.  Never  let  the  key  go  out  of  your  possession  unless  called  for  by  the  Supt.  of 
Fire  alarm  telegraph.  If  you  change  your  residence  or  place  of  business  where  the 
key  is  kept,  return  it  to  him  at

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of

Gentlemen: — The  City  Marshal  has  the  honor  to  present 
for  your  consideration  his  report  of  the  condition  and  doings  of 
the  PoHce  Department  for  the  year  ending  November  30th, 
1880,  one  month  of  the  time  being  under  his  predecessor. 

The  whole  number  of  arrests  for  all  offences  during  the  year 
has  been  (2377,)  twenty-three  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  or 
six  hundred  and  seventy-four  more  than  there  were  last  year, 
classified  as  follows :

After  an  absence  of  eight  years  the  management  of  the  PoHce 
Department  was  placed  in  my  hands  on  the  fourth  of  January 
last  and  since  that  time  I  have  endeavored  to  manage  it  solely 
in  the  interest  of  the  citizens  of  Worcester,  and  to  keep  it  within 
its  legitimate  functions  as  conservators  of  the  public  peace. 

I  found  the  department  handicapped  all  around  for  want  of 
proper  facilities  for  doing  police  business  advantageously ;  the 
same  miserable  quarters  under  the  City  hall,  the  same  lack  of 
sleeping  rooms  for  officers  who  come  off  duty  at  midnight,  the 
same  lack  of  drill  room,  the  same  lack  of  proper  ventilation  and 
bathing  facilities,  and  in  fact  the  same  lack  of  all  modern  im- 
provements for  doing  the  business.  I  found  no  place  where  the 
department  could  be  formed  in  line  for  drill  or  discipline  as  a 
body. 

This  state  of  things  ought  not  to  exist  in  this  large,  wealthy 
and  go-a-head  City,  and  as  all  other  departments  seem  to  be  well 
provided  for,  it  is  no  more  than  fair  that  the  Police  Department 
should  ask  and  receive  proper  attention  in  this  direction. 

To  remedy  the  above  state  of  things  I  would  recommend  a 
committee  of  the  City  Council  on  police,  or  to  have  an  act  passed 
creating  a  police  commission,  and  the  appointment  of  good 
men  on  the  force  during  good  behavior. 
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Applicants. 

The  loose  manner  in  which  applications  were  presented  and 
received  heretofore  for  positions  on  the  force  has  been  obviated 
this  year  by  blanks  prepared  similar  to  those  adopted  by  the 
Police  Commissioners  of  Boston,  by  adhering  to  which  all  appli- 
cants must  prove  that  they  are  morally,  physically  and  by  tem- 
per and  habits  fitted  for  the  very  serious  duties  of  a  police 
officer,  before  they  can  be  appointed.  Three  officers  were 
appointed  under  that  test  last  July,  and  have  so  far  shown  them- 
selves worthy. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  ought  to  have  a  Police  Surgeon 
to  examine  and  report  on  the  physical  condition  of  all  appli- 
cants. 

Changls  in  the  Hours  of  Duty. 

After  taking  command  of  the  department  I  proceeded  at  once 
to  make  some  radical  changes  in  the  disposition  of  the  force 
and  the  hours  of  duty,  it  being  my  purpose  to  put  all  the  work- 
ing force  of  the  department  that  could  be  mustered  on  duty  in 
the  night  time. 

The  wisdom  of  the  change  I  think  is  apparent  to  all.  From  July 
to  January  of  last  year  there  was  more  than  twenty  burglaries 
committed  in  the  night  time  by  one  man  in  this  City,  who  knew 
and  was  well  acquainted  with  some  of  the  officers  and  their 
hours  of  duty ;  and  his  work  was  mainly  done  in  the  early  part 
of  the  evening. 

He  was  finally  captured  in  a  neighboring  City  and  most  of 
the  stolen  property  recovered  ;  since  the  above  change  of  officers 
no  such  raid  as  been  made,  and  little  or  nothing  has  been  done, 
and  almost  everything  has  been  captured  and  brought  to  account 
since  that  time. 

Officers  Colby  and  O'Day,  who  were  detailed  for  detective 
work,  have  done  excellent  work  in  ridding  the  Cit)^  of  many  of 
those  gentlemen  who  have  no  respect  for  the  rights  of  other 
people. 
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Mounted  Men  and  City  Team. 

In  the  first  part  of  January,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  dis- 
pense with  the  four  mounted  men  as  such  and  dispose  of  the 
horses  by  auction,  which  was  done,  and  a  very  satisfactory  price 
received  for  them.  The  equipments  were  retained  as  the  pro- 
perty of  the  City,  and  found  of  great  convenience  at  times  of 
large  gatherings  during  the  year,  when  four  officers  were  mounted 
and  usually  filled  the  place  of  a  dozen  men  on  foot. 

It  was  also  deemed  best  that  the  City  should  own  the  teams 
and  furnish  all  the  conveyance  for  use  of  the  Police  Department, 
take  all  the  earnings  and  pay  all  the  bills,  and  then  no  fault 
could  be  found  with  the  Assistant  Marshals  for  using  and  charg- 
ing for  their  own  teams  as  heretofore. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  strongly  urged  the  purchase  of  an 
Ambulance  Wagon,  and  the  railroads  and  other  large  corpora- 
tions petitioned  for  the  same,  such  a  wagon  to  be  used  for 
transportation  of  persons  to  Jail,  and  injured  persons  to  City 
Hospital,  etc. 

A  wagon  for  the  purpose  is  now  being  built,  and  in  the  light 
of  decency  and  humanity  will  supply  a  great  need. 

Conduct  of  Officers. 

The  conduct  of  the  individual  members  of  the  department 
has  generally  been  good  during  the  year. 

A  few  complaints  of  a  trivial  nature  have  been  made  by 
citizens  against  officers,  which  have  been  remedied  at  once  by 
calling  the  officer's  attention  to  the  same,  and  the  assurance  that 
if  repeated,  they  would  be  taken  before  the  Board  and  charges 
preferred. 

Four  officers  resigned  during  the  year,  ''one  for  cause." 

One  of  tlic  four  returned  for  duty,  and  was  reinstated. 

One  officer  died,  "Jaalam  Gates,"  a  faithful  and  conscientious 
man,  whose  services  in  the  army  were  greatly  commended  by 
his  comrades,  and  no  less  so  as  a  police  officer  b}'  those  who 
knew  his  worth.  His  wounds  and  hard  service  as  a  soldier,  and 
the  exposure  to  inclement  weather  and  hard  service  as  a  police 
officer,  broke  him  down  and  carried  him  away. 
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Lake  Quinsigamond. 

A  very  large  number  of  our  people  find  rational  enjoyment 
and  great  pleasure  in  visiting  the  beautiful  Lake  Quinsigamond 
and  vicinity  during  the  summer  and  autumn  seasons.  Those 
people  and  the  inhabitants  of  the  beautiful  village  on  the  west 
bank  of  the  lake,  made  a  reasonable  request  for  officers  to  pro- 
tect them  during  the  crowded  season.  They  expressed  a 
preference  for  Special  Officer  J.  D.  Barker,  and  he  was  assigned 
to  duty  at  the  Lake,  and  his  services  paid  for  out  of  the  police 
appropriation,  and  he  did  his  duty  very  acceptably  to  all  con- 
cerned.

Drunkenness  and  the  Liquor  Law. 

The  legislature  of  last  winter  turned  the  screw  a  little  harder 
on  the  liquor  dealers,  by  enacting  a  screen  law  for  cities  and 
towns  to  avail  themselves  of  if  they  choose  to  do  so.  On  the 
other  hand  an  experiment  was  tried,  allowing  any  one  to  get 
drunk  for  a  dollar;  the  first  law  is  a  dead  letter,  and  the  last 
a  living  reality.  Through  its  means  we  expected  a  large  increase 
in  drunkenness,  and  we  were  not  disappointed  when  it  came. 
Orders  were  given  to  the  Police  force  to  keep  the  street  clear  of 
drunkards,  which  was  done ;  we  did  not  make  the  law,  and  if 
each  case  of  drunkenness  cost  the  county  five  dollars  and  sixty- 
five  cents,  we  are  not  responsible  for  it. 

Another  cause  of  the  increase  of  drunkenness,  was  better 
times  and  more  money  to  spend  for  liquor.  The  above  plain 
statement  is  the  true  reason  for  the  increase  of  drunkenness  this 
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year,  and  it  not  only  applies  to  our  City,  but  is  so  all  over  the 
Commonwealth. 

Social  Evil. 

The  social  evil  has  not  been  allowed  to  plant  itself  in  the  face 
and  eyes  of  respectable  people.  A  number  of  places  that  were 
in  full  blast  on  Main  street  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  have 
been  closed  up,  and  their  occupants  compelled  to  go  elsewhere 
or  lurk  out  of  sight ;  and  right  here,  I  will  say  that  the  parents 
and  guardians  of  a  very  young  class  of  girls  and  boys  also,  are 
greatly  to  blame  in  allowing  them  to  parade  Main  street  and 
Front  street  until  a  late  hour  of  the  night,  many  of  them  using 
vulgar  and  indecent  language  *and  learning  bad  habits  that  will 
last  them  through  life. 

I  hope  all  who  have  the  care  of  young  people  will  make  a  note 
of  the  above  remarks,  and  save  themselves  and  the  officers 
much  trouble. 

Before  closing  this  report,  I  would  recommend  that  five  new 
men  be  appointed  upon  the  force.  The  outer  beats  are  not  well 
protected  and  the  above  would  help  us  out  very  much. 

Myself  and  my  predecessors  have  for  years  asked  for  a  Sub 
Station  at  the  North  and  South  ends  of  the  City,  where  the  force 
could  be  sub  divided  and  be  and  remain  on  the  ground  where 
business  calls  them,  instead  of  being  huddled  together  a  mile 
or  two  away  as  we  are  at  present.  I  hope  these  suggestions 
will  be  favorably  acted  upon  this  year. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Assistant  Marshals  and  all  others  on  the  force  who  have  the  best 
interests  of  the  department  at  stake,  for  the  cheerfulness  with 
which  they  have  performed  every  duty. 

I  also  return  my  thanks  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  for  wise 
council,  and  to  the  Board  for  their  able  support  through  the  year. 

I  trust  that  the  cordial  relations  existing  between  the  Police 
Department  and  all  other  Departments  of  the  Government, 
may  long  continue.
